Dur Mr. Speaker: 

This replies to your June 8, 1971 letter asking comment on an Inquiry 
from Colonel Murk Jones, about Scientology. 

In January 1985, approximately 100 Bnbbord 8-Meters, together vith 
a large quantity of varlons pieces of literature relating to the 
E-Meters, wore seized la possession of the Distribution Center, Inc., 
the Academy of Scientology, and the Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., 
ell located In Washington, D* C. \ This salsure was made pursuant to 
an order of the U. S. District Court for the District of Columbia 
following the filing of e libel (complaint) by the U. 8. Attorney, 
the libel alleged that the 3-Meters were '’devices" within the meaning 
of the Federal Food, Drug, and Coma tie Act, end chat they were 
misbranded by false end Misleading statements la their Labeling 
(the literature) that they were effective in treating most of the 
disease* to which mankind it hair. The libel also charged that the 
devices were misbranded in that their labeling did not bear adequate 
directions for use for treating those conditions. 

The case was tried before e jury in April 1967. la a general verdict 
the Jury found the device to be misbranded, bat without specifying 
whether the finding was on the first or the seeond or both of the 
Go ve r nmen t*a charges. The devices were condemn ed by the Court. 

The claimants appealed on the basis of alleged violations of the 
First end Fourth Amendments by the Government. 

The Circuit Court ruled that all the requirements imposed by the 
Fourth Amendment had been complied vith by the Government. The 
Court found that a Libel of Information particularly describing 
the Items to be seised end giving a reasonably particular account 
of the respects in which they vara thought to contravene the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, had been filed by the United States 
Attorney, that the libel was subject to scrutiny by a United States 
District Judge, and that it waa only after his review sad by Court 
order that the warrant Issued. The Court found that the contortion 
that the salsure was carried out in an unreasonable manner was 
without merit.

Re your teletype dated June 24, 1971, requesting recent information 
and exhibits received by the field districts from Scientology 
organizations, Minneapolis District received three envelopes of 
printed matter postmarked May 14, 19 and 26, 1971, but no exhibits 
can be located from the mailings at this time. We do have a copy 
of the large dimension booklet entitled "A Petition to Congress." 

On or about May 15, 1971, the Minneapolis District's building was 
postered with the following type materials (copies enclosed). 

From time to time, unknown persons leave several copies of the 
tabloid newspaper FREEDOM SCIENTOLOGY and a recent issue is attached. 

On May 28, 1971, Minneapolis District was visited by a group of about 
10 persons representing themselves as members of the local Church of 
Scientology of Minnesota. One young man who described himself as a 
minister candidate acted as spokesman. After entering the lobby area 
of the building, this young man began shouting various questions at 
Chief Inspector George Goers, Chief Chemist Ron Self, supervisory 
inspector Don Lund, and myself. Questions such as why does FDA 
persecute religion and why does FDA say man is an animal were exclaimed 
We attempted to converse with the group but it was of no avail. After 
about 20 minutes, they calmed down somewhat and left the building. 
Afterwards, two news reporters who were present but unknown to us 
expressed their bewiderment at having pulled such an assignment. 

On May 30, 1971 at about 9:00 a.m., I visited the office on other 
business and found an estimated 30 posters glued to the walls and 
windows of the office. Three examples are enclosed. Apparently, 
someone had put them up during the night hoping that they would 
remain up over the long, three-day weekend. We stripped the posters 
from the building as well as some on a neighbor building. 

Since our recent lawsuit (the Court's decision is still pending) 
concerning import detentions of E-meters, we have not maintained 
anyone on the local mailing list and have not received promotional 
matter. No investigations are pending. 

A copy of the hand-out sheet "NOT ENOUGH TIME" is also attached. 

This sheet was being distributed in the Minneapolis downtown area 
June^25, 1971, during the noon hour.

There has been a trial, a circuit court review, and retrial 
' of the matter. Judge Gerhardt Gesell has indicated that he 
will rule on this case around August 1, 1971. In the period 
preliminary to and during the second trial, the scientologists 
around the nation have-been active in disseminating literature 
making .allegations such as appear in the petition you received. 

Mr. Clinton Miller who is the Washington lobbyist for NRF 
attended portions of the trial. The attorney who represented 
the Church of Scientology at the trial also represents NHF. 

The references in the "Petition* to "licensing” of shock machines 
by FDA for use in psychiatric hospitals are frequently found in 
the writings of L„ Ron Hubbard, the founder of Scientology, who 
is fiercely opposed to any kind of psychiatric treatment and 
more particularly opposed to shock treatments.' 

The charge in the petition that Section 201(h) of the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act unconstitutionally re,duces man to 
the level of an animal echoes similar charges made at the trial 
and in their literature by.the scientologists. . Section 201(h) is the 
definition of a "device," and it defines a device (in part) as 
•^instruments intended for use in the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, 
treatment or prevention of disease "'in man or other animals.** 

Similar language referring to man as ^animal*" appears elsewhere 
in the Act (and in the parent 1906 Act) in the definitions of 
the terms food and drug.

The high purposes of the Act belie the representation that the 
definition of device in the Act debases man. The preamble to 
the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act of 1938 called it 
•yfc act to prohibit the movement in interstate commerce of 
adulterated and misbranded food, drugs, devices, and cosmetics, 
and for other purposes." The courts have repeatedly spoken 
of its purposes as- being the protection of consumers and the 
public health. 

Each and every one of the 32 charges contained in the petition 
is either blatantly false or grossly misleading. Our enforcement, 
regulatory, and scientific activities closely follow the will 
and intent of the Congress. By and large, our actions have been 
sustained by the courts and accepted by the appropriate Committees 
of Congress.' We believe that our record in consumer protection 
is unrivaled anywhere in the world and speaks for itself. Enclosed 
are copies of fact sheets and pamphlets explaining our functions 
and achievements. '

Petition from "The Combined Churches of America." 


1. You and I aAd Mr. Gottlieb have already discussed the 
request from Congressman Andrews for comments on the "Petition.*' 
we received from "The Combined Churches of America." 

2. Per instructions from Mr. Gottlieb, I called a number of 
the Washington offices of the church organizations to see if 
they knew of any such organization. None had ever heard of it. 

(a) Misa Sharon Scott, Administrative Secretary of 
the National Council of Churches (Phone - 544-2350) 
said she checked the 1971 Year Book of American 
Churches put out by the NCC. The organization waa 
not listed. 

(b) Mrs. Queen Myers, Secretary to the Director of 
Church Development, Council of Churches of Greater 
Washington, had no record of the organization. She 
checked with Miss Marjory Wilson who has been working 
in the offices of that organization for 30 years. 

Miss Wilson never heard of them. 

(c) Mr. Ed Doerr who is Managing Editor of Church and 
State , the official publication of Americans United 
for Separation of Church and State, said he had never 
heard of them. He said Church and State ran a recent 
article on Scientology simply as a change of pace from 
writing articles month after month attacking federal 
aid to parochial schools. He said the Scientology 
people had come to Americans Unitsd with the article; 
that Americans United in no way approved Scientology 
or the article- 

(d) Mrs. Bowers, who is secretary to the magazine's 
Editor, Dr. Lowell, said that she had never heard of 
the Combined Churches of America. 

(e) Mr. Wade Coggins, Assistant Executive Secretary, 
National Association of Evangelicals, said he never 
heard of The Combined Churches of America. He checked 
the North American Protestant Ministers Overseas 
Directory which he said has a listing of all Protestant 
groups in the United States, even though it is only 
intended for overseas use, and did not find it.

(f) Father Byrne, Assistant Director of the Catholic 
Informational Center In Washington, said he had never 
heard of the CCA 

3. You will note that Congressman Andrews' letter to the 
Conraissloner indicates that he felt that the petition purported 
to represent a union of some sort of American churches against 
FDA. He asked for rebuttal material, which we have provided In 
the attached proposed draft reply. We asked BLS to check with 
the Congressman's office to find where the petition came from, 
presuming that he Intended to reply to somebody. OLS did check 
and found that the Congressman's office does not know where It 
came from. We have since learned that the return address 

of The Combined Churches of America is an answering service 
(30S0 W. 7th Street, Los Angeles, California). 

4. Representative Andrews is a Republican member of the House 
Appropriations Committee. It is our understanding that he is 
sympathetic to FDA and its objectives. We do not know what use 
he Intends to make of our reply, but we believe our reply Bhould 
be Informative. OLS prepared in final form a brief reply which 
they did not believe (after it was written) would be sufficiently 
responsive, and they asked us to rework It. We are attaching 
their reply which did not issue and our draft, together with 
Representative Andrews Inquiry, the Petition to Congress, and a 
Poster "Stamp Out the FDA" with a black boot and Jagged nails on 
it. May we have your approval, comments, re-write, or whatever?

THE FINDINGS 

ON THE U.S. FOOD AND DRUG AGENCY 


The U.S. Food and Drug Administration is a relatively minor Federal agency within the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare. It originated as an office within the Department 
of Agriculture. The job of FDA is defined by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

The agency has in fact done little of the duty there defined by Congress but has grown to 
outsized physical and financial proportions. 

The FDA has become, progressively since the 1930s, a source of disturbance to Americans, 
tl/S^residency, the courts and Congress. It is today regrettably described as an agency behaving 
as^f sort of cult, with an almost fanatical urge—to save the world. What FDA seems to feel 
it must “save the world” from is simply the ordinary freedoms and pursuits of the society, and 
from the protection and authority of the Constitution of the United States. 

The problems of a government which begins to discover that it has within it an agency 
gone so very awry, but discovering it somewhat late, are enormous. FDA errors have disturbed 
many functions and areas of national life in an extremely miscellaneous, random, or apparently 
random, pattern. 

Perhaps it can be corrected. This Finding treats only of one aspect of FDA errors. Here

(3) Knowing that uniyersity and government subsidized researches had not found the 
answers or . any workable methodology in mental factors, requested on his regular 
channels information on Scientology as a new possibility.

The purpose of this booklet is to give some clarification to the events and to the significances 
involved in a totally un-constitutional attack by an agency of the United States Government 
on American religious freedom and upon a Church chartered in the District of Columbia and 
located only a few blocks from the White House itself. 
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FDA RAIDS CHURCH 


On a snowy January 4th in 1963 in Washington the United States Food and Drug 
Administration of the Department of Health, Education and Welfare issued a press release 
to the Washington newspapers reporting FDA had raided Scientology and describing 
Scientology in terms which concealed the fact that it is a church and that FDA hhd no charges 
to bring against the church and were taking the action on no legal basis whatever. Terms of 
contempt were used exclusively in the press release. 

Washington newspapers printed the story, although the dvent had not taken place. 

The FDA, coming from a Baltimore office with several armed U.S. Marshals and a dozen 
apparently Baltimore longshoremen’s union members specially deputized with two large vans 
and with armed motorcycle policemen, blockaded the streets surrounding the neighbourhood 
of the Founding Church of Scientology and began to move in on the Church buildings. 
What was going on in the Church was the usual quietly busy activity of its Academy for 
ministerial training and its Guidance Center where confessionals and pastoral counseling 
were in progress, and the many important everyday administrative activities especially vital 
tppsenior Church having duties regarding all its members and junior Churches throughout 
the nation. It was much like any weekday in a busy national Church with ministerial training 
facilities. 

The FDA agents burst into the Church offices with their armed Marshals and loudly if 
incoherently demanded and threatened all in sight, observed absolutely no courtesies except 
for not actually shooting the guns they carried and denied to the Church administrators any 
opportunity to arrange that students and Church members not be disturbed, upset or 
terrorized. 

Showing no legal warrant the agents and heavy deputies pounded their way up stairways 
bursting into confessional and pastoral counseling sessions causing disruption and violently 
preventing the quiet pursuit of the normal practice of religious philosophy. They broke into 
classrooms. They broke up all Church lessons and studies in progress. 

They seized all the publications and all the confessional aids called E-Meters they could 
find in desks, in ladies’ handbags, in students’ briefcases and in the session rooms of the 
confessionals. 

Swarming through the neighbourhood, causing disreptuable circumstances and an 
at^^sphere of Mafia, the agents and “deputies” broke into student and staff homes, yelling, 
thSSutening and seizing, and denying all possible sanctuary to the Church itself or sanctity 
of private dwelling. 

No charge had been made, no waWant sworn, no accounting was given by the agents of 
property taken, actually and in fact stolen, by the agents. 

From the publications section and bookstore of the Church the agents removed to the 
waiting vans some tens of thousands of copies of over twenty Church books and Church 
publications, comprising the total stock of these items. Books were seized and dumped in such 
a way as to damage most of the stock. When requested to handle decently, the “deputies” 
from Baltimore gave only sneering illiteracies for answer. Filling two trucks FDA sent for 
more trucks, boasted to the press that they had gotten three tons of the Church’s publications 
and equipment. 

The sensitive electronic E-Meters were handled with arrogant carelessness, dumped and 
stacked in the trucks with the finesse of a Department of Sanitation detail. 

The U.S. Marshals, who themselves had apparently not been told they were raiding a

Church, behaved with die peculiar guilty air of men caught in a. position of compromise of- 
their own pretended principles. ■ • ••> 

Had the Church invaded been their own they could not have been more guilty. 

As America has no tradition for such an incident, it is then some question as to what 
'the source of an attack on an'American Church would have been. 

The conclusion to that, not the concern of this booklet, could be anything perhaps, but 
the source is not what we usually think of as American, or as civilized, or as from any good 
authority. 

The FDA is trying to save the world, under the Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 


NOTE 


It was not until four years after the illegal FDA raid on the Church that “the case”, in' \ 
which there were still no charges against the Church, was brought to trial in U.S. District V 
Court. Only the E-Meter was “charged”. 

The FDA was refused in an astonishing offer to the Church of a pre-trial settlement. 

The E-Meter itself was brought to trial April 3, 1967, under the continued pretense 
(because FDA was violating the First and Fourth Amendment) that no action was being 
taken against any Church. 

































FACTS vs. FDA PRETENCE 


Facts that must be kept in mind to understand the FDA situation at all: 

(1) No Scientologist or official of, or member of the Church of Scientology or the Founding 
Church,of Scientology has ever thought that or considered a notion that-an E-Meter 
could treat “cure” anything or anyone, or so claimed. 

There is no evidence ever that misrepresentations to such effect have been made to 
the FDA or their associates from sources even outside Scientology. 

(2) The E-Metcr is a well-made instrument in a polished wood case used by simply having 
the person pick up a common tin can (because it is a reliable conductor) in each hand, 
connected to the two lead wires. 

There is a simple meter face with dial and needle. There is a needle-adjustment lever 
called the Tone Arm. 

Using the Tone Arm to keep the needle adjustable into the active range of the meter 
dial, the auditor applies by exact procedure the confessional technology of Scientology 
ggto the clearing of (freeing the person of) subjects mentioned or offered by the person. 
^The needle registers on the dial changes in a tiny current passing through the person’s 
skin. The basic Scientology discovery at work here is the correlation between thought 
(action of the individual himself, the spirit) and its impingements on the body. A fully 
trained auditor can see by correlation of subject and needle behaviour the state of the 
person’s ability to confront or handle, to be truthful with himself and others on the given 
subject. 

For one example, there are areas of a person’s life which contain emotional (but more 

E recisely, spiritual) pain. They are things too painful, the person thinks, to know about, 
:t alone talk about. 

Sin is composed, according to Scientology, of lies and hidden actions and is therefore 
Untruth. The Electrometer is used in Scientology Confessional and Pastoral Counseling 
to disclose truth to the individual and thus free him spiritually. Only in this way can 
Man’s spiritual self be regained. 

All religions seek truth. Freedom of the spirit is only to be found on the road to Truth. 

. Religions in the 1960s use modern aids. The Electrometer, used in Confessionals, is a 
A-xvalid religious aid. It is not intended or effective for the diagnosis, treatment or prevention 
vlfeiJof any disease and has never been so used. 

The Electrometer makes possible the clearing of conscience in a swift, objective procedure 
and without accusation, and without the liability of further burdening a person spiritually 
by inaccuracies and failing to help the person find out the truth about his own role in 
what has been done, and where there was sin, to free him spiritually and in conscience. 

(3) The E-Meter does not do something to the person, just as a barometer does not do 
something to the weather. The E-Meter aids confessional technology in speed and 
precision of application only. 

(4) The Founding Church of Scientology is not in the field of medicine, 
sends people to physicians of their own choice when any question of physical condition 
is thought to exist, before they are accepted for Scientology processing, does not accept 
for processing people with a history of mental illness or under the care of a “therapist” 
of any kind or “psychiatrist”, these being church policies of long standing as it has 
been found that people under or requiring treatment or in communication with these 
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are generally unstable whilst the contact is maintained and thus not easily able to learn 
or benefit spiritually as their environment is itself threatening. 

The FDA takes the position of pretending that Scientologists claim the E-Meter is a 
device for medical diagnosis, treatment or cure. The FDA pretends this only and has 
no evidence supporting. . 

The FDA pretended not to be attacking a Church while’ doing so in order hot to place 
their violation under the Constitution of the United States, and in order to obtain 
something resembling a warrant, for deception in gaining entry to church and neighbour¬ 
ing property and homes. . 

The FDA is linked closely by personnel to large drug firms and occasionally under ^ 
investigation as to these links and associations. The “two-way street’ between the FDA . 
and the drug industry has drawn frequent official critisism. 

The FDA is increasingly, since inception in the unstable leftist atmosphere of the 1930s ; 
behaving as if it is trying to save the world by “saving Americans from themselves”, or \ 
“save the world by outlawing.vitamins”, going, in other words, into a long list of matters ' 
outside their proper concern and with ip the ordinary right of choice of individuals. ■ 
The attack on freedom of religion may be a new phase of their main trend in this direction 
and could be a most serious one in consequences to millions of people and ultimately all 
Americans. Americans do not consider it the job of any government agency to “save 
them”. i ' 

The FDA has shirked its important routine job of keeping a vast national food industry' 
free of contamination. An over-proliferated minor bureaucracy, it has missed totally on 
the handling, of drug-traffic safety. It has missed totally on, and indications are that it 
has aided, the spread of LSD usage into our society. In its duty the FDA is a renowned 
failure in government circles and now under higher scrutiny but rather late for correction 
unless congressional measures are swift and thorough. 

The FDA had apparently thought Scientology a smaller religion than they soon found 
to be the case. Having expected easily to destroy a Church and failing, the FDA attempted 
to settle before trial and were refused by the Church. 

“Saving the world” by government agency is an invalid enterprise at best. An agency 
charged with the duty to serve the society, which perverts that duty into an attack on 
the freedoms within the society, is an agency proceeding on the reactive (unknowing, 
guilty) notion that freedom is dangerous and people must lose it to be saved. 

Only a free people doing the ordinary actions that make things go right in a society can 
have or create a safe environment or a better society. Americans simply want to get on 
with their jobs.

In the early ’40s a lonely letter wandered into the White House, uninvited, unannounced. 
It. was brief. It was factual, and it gave America the deciding edge in arms superiority. Its 
subject was the atom bomb and its signature was Professor Albert Einstein. 

Fortunately it was not routed to the experts but was read by the President himself, the 
late Franklin Delano Roosevelt. And this despite the fact that a few years before, Einstein’s 
theories had been denounced as “the greatest mathematical hoax of all time.” 

This is another such letter. 

We believe we have some scientific data, derived from a recent break through which 
would be vital in the space race. 

/•Ton You have a parity with the Russians. Continued development on both sides along 
cSlSv entional lines will only maintain that parity. If an additional edge has been developed 
in a parallel field to space flight, and if it were used by the United States, the parity could be 
unsettled and America could advance. „ 

Once a student of small energies* at George Washington University, in the next thirty- 
two years I developed answers to the human electronic anatomy. This study is currently 
known as “Scientology”. 

Mental science that increased human intelligence and stamina and which released new 
energies in human endeavour could be the deciding factor in either war or the space race. 

For instance, we coached the British Olympic team with the result that not one team 
member blew up in the events and their scores were raised. This is an unheard of record. 

The technology is complex, not easily taught, and this is its only safeguard. But it is no 
real safeguard since only last week Communist interests in South Africa stole from our head¬ 
quarters there forty hours of magnetic tape on which were recorded the latest findings in this 
field. Their interest goes back to 1938 when I was offered Pavlov’s laboratories by Russia 
and large sums to go there and complete my work. In 1942 the first manuscript of the work 
was stolen in Miami, Florida, in 1950 the only other copy vanished by theft, in Los Angeles. 
IlmJ sure that there exists a growing library on Scientology in Russia. They cannot, however, 
have any advanced knowledge of it as it would apply to a space programme. 

Scientology, in the hands of its pwn trained people, is easy to apply. A Scientology 
practitioner requires about a year to basically train. The number of hours required to achieve 
increased I.Q. is 25 hours. I.Q,. can be increased at will at about 1 point per hour. General 
ability and stability is improved. Latent skills can be increased in the individual. Reaction 
time can be markedly improved. 

In addition to these obvious matters, a whole body of skills exist which are peculiarly 
applicable to flight or space flight. All necessary conditioning for flight can be done thoroughly 
and permanently without any of the conditioning drills now used. The perception of a pilot 
or Astronaut can be increased far beyond human range and stamina and be brought to an 
astonishing level, not hitherto attainable in a human being. The length of time required for 

* The physics of atomic and molecular phenomena. (Ed.) 
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. such processing would be around 250 hours per man. No “beliefs” or faith are needed. Hypno-' 
tism and drugs are not used. The number of persons who could be so processed is limited only 
by the availability of practitioners. Those particularly skilled in this work are few, less than 
, fifty in the whole world. But the number is increasing at the rate of about two per week. 
■Lesser skilled practitioners in the world number around fifty thousand and increase at about 
fifty per week. j. . 

Scientology is very easy to put into effect. The government only need turn over to us 
anyone it desires to condition to space flight or flight or anyone whose I.Q.. it desires to have 
raised and we will take it from there. No lengthy discussions or investigations need be under¬ 
taken by the government beyond testing the end results in the person'after processing is 
complete. The cost to the government would be maintenance expenses for the person so 
detailed and $25 per hour for processing received. Special arrangements for large numbers 
would have to be made but would be more or less on the same basis. All Scientology processing; 
would be done in our own quarters due to the proximity to our communication lines. We' fr 
cannot detail practitioners to the government or train government personnel. We cannot \ 
guarantee any result outside our own supervision. / 

Scientology is therefore very easy for the government to put into effect. Many large ... 
corporations have similar arrangements with us to create executives. We reserve the right to V 
reject any applicant for processing. These arrangements are standard. In the case of a govern¬ 
ment person we would however use technology suitably advanced and adapted to scientific 
endeavour or space flight. No technology so used is experimental but is already well tested, 
^ safe and proven. 

■ No other activity on this planet is comparable to this programme and no results of this 
nature are obtainable in other fields. These results, in view of existing parity, could decide 
the space race—or the next war—in the hands of America. 

This is a duty letter. I am an American and feel bound to periodically place this matter 
before the government. I urge nothing. I require nothing. I do not wish to seem the cause of 
denying my own government this technology. Man will not successfully get into space without 
us. It is only a question of when. ' 

I find myself in an odd position in that I collect letters, (one every few years, from the 
government saying that they have no need of actual mental technology. And yet I still write, 
amongst other activities, pointing out that a ten pound diamond lies on the White House 
lawn. I. feel that someday somebody will not hand the letter to the “experts” and that one 
will be read by somebody who cares more for his country than his association and hand it 
on to the President.

Such an office as yours receives a flood of letters from fakes, crackpots and would-be 
wonder-workers. This is not such a letter. We have been delivering for a dozen years and have 
survived and come out on top in a highly competitive world. We were new once. The world 
has marched on and we have risen with it. We do not wish the United States to lose either 
the space race or the next war. The deciding factor in that race or that war may very well 
be lying in your hands at this moment, and may depend on what is done with this letter. 

If that earlier letter from Einstein had been filed away, we would have lost our all in 
the following twenty years. Is this such a letter?

'As nearly as can be discovered the President did receive and read this letter, and then request on his 
owU lines that Scientology capabilities be looked into and reported to him. 

What happened next is an example of the needless complexities and interior intrigues with which the 
President himself was continually faced in carrying on the work of his office. Receiving the request of the 
President, the most undependable agency of the United States Government, unknown to the President had 
* apparently other business and other programs for Americans than his. The- letter and proposal was not 
looked into as requested but within forty-eight hours the FDA descended upon all the offices of the Churches 
of Scientology in America in what Senator Edward V. Long of Missouri later described as a police oriented, 
juvenile game of cops and robbers. 

FDA and associates had motivations and interest contrary to American authority and formal interests. 

Two days after the raid by the Food and Drug Administration on the Founding Church of Scientology 
L. Ron Hubbard made these comments from his office in England: 

January 6, 1963 * 

Toward the end of August 1962 I offered President Kennedy my assistance and the help 
of Scientology in narrowing the gap-in the space race. - 

Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested from us a presentation 
of;Scientology to see what it could do to help the general effort. We responded with a mass 
of information. ’ 

As Scientology can raise man’s ability through the Church’s processing procedures it 
be of benefit in improving American scientists in their work on technical problems. 
However, as Scientology fell within the realm of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted. 

! In August when Kennedy had been President aw'hile I thought it only courteous to 
make the gesture again. I did not realize that there were lesser officials of the government 
who were evidently imbued with ideas of religious persecution. . 

I would greatly like to have a conference with Mr. Kennedy on this subject. I am sure 
we could come to some amicable understanding on religious matters. Extreme measures such 
as attacking Churches and burning philosophical texts are not going to solve anything. It puts 
America no further ahead in the space race. Religion should not be a factor in these matters. 

j If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don’t think weshould forego this national victory 
just because of some point of religious difference. If we can make the better pilots and astronauts 
without injuring their faith, I don’t see why we can’t forego the idea that Man is an animal 
for a bit. The matter should not rise to the heights of religious persecution. Religious bigotry 
has no place in national victory. Unless we do something to give America an edge over her 
enemies she will continue to be bled white by the tax collectors to support some stupid and 
cp&dy science. If by making smarter scientists (and we have many cases that say we can) we 
ckii>save America money and give her victory, religious persecution should not be used to 
keep us from doing it. 

As all of my books have been seized for burning, it looks as though I will have to get busy 
and write another book.

An excerpt from the Certificate of Incorporation 
of the Founding Church of Scientology under the 
laws of the District of Columbia , 21 July 1955 . 


From Article Three 

THIRD, The particular objects, purpose, and non-profit business of such society and corporation 
shall be as follows: * 

To act as a parent Church for the propagation of the religious faith known as “Scientology”, 
and to act as a Church for the religious worship of that Faith. 

In furtherance of such objects* and purpose, the Society and corporation shall conduct 
religious services for men, women, and children ©fits congregations, and engage in other activities 
of a religious and educational nature for the propagation of its Faith. The purpose of such activities 
shall be to foster the spiritual welfare of its members, recognizing the vital and divinely appointed 
inter-relationship of mind, body and spirit of mankind, 
j) ■ In the belief that Man’s best evidence of God is the God he finds within himself, and trusting 
7 with enduring Faith that the Author of this Universe intended Life to thrive within it, [THE 
FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY aims to] bring a greater tranquility to the State and 
better order and survival to Man upon this planet. 

In pursuance of its objective, [THE FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY] shall 
propagate and disseminate this creed: That God works within Man his wonders to perform: 
that Man is his own soul, basically free and immortal, but deluded by the flesh; that Man has a 
God-given right to his own life; that Man has a God-given right to his own reason; that Man 
. has a God-given right to free and open communication; that the Human Spirit is the only truly 
effective therapeutic agent available to Man; that a civilization can endure only so long as both 
spiritual and material needs find place within its structure; that a civilization is lost when God 
and the Spirit are forgotten by its leaders and its peoples; and that Man and the Nations of Man 
carry with them their own Salvation, and that teachings exist sufficient to effect that Salvation. 

The further objective of (THE FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY] is to practice 
its teachings and beliefs and to propogate, in accordance with its tenets, healing of the sick and 
suffering by prayer or other spiritual means without the use of drugs or material remedy. 

In further pursuance of and not in limitation of the general powers conferred or permitted 
Soy law, and to promote the objectives and principles herein set forth, it is provided that this 
corporation shall also have the following powers: 

(1) To do all such acts as are necessary or convenient to attain the objects and purposes herein 
set forth, to the same extent and as fully as any natural person could or might do and as 
are not forbidden by law or by this certificate of incorporation or by the bylaws of the 
corporation; and-to establish, maintain, assist, conduct, and terminate affiliated, subsidiary, 
and supplementary organizations whether incorporated or unincorporated. 

(2) To charter, establish, assist, or conduct churches and congregations, religious schools, 
educational and guidance centers, and orders and societies. 

(3) To teach, train personnel, and publish books, pictures, pamphlets, documents, tracts, an^f 
. periodicals, in furtherance of the Creed and Faith described herein. 

(4) To engage in social welfare work and charitable undertakings; to accept fees and donations 
for the furtherance of its religious, educational, and missionary objectives and work, and 
generally to minister to the spiritual and interrelated needs of humanity. 
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(5) To maintain, promote, and carry on such activities, and to have facilities therefor, within 
on outside the District of Columbia, and within or outside the United States of America. 

(6) To take, receive, hold, alter, improve, and convey real estate and personal property necessary 
„ for the purposes of the corporation, and other real and personal property the income from 

which shall be applied to the purposes of the corporation; and, jn accordance with Law, 
to lease, mortgage, execute deeds of trust on. or sell or convey property of the corporation. 
This corporation has no capital stock. ' ; 

(7) To engage in all other activities authorized or permitted under the laws made and provided 
for the government of such corporations or societies incorporated in the District of Columbia, 
and to enjoy.,and exercise all the general powers conferred upon such corporations.

BIG BROTHER: FDA 


Mr. Long of Missouri: Mr. President, recent hearings before the Subcommittee on Admin¬ 
istrative Practice and Procedure exposed certain activities of the Food and Drug Administration 
to be disgraceful and completely contrary to the protective guarantees of our Constitution. 

Perhaps the most shocking of these exposures involved the raiding of a premises here in 
the Nation’s Capital. / 

: This raid was reminiscent of a bygone era when large numbers of . Federal and local law 
enforcement officials set upon centers, of gangland activity. True to form, this recent raid 
wa/f^eceded by intelligence from an FDA spy planted on the premises. In authentic Hollywood 
styK/ij^rDA agents and marshals descended on private property while local police roped off 
the street and held back the crowds. Press reporters and photographers accompanied the 
agents while they ran through the premises, banged on doors, shouted and seized what they 
viewed as incriminating evidence. , 

Three particular aspects of this episode were especially shocking to the subcommittee. 
First, the incursion took place on Church property. Second, the agents had no valid search 
warrant. Third, the particular objects sought and seized were devices used in the Churches 
confessional procedure. |‘ 

Now I have no objection to the use of forceful tactics when the circumstances warrant 
them. These are necessary when bootlegging, gambling and other iforms of organized vice 
pose a real threat. | 

However, it is difficult, if not impossible, to justify such offensive behaviour by FDA 
agents on the property of the Founding Church of Scientology. 

- This senseless example of bureaucratic bungling is completely contrary to the letter and 
the spirit of the constitutional guarantees of this Nation and those of other democracies. 
Thevwhole disgraceful affair is offensive to the sensibilities of all freedom loving men, wherever 
tht^lj^right live.

PROGRESS IN CURBING INVASIONS OF PRIVACY BY FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 


Mr. Long of Missouri. Mr. President, a little over a year 
and a half ago, the subcommittee over which I preside, the 
Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure of 
the Committee on the Judiciary, began a small, limited investi¬ 
gation into the use of electronic snooping devices by the Federal 
Government. At that time my small stalf and I were deep in the 
woods not knowing where the small path we had found would 
lead or what we would find along the way. Today we are still 
not out of the woods; in fact, we are in a woods darker and 
more sinister than where we began. For today, the subcommittee 
is deeply involved in a most- important and long-overdue 
investigation. 

Initial probes revealed that there had been substantial 
purchases of electronic gear by Government age'ncies. If the 
agencies had them they must put them to some use. 

As the investigation proceeded a little further, the staff and. I 
became incresingly aware of the sophistication of this gear 
and the potential dangers it posed for the right to privacy. 

© After further study and reflection we decided that use of 
.'lectronic gear was only one method or weapon used to invade 
jirivacy. Because of the overall concern for. infringements upon 
any aspect of this right, the subcommittee decided to attempt 
to take a hard look at all kinds of invasions of privacy by 
Federal agencies. Pursuant to this decision, a comprehensive 
questions ire was prepared and sent to over 30 agencies, of our 
Government. 

The questionnaire while concentrating on the possession, 

. cost, and use of electronic gear, also inquired into the use of 
security forces, mail covers, psychological testing, desk checking 
and other activities that might possibly step on the individual's 
privacy without sufficient public need for doing so. 

The results of this questionnaire have only partially been 
analyzed. Lack of cooperation in answering the questionnaire, 
evasive answers when given, and checking the accuracy of the 
responses are some of the roadblocks to a complete and accurate, 
even if preliminary, report of the facts disclosed by the question¬ 
naire. The tally continues. It may be some time before all the 
truth is revealed. 

The questionnaire did serve a very important function. As the 
first public and official step of the investigation, it gave the 

# subcommittee a foundation upon which to build a detailed and 
thorough inquiry. In addition, the press reports of this initial 
step made the public aware of our interest in the privacy area. 
The public then began to relate their experiences with the Govern- 
ment and their losses of privacy because of those experiences. 

Marshalling the facts gained from the questionnaire and from 
the independent investigations of citizens’ complaints, and 
researching the legal posture of the Congress, the Executive 
and the courts in regard to these facts, the subcommittee was 
ready to begin building an official record documenting wtiat we 
knew or had suspicion of for some time. I might add, that 
many times, disclosures were made that were unheard of until 
revealed at the actual hearings. 

Hearings began February 18, 1965, In order to demonstrate 
to the public, to the press, and to the Congress the insidious 
and intrusive character of modern electrical devices, this first 
day was devoted to a demonstration of the workings and use of 
various “bugging” gadgets. -Experts in the field testified as to 
the use and effectiveness of the "bugs,” and also to their 
potential danger to a free society. Indeed one manufacturer of 
such devices stated his belief that these "bugs” were dangerous 
enough to warrant congressional control through legislation. 


The devices included innocent looking flower vases and 
cigarette lighters cleverly concealing miniature microphones, a 
Dick Tracy wrist watch transmitter, a transmitter concealed 
in a martini olive, telephone attachments that could sur¬ 
reptitiously intercept and record either telephonic communica¬ 
tions or normal conversations within, an entire room. 

One such device, when placed on a telephone line, could be 
activated by merely dialing the phone number of the line to 
which the device was attached The eavesdropper could dial the 
. number from just about anywhere in the world—that is, Hawaii 
to Washington. D.G—as long as he could dial directly and the 
“bug” would be activated. The microphone of the phone would 
then be turned into a transmitter which would transmit over 
the phone line all sounds in the room in which the rigged phone 
. was located. I might add, that the rigged phone would not ring 
when dialed, and if the person who was being bugged used his 
phone, the device would automatically deactivate. In short, 
there was absolutely no way to discover this bug other than by 
physical search. 

Other devices of clever concealment were shown. There were 
desk pen mikes, attachi cases that were in reality small, compact 
and efficient broadcasting and recording studios, lapel mikes, 
mikes disguised as cigarette packs, as desk staplers, desk 
calendars, and picture frames. 

The subcommittee was convinced, due to the efficiency , and 
size of these bugs, that there is just about no way in which they 
cannot be concealed in an everyday object that we all have in 
our homes or offices; and that there was no home or office that 
did not contain ample locations for such bugs that would 
provide a perfect place of concealment. In short, this first day 
of hearings proved beyond doubt the Orwellian capabilities 
of these small electronic devices. 

The next 4 days of hearings turned the subcommittee’s 
attention to activities in the Post Office Department. While 
little information was developed as to the use of electronic 
bugs, the hearings did reveal widespread use of another type 
of investigative technique with which, I for one, have known 
and questioned for some years. This technique is the mail 
cover. 

By now, most of us are aware that a mail cover consists of 
recording the information—the address, return address and 
postmark—on the outside of an envelope. A mail cover does 
not include opening first-class mail. The testimony at the 4 days 
of hearings revealed possible abuses of this investigative 
technique. 

Mail covers are used to locate fugitives or aid in the securing 
of evidence of criminal acts involving the mails. This was 
asserted repeatedly by postal officials. However, it was admitted 
that mail of innocent citizens was often caught in the cover of a 
suspect’s mail. The mail of an attorney and his client could be 
covered. The mail of a suspect’s wife and children could be 
covered. Anyone corresponding with someone suspected of 
some improper conduct could have his mail covered. 

The lack of safeguards against abusive use of mail covers 
also concerned the subcommittee. There is, barring mistake, 
no way to determine whose mail is covered at any one time. 
There were no records kept of mail covers after 2 years, yet 
there were around 1,000 mail covers placed each month. In 
addition, fearing improper disclosure, the Post Office requested 
to be released from their obligation to deliver a list of 24,000 
names that were subjected to mail covers over the last 2 years. 

The number, scope, and lack of records in regard 
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to mail covers prompted the subcommittee to take immediate 
steps to mitigate the chance for abusive use of mail covers. 
Use staff of the subcommittee had several conf e r e n ces with the 
.postal authorities in regard to the corrective steps necessary 
to proieci_ the mail of our citizens. The subcommit'ee was 
particularly gratified with the cooperation given by Postmaster 
General Gronouski. 

Due to the candor and aid of the Postmaster General and 
the Office of General Counsel, a tentative record has been 
reached on one use of mail covers. On June 16, 1965, 1 placed 
into the Congressional Record, the new and more rigid 
regulations regarding mail covers issued by the Postmaster 
General. 

I emphasize that this was a tentative agreement. If further 
abuses occur or these new regulations arc ignored, the Post¬ 
master General understands that I will renew my previous 
efforts to ban mail covers outright. To this purpose S. 973 was 
introduced some time ago, and is now, and has been pending 
before the Post Office and Civil Service Committed. 

In addition to mail covers, the subject of the use of peepholes 
or observation galleries were examined during these 4 days of 
hearings. In the major post offices around the country a system 
of observation galleries had been established by which postal 
inspectors coutd spy on the postal employees while at work. 
These galleries extended throughout the work areas, the swing 
or locker rooms—men's and women’s—and the men’s toilets. 

Tfe|\>stal officials at first claimed that these galleries were 
esseiKrSl to securing inviolability of the mails. However, after 
questions concerning' the propriety of such-galleries and their 
actual effectiveness in protecting the mails, the Post Office 
Department issued new orders blacking out the peepholes in the 
men’s toilet rooms and the women’s shift rooms. While some 
galleries remain in operation, we have assurances of the Post¬ 
master General that these remaining ones are absolutely 
necessary to protect the mails, and that no peeping at employees 
while engaged in purely personal activity will refcur. 

Throughout these 4 days of hearings, the postal officials 
adamantly adhered to their statement that no first-class mail 
was or could be opened unless pursuant to a search warrant 
or statutory directive to the employees of the dead letter office 
However, one witness did testify that his mail was opened. The 
postal officials explained that this was an embarrassing mistake 
that was completely unintentional. 

While preparing to inquire into another agency’s activities, 
the subcommittee learned that the profession that the in¬ 
violability and sacredness of first-class mail rendered impossible 
tbe improper opening of it was not quite accurate. 

Oqt^pril 13, 1965, the subcommittee held hearings on what 
is t^&efened to as “mail levies”. Under dubious, if not 
noneiusient, legal authority, a mail levy involved the handling 
of all classes of mail—including first class—over to the Internal 
Revenue Service. IRS then would levy on the contents of this 
mail in order to collect delinquent taxes owed by the addressee. 

Thus, without search warrant as required by the Supreme 
Court decision in Ex Parte Jackson, in the face of three criminal 
statutes and the many protestations of the sacredness of the 
mail by postal officials in hearings, concluded not 3 weeks 
before, the subcommittee documented 34 cases in which a mail 
levy—involving the opening of first-class mail—was employed 
to collect taxes. 

The upshot of this hearing was the immediate passage of a 
law forbidding the IRS from levying on first-class mail. This 
law went into effect on June 21, 1965. 

The next phase of this investigation revealed some of the 
worst aspects of bureaucratic excess and incompetent ad¬ 
ministration and law enforcement this Senator has seen in a 
long time. 


On April 27, 28, 29, and June 7 the subcommittee took 
testimony concerning the Food and Drug Administration of the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

From the start, the FDA hierarchy chose to be evasive and 
uncooperative with the subcommittee. Requests to speak with 
various FDA officials often had to be repeated. When FDA finally 
acquiesced in the request, strict instructions were issued as to 
just what the employee or official could discuss with members of 
subcommittee staff. Requests for documents and other official 
papers of the agency were delayed or ignored. Most responses 
came from lower echelon officials instead of the Commissioner 
or Secretary of the Department. 

In typical fashion, when the hearings opened, pious preach¬ 
ments were heard from the FDA officialdom about the serious 
and dangerous task that was being performed by FDA in¬ 
spectors in preserving the health of the Nation. Also in typical 
fashion, after the hearings were concluded, some nameless 
official at FDA branded its critics as crackpots and quacks, and 
charged that the subcommittee chose to believe only one side 
of the story. 

Between these two typical reactions of the FDA, the sub¬ 
committee documented the following astounding activities of 
the FDA. These are only some of those activities. 

In the Kansas City, Mo., area the FDA inspectors conducted 
an investigation in the best traditions of the keystone cops. 
Because some milk substitute allegedly did not contain sufficient 
protein content. FDA sent seven inspectors, a female under¬ 
cover operator, and an array of electronic snooping equipment 
that would shame James Bond to a suburban supermarket. 
The mission was to gather evidence of the illegal sale and 
distribution of this product. Allerjoy. While the bugging turned 
out to be a comple’-' failure, the owner of the company distribut¬ 
ing the product was in any event brought to trial. Thanks to a 
sterling defense by the former Governor of Georgia, Ellis 
Amall, the owner was acquitted. However, he was forced to 
spend a huge sum of money in this groundless suit, or else 
go to jail for a farcical charge of violating the Food Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act. i 

In addition as if more was necessary, the distinguished trial 
judge, recently appointed to the Court of Appeals for the. 
Eighth Circuit, expressed his dismay over the conduct of the 
FDA inspectors in the casei Indeed, having well founded belief 
that one of the inspectors prejured himself during the trial the 
judge recommended that the Justice Department look into a 
possible perjury charge. I am informed that the Justice Depart¬ 
ment has looked into the matter, and has taken no action. 

■ Other witnesses testified of harassment by inspectors, bugging 
raids and other methods of investigatory practices. Charges were 
made of attempts to try citizens in the press prior to the obtaining 
of any judicial process or conducting a hearing. Regulations 
against the use of certain bugging devices were ignored or 
winked at. As will be shown later, this is not a custom limited to 
the Food and Drug Administration. 

•Finally, one of the most disgraceful instances to ever occur 
in this country was documented by the subcommittee. Under 
the guise of a technical, anachronistic legal process that finds 
its origin in admiralty law, libel of information, the FDA out¬ 
did its previous attempts to impersonate the Keystone Cops. In 
January 1963, they staged a ‘raid” of a church. This church 
was the Church of Scientology. While it is not one of the major 
faiths of this country, while its members have no wealth or 
political influence, and while the church can justly be described 
as a minority religion, it has been judicially and officially 
recognised as a valid church. Nevertheless FDA got 14 or so 
US marshals with one or two patrol trucks to raid and seize 
the property and literature of the church. This property was 
used in religious practices of the church. 
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-Prior to the raid, a spy was planted in the church. During the 
v raid, the Metropolitan Police of the District of Columbia roped 
off the street where the church was located. Press and photo¬ 
graphers accompanied the marshals and the FDA agents while 
they ran through the premises of the church, banged on doors, 
shouted and siezed the property of the church. 

Why? 

The reason for all of this elaborate law enforcement activity 
was that a device used in the confessional practices of the church 
allegedly misbranded under the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. Yet, I would point out to my colleagues, that only 2 days 
after this raid, the use of these devices was resumed and continues 
to this present day. When the subcommittee inquired into how 
this was possible; that is, how such activity—that warranted 
in the FDA officials’ judgement, a raid similar to the type 
used in raiding gambling dens or bawdy houses—was allowed 
to resume operation only 2 days later, we received the perfunc¬ 
tory answer that the FDA had no knowledge that such activity 
had resumed. 

Intimidation, trial by press, groundless but expensive lawsuits, 
"bugging,” raiding, and harassment were revealed. Has the 
FDA repented? Has it assured anyone it will at least investigate 
to determine if these facts are true and if so, who is responsible? 
Mr. President, the answer is no. Not one thing, to the knowledge 
of this subcommittee, has been done to investigate and correct 
any abuses. Complete disavowal of any wrong doing, has been 
jpS^FDA’s only response. 

i remind the Senate that ail of these allegations against FDA 
were made in sworn testimony. I also submit that the witnesses 
are respectable lawyers and other professional men. It seems, 
however, that no critisism,.no indictment or charge can prompt 
the FDA to even attempt to change their mode of operation. 
However, for the Senate’s information, possible legislation is 
now under study to help FDA accomplish that which .tbeyseem 
to have no desire nor intention to do themselves. 

Hearings were also conducted that sought to elict the position 
of the Federal Communications Commission in this area of 
electronic snooping. New legislation could obviously help here. 

To bring matters up-to-date, only this month, the subcomittee 
turned its attention to the Internal Revenue Service. To date 
these hearings have elicited no less than Federal agents frequently 
violating Federal and State laws and their own departments 
clear and unequivocal policy directives. 

Since 1934 Federal law has forbidden wiretapping. Since 1938 
the Treasury Department has issued written instructions 
banning the use of wiretaps. Since 1957, Pennsylvania has 
outlawed wiretaps. Yet, in the 1961-64 period various instances 
of wiretapping occurred in the Pittsburgh, Pa. and Boston, Mass, 
areas. 

As if this were not enough, the Internal Revenue Service 
special agents have admitted illegal breaking and entering to 
place “bugs” for the purpose of eavesdropping. Another agent 
admitted his possession of burglar tools. Anothef agent admitted 
ordering a subordinate to disguise himself as an officer of the 
Coast Guard, knowing that it is a crime to impersonate an 
officer of the military. 

Bugging conference room* where tax-payers are interviewed 
often with their attorneys, is another trick employed by the 
Internal Revenue Service to catch suspected tax cheats. Sur¬ 
reptitious recorders, 2-way mirrors and snooper scopes and 
sniper scopes to peer in the dark are found in the well-equipped 
Internal Revenue Service agents investigative pouch. 

Intimidation and harassment along with all of the other 
abusive law enforcement techniques arc also being documented. 

As with the other agencies subjected to the subcommittee’s 
scrutiny, the Internal Revenue Service has chosen to hedge its 
cooperation. Requests for documents are met with refusal or 


delay. Witnesses refuse to answer questions before the committee 
on the thinnest excuse ever posed before a congressional 
committee. 

Congress has often had witnesses refuse to testify due to 
their 5th amendment rights, or some valid exercise of executive 
privilage. However, never has Congress heard of paragraph 7 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue authorization to 
testify used as an objection to a valadly constituted subcom¬ 
mittee of Congress. 

Mr. President, need I remind my colleagues that this same 
agency, IRS, that has admitted wiretapping,. breaking and 
entering, possession of burglar tools, impersonation of officers, 
bugging lawyers’ offices and conference rooms, is the same 
agency that previously opened first-class mail to levy on delin¬ 
quent taxpayers. 

Mr. President, I would like, in fairness to the involved special 
agents of IRS, to state for tbe record that they are not entirely 
to blame for their activities. As I stated earlier. Treasury has 
banned use of wiretapping since 1938, But, which of us would 
not believe that that regulation was made purely for show, to be 
winked at, but not obeyed, when it was the national office of 
IRS, right here in Washington, that not only possessed and issued 
the wiretapping equipment, but also sent out the experts to 
install and remove that equipment? 

Surely, we cannot expect subordinates to obey their depart¬ 
ment’s directives when those who issue these directives show 
every intention to ignore them. 

Another aspect that I wish to discuss, is the matter of whose 
prerogative it is to investigate the activities of our Federal 
agencies. 

The Commissioner of IRS made repeated assertions that he 
and his staff would conduct a complete investigation of ■ '.icse 
matters, and then make a full report to Congress and to the 
.people. I do not doubt the sincerity of this promise. I sincerely 
oelieve that the Commissioner deplores the conduct of his 
agents as revealed by this investigation. However, I do not 
believe, first, that it is the Commissioners’ prerogative to dictate 
what, where, or when Congress may investigate in order to 
legislate, and second, that the Commissioner can get all the 
facts that an independent; open investigation as conducted 
by a committee of Congress can obtain. After all, the top 
echelon of IRS, from the Commissioner to District Director, 
repeatedly asserted that they had no knowledge of these activi¬ 
ties until after the subcommittee made its probe. • 

This lack of knowledge persisted in spite of an elite corps 
of 200 agents in IRS’s Inspection Service. The Inspection 
Service has as its sole function the job to investigate IRS 
employees’ integrity and efficiency. Two hundred men could 
not find six wiretaps. One investigator for our subcommittee 
found them. 

Lastly, I would like to say a few words on the organized 
crime drive conducted by the Justice Department with the aid 
of IRS. As I stated throughout the hearings, and specifically 
to the Attorney General, the subcommittee and its staff has 
absolutely no desire to hinder theorganized crimedrive program, 
I regret that some nameless, unidentified official of the Justice 
Department took it upon himself to judge our efforts as killing 
the organized crime drive program. Despite the obvious ir¬ 
relevancy of such an objection to our investigation, since no 
one is authorized to violate constitutional rights to fight crime 
or commit a crime to stop a crime, it is mandatory that Congress 
investigate where it finds possible legislation as the remedy for 
an existing bad situation.. 

Testimony at the hearings showed the organized crime drive 
program, at least in Pittsburgh, may not have had the salutary 
effect that would be expected. Local gamblers were caught. 
However, the result of this, according to a distinguished reporter, 
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was to create a vacdum into which the larger, interstate criminal 
elements iimmediately stepped. 

Today, gambling continues in the Pittsburgh area at about 
the same rate as before. 

One other detail. The Justice Department deemed catching 
one bad policeman more important than putting five organized 
crime drive-type criminals behind bars. The reprehensible 
conduct of a public official taking bribes to protect local 
hoodlums was reprehensible conduct that desrved the swiftest 
and severest punitive action that could be brought to bear. 
Following this policy the US attorney in Pittsburgh promised 
the five organized crime drive criminals that if they testified 
against the officer they would recommend leniency in the 
gamblers' sentences. 

Mr. President, the disclosures made during these hearings 
are truly a sad commentary upon the situation we find ourselves 
in today. Are we losing that stem stuff of our founders which 
created the principle that all men are innocent until proven 
guilty? It would seem so when flagrant disregard for actions in 
violation of our criminal laws is the means to put others behind 
bars, and then to criticize those of us who would stop such 
affrontery of our Constitution and democracy. 

Mg^resident, I would like to quote the late Mr. Justice 
Fravi j'-Jrler, orie of the outstanding jurists to grace the Supreme 
Court Bench. Mr. Justice Frankfurter was dissenting in Harris r. 

. United States, 331 U.S. 145 (1947). He stated: 

Stooping to questionable methods neither enchances that 
respect for law which is the most patent element in law enforce¬ 
ment, nor, in the long run, do such methods promote successful 
prosecution. In this country police testimony is often rejected 
by juries precisely because of a widely entertained belief that 
illegal methods are used to secure testimony. -Thus, dubious 
police methods defeat the very ends of justice by which such 
methods are justified. Respect for law by law officers promotes 
respect generally, just as lawlessness by law officers sets a 
contagious and competitive example to others. Moreover, by 
compelling police officers to abstain from improper methods 
for securing evidence, pressure is expected upon them to bring 
the resources of intelligence and imagination into play in the 
detection and prosecution of crime. 

The great Mr. Justice Brandeis also knew the danger of law 
officers that wink at the law. In his great dissent in Olmstead v. 
United States, 277 U.S. 479 (1928), he stated: 

It is • • • immaterial that the intrusion (by means of 
wire*was in aid of law enforcement. Experience should teach 
us tvj^/most on our guard to protect liberty when the Govern¬ 
ment’s purposes are beneficent. Men bom to freedom are 
naturally alert to repel invasion of their liberty by evil-minded 
rulers.' The greatest dangers to liberty lurk in insidious en¬ 
croachment by men of zeal, well-meaning but without under¬ 
standing. 

Mr. President, do we realize the prophetic nature of these 
words? Does the American citizen understand that today, his 
freedom is threatened by smug, self-righteous bureaucrats who, 
through the mistaken belief that they are helping their Govern¬ 
ment, whittle away his constitutional rights and basic dignity? 

Mr. President, the investigation my subcommittee is conduct¬ 
ing continues. It will continue until the complete story is told. 
This may take some time, for, as can be expected, those agencies 
that have violated our citizens' rights are not about to cooperate 
in their own indictment. But, I can assure this body, that no 


matter how long it takes, nor where the investigation leads, 
we shall fully and completely document all the facts for the 
people and Congress to study and act upon. 

Mr. President, in the short time this investigation has been 
underway, significant results have already been accomplished. 

This investigation has brought before the public the modern 
developments in electronics snooping, making it possible for 
rational and corrective steps to be taken to curb future misuse 
of such gear. 

Peepholes in the Post Office Department have been closed 
out—at least in the areas where they were most offensive. 

New rigid regulations have been issued to control the use 
of mail covers. In addition, it is publicly known that if these 
mail cover regulations are not strong enough to stop abusive 
use, that legislation will be pushed to abolish the practice in its 
entirety. 

A new law has already been enacted which prohibits the 
opening of first class, mail by IRS in order to levy on delin¬ 
quent taxpayers. 

Legislation is under study to correct the distressing situation 
that exists in the Food and Drug Administration. 

A record has been built that shows the existing impotence 
of the Federal Communications Commission in their efforts 
to control and police the area of electronic snooping. Such a 
record can be considered the first step to further hearings on 
this topic, with a view toward drafting comprehensive regulatory 
legislation giving the FCC or another agency power to police . 
the manufacture, sale, and use of all electronic snooping gadgets. 

The recent disclosures of lawlessness in our law enforcement 
agencies has made the American public, the press, and Congress, 
more acutely aware of an insidious enemy of freedom within the . 
very boundaries of our Nation—indeed, within the very walls 
of our Government. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue Service has publicly 
promised a full investigation of his agency, and has promised 
a full and complete report to the public. 

Recently the President has expressed his awareness of this 
investigation and has unqualifiedly endorsed its purpose. The 
President restated his long-standing policy against wiretapping 
and use of electronic eavesdropping gear. By such forthright 
and decisive action, the President has placed himself and thus 
the whole executive branch foursquare against further en¬ 
croachments of the individual’s rights. Indeed, alt of us today 
can be thankful that the President has taken this position in 
the past, and adheres to it today. Perhaps we all can sleep 
better tonight because this policy has b-*en declared. 

There we have it, Mr. President. The public and the Congress 
has been alerted to a modern danger to freedom. Various 
invasions of privacy have been corrected by official directives, 
regulations, and an enactment of Congress. Other legislation 
can be and is being considered based upon the record that has 
already been built, and has yet to be built. The President has 
made it clear where he stands on this issue, and has let his 
position be clearly known to his branch of the Government: 

With this successful record thus far, there is every hope that 
the future promises not an Orwellian nightmare, but a return 
to the ideals and principles that made this country, preserved it 
for nearly 200 years and will save it in the future. The future 
thus promises that the guarantees of our Constitution and the 
basic dignity of all men will be more fully understood, and thus 
more fully realized in fact by all American citizens.

CHANGING SCENE AT THE FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION .'.',7 

Already besieged by a serious morale slump, Food and Drug Administration staff members- 
were shocked last week by the voluntary retirement of Gilbert S. Goldhammer, one of its 
most capable and best-liked administrators. Goldhammer was rated as one of the agency’s 
best investigators and was currently occupied in preparing the Krebiozen case for court* 
action. * . 

Another top-level personnel change at the FDA could come soon. It is quite likely that : 
Commissioner George Larrick himself is in'the final months of his tenure: Present plans are 
to let him move into the handsome new FDA headquarters building next to the present- 
Health, Education and Welfare Department—a few blocks from the Capitol. High-ranking 
HEW officials are thinking .of giving him about six months in the new building (which he 
worked hard to get Congress to provide) before easing him out. Age isn’t a serious factor. 
Larrick’s opponents consider him a first-class detective but feel that science, rather than 
police work, is the key to better performance in improving the nation’s foods and drugs. ; 

Larrick attended three colleges but did not graduate and has no earned degree. Forty-two 
years ago, he joined the Bureau of Chemistry in the Department of Agriculture, which was 
then charged with the enforcement of the original Pure Food and Drug Law, passed in 1906. 
Made Chief Inspector of.the FDA in 1930, Larrick moved up the ranks and was given the - 
agency’s top job in 1954. Since the days of the Kefauver investigations, he has drawn congres¬ 
sional criticism for FDA’s foul-ups in the handling of new drug applications; 

Goldhammer’s resignation is blamed by Drug Trade News on the driving personality of 
his boss, Allen E. Rayfield, director of the Bureau of Regulatory Compliance. The break" 
between the two followed Rayfield’s interference with Goldhammer’s preparation of the 
Krebiozen case, the publication said.

“I have known Mr. Goldhammer and have worked with him for many 
years. He assured me he was not leaving because he was disgruntled and I am sure it is not 
true that differences with Mr. Rayfield forced him to retire,” Harvey said. 

There is also admin-’ 
istrative confusion in some areas, Drug Trade News says, pointing out that answers to- industry 
questions can vary, depending on which FDA staff members is consulted. Health authorities? 
have also criticized the agency fer taking a long time to find solutions to important problems .. 
and for slowness in raising its level of scientific competence and research achievement.” ....

Dr. Crane Food, Drug Agency Termed A 'Gestapo' 


CASE S-456: During the winter I was invited to 
Washington, D.C. to deliver and address against the 
Gestapo behaviour of the Food and Drug Admini¬ 
stration.

Most Americans take religious freedom for granted. 
Some may be vaguely aware that it is guaranteed 
• by the first amendment to the Constitution because 

© some of the very early settlers on this continent 
tame in search of just this freedom, but their general 
attitude is one of indifference. 

Unfortunately their lofty assumption that churches 
never are harassed in this country is incorrect. Even 
more unfortunately, an agency of the federal govem- 
• ment itself—the Food and Drug Administration— 
has been responsible for some overt harassing. 

On January 3, 1963, a truckload of United States 
marshals raided the Founding Church of Scientology 
in Washington, D.C., on the order of the FDA. The 
minions of the law tramped through the halls of the 
church, interfered with the religious services in 
progress, and siezed large amounts of church property 
—which the Scientologists have not been able to 
get back in all this time despite a lawsuit for its 
recovery. 

As was subsequently disclosed, the principal 
■ objective of the seizure were machines known as 
E-meters. These E-meters resemble lie detectors and 

® function in much the same way; that is, they are 
used to gauge emotional responses. Although they 
are much smaller than lie detectors they are very 
sensitive. 

True, the church is small and relatively unkown. 
It doesn’t have a lot of money for a long lawsuit to 
protect its rights and to recover its property. But as its 
counsel contended, the violation of the principle of 
religious freedom was no less flagrant than if the 
forces of the law had forcibly entered the biggest 
Catholic church in town and confiscated its holy 
water or had insisted on examining the wafers and 
wine used sacramentally in other churches. 

The press could not get itself very worked up over 
the raid on the Scientologists. Apparently it did not 
see much of a story in the incident because Scientology 
was not very prominent as a religion—if indeed it was 
regarded as a religion at all in newsmen’s minds. 


However, as was brought out, the FDA gave the press 
advance notice of the raid. 

There is little doubt that the whole affair would be 
forgotten now if it were not for Congress. Despite 
the low esteem in which it now seems popular to hold 
it. Congress always can be counted on to come to the 
rescue when fundamental rights are challenged. It did 
so in this case. 

The -latter came to the attention of a Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee headed by Sen. Edward V. 
Long (D. Mo.) which already was engaged in investi¬ 
gating invasions of privacy by government agencies 
using such means as electronic eavesdropping, wire¬ 
tapping and unwarranted seizures. In fact, the FDA 
already had been called on the Subcommittee’s 
carpet and strongly rebuked for going too far in its 
snooping activities. 

At the outset! of the hearings on the raid on the 
Scientologists it- became apparent that the essential 
issue was the use to which the E-meters were put. 
The printed transcript of the hearing, which became 
available for the first time early this year, is full of 
assertions by the Scientologists that these machines 
are used during what they term the “confessionals” 
or “auditing” of members. The point is stressed that 
while they are helpful in this process, they are not 
indispensable. 

On the other hand, the FDA charged that according 
to the literature seized, the machines were used to 
diagnose or cure various diseases, that they were 
mislabeled because nothing was printed on them 
stating how or for what purpose they were to be used 
—although the label clearly,proclaimed they were for 
use in Scientology. 

As it broadly interprets its mission, the Food and 
Drug Administration regards any physical object or 
substance for which medical powers are claimed as 
coming under its jurisdiction. Officials of the agency 
say this is what made them decide to move against 
the Scientologists, making full use of their powers of 
seizure. They also allege they had complaints from 
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persons who paid for treatments without receiving 
beneficial results. 

- The Scientologists told the Congressional Sub¬ 
committee a far different story. They made clear their 
organisation was a church in the full meaning of the 
word. Wayne Rohrer, a minister of the church, said 
it was officially recognized as a church by the District 
of Columbia authorities and had the right to perform 
marriages and other services. 

Asked by the Subcommittee’s chief counsel Bernard 
Fensterwald, Jr., to give a brief account of the essential 
beliefs of the church, Rohrer read the following 
excerpt from the creed: “We of the church believe 
that the spirit can be saved and that the spirit alone 
may save or heal the body.” 

The Scientologists emphatically denied they ever 
had claimed the E-meters could cure diseases. After 
having obtained this testimony under oath along with 
the supplementary statement that the machines were 
used in a religious and not a medical way. Sub¬ 
committee Counsel Fensterwald expressed bewilder¬ 
ment as to why the FDA had taken the action in the 
first place. 

^Ado not see, then, what business it is Of the Food 
t\£j&S)rug Administration,” he said. 

At the Subcommittee’s request a short demonstra¬ 
tion of the apparatus as used in measuring emotional 
response was staged. Oscar R. Brinkman, the attorney 
for the Foundation Church of Scientology, agreed to 
clutch the handles through which the machine 
operates and answer a few inconsequential questions 
put to him by Reverend Rohrer. 

One question asked was whether he was nervous in the 
Subcommittee presence. His answer, “Very much so,” 
indicated a certain amount of reaction, Rohrer 
informed the amused Senators. 

A lot of clarifying data was placed in the record 
from letters Senator Long received from a businessman 
constituent in Missouri who also is a Scientologist. 
Among other things the Missourian brought out a 
fact about Scientology that seems not to be generally 
understood: although it is a religion in its own right 
there is nothing exclusive about it; members of other 
tffjSehes may join it. 

'SiSor example. Senator Long’s constituent said he 
was an elder in the First Presbyterian Church of his 
hometown as well as a member of the Church of 
Scientology “as they are compatible with eaeff other”. 

He wrote that the church used E-meters in a process 
“that would be similar to ‘confession’ in the Catholic 
church.” He said, “Instead of a person confessing 
whatever ‘sins’ he cares to ‘confess, the Church of 
Scientology uses a long list of questions that would 
cover almost any sin committed by anyone. Often 
the sin that is causing the most guilt is the one a 
person is most reluctant to talk about.” He went on 
to explain that this is where the E-meter proves of 
value—in indicating what needs to be pursued in 
more detail if the person’s mind is to be relieved. 

He said he thought it significant that the FDA 


“has never seized an electric shock machine used by 
psychiatrists although many peqple have been electro¬ 
cuted by them”. 

He also made the point that others made: the FDA 
has not picked on other churches. 

The raid on their church and the confiscation of 
their property were not the only outrages they suffered 
at the hands of the FDA, the Scientologists told the 
Senators. Scientologist Attorney Brinkman said it 
was a matter of court record that the agency had 
sent a spy to join the church and ferret out all the 
information he could. * • 

“We know that there were a great many agents 
involved in this case but we have the names of only 
four or five ofrihem,” he said. “We know there were 
many more than that. They have gone all over the 
country to find evidence against the church.” 

In addition, Brinkman said, “We suspect—and we 
have some reason for the suspicion—that they tapped 
the telephone lines of the church. We know that our 
mail was delayed. We believe that there may have 
been a mail cover on the mail of the church.” 

Although it can’t be documented, both the Scientolo¬ 
gist and Senate staffers strongly suspect that the AMA 
was largely responsible for instigating the FDA’s 
investigation. The agency does not admit this; its 
explanation, as stated before, is that it had received 
complaints. 

The official position of the FDA regarding the 
general pursuit of its activities as stated in press 
conferences, on radio and during special interviews, 
is that to save people from food or drug poisoning, 
the agency must be able to act immediately and to 
wield exlraoidiiiary powers. They have to seize 
contaminated foods or dangerous drugs with utmost 
prompteness, they explain. Obviously this involves 
hasty decisions which later may prove to have been 
a mistake; but where lives are at stake, they insist, 
there is no alternative. 

As an illustration they call attention to a number 
of deaths that occurred a few years ago from botulinic 
poisoning. The source was traced to smoked fish 
packets originating in food processing plants in 
Michigan. The FDA acted with alacrity, seized the 
fish packets as they were being distributed, from the 
shelves of grocery stores and delicatessens, closed 
down the plants until the danger could be eliminated, 
and thus saved the lives of uncounted other consumers 
who might have eaten the poison food. 

But Senator Long is far from satisfied that the FDA 
and the other agencies his Subcommittee has checked 
are using their powers with proper restraint. He has 
expressed particular concern over invasions of privacy 
by the use of electronic snooping devices and the 
planting of spies. 

There seems no doubt that the Subcommittee will 
speak out strongly against government agencies 
using their powers to interfere with religion—particu¬ 
larly when no menace to health or safety is involved. 



Tne Subcommittee will make known its position on 
‘these matters and will recommend corrective action 
when it files its report sometime in the future. 

* The Scientologists have suggested a number of 
amendments to the law that would provide better 
protection in the future. One of these suggestions is for 
stricter procedure in the issuance of search and seizure 
warrants by United States District Courts to govern¬ 
ment agencies. Such warrants should be supported 
by sworn testimony of affidavits based on the personal 
knowledge of those making them, they say. Testimony 
before, the Subcommittee showed that the FDA had 
no such sworn testimony when it raided the Founding 
Church of Scientology. 
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According to the Scientologist’s attorney the 
warrant had not been sworn to and had no affidavit. 
It was “merely the statement of the United States 
Attorney and two of his assistants,” he said. 

More specifically, Brinkman contends it should be 
just as hard for a government agency to get a warrant 
to invade the premises of a private citizen or a church 
in a civil case as it is in a criminal case. 

He noted that rapists, murderers and drug sellers 
have their rights protected against summary action 
by law enforcement agencies but citizens and churches 
in civil cases do not He said that at present the FDA 
“can invade the premises and take whatever they 

want without a sworn warrant”

Comes this comment: 

Liberties Investigation. A highly regarded Democratic Senator Edward V. Long 
of Missouri, will continue, as Chairman of a Senate Committee on Administrative Practices, 
to investigate the violation of citizens’ civil liberties by government snoopers and spies. 

During the previous session of Congress Senator Long exposed widespread practices of 
wire-tapping and electronic “bugging” of private conversations, practiced by agents of the 
Food & Drug Administration (who even placed a spy in a Church organization), and by the 
Internal Revenue Service, and other government agencies. Exposed also was government 
espionage on the mail of many persons, the use of “informers” of doubtful character, etc. 

It is likely that Senator Long’s Committee will propose legislation to curb such invasions 
of citizens’ privacy, which have moved toward the establishment in the U.S. of “the police 
state” which exists in Communist countries. 



































CONSTITUTIONAL POINTS 
FDA IN VIOLATION 


The Constitutional points here cited are important ones for keeping the world-saving 
urges of government employees and minor agencies from getting out of hrfnd or endlessly 
extending their activities. 

» 

(i) Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion or prohibiting the force exercise 
thereof. 

This one says Congress shall make none and the fact is that Congress has made no laws 
contrary to this point of Constitutional Law. 

The FDA is currently in disrepute and under Congressional investigation for wildly 
disobeying here and especially in attacking with guns, trucks, U.S. Marshals and faked 
£&warrants” a duly constituted Church, and prohibiting by force the exercise of a religion. 


(2) There shall be no abridgement of freedom of speech or of the press. 

FDA certainly abridged, violated and in fact went engaged on an armed book-seizing 
rampage, maintained a lowly press smear campaign and actually entered Church, loaded 
the total religious book stock of that American Church into vans, rifled desks, ladies’ handbags, 
broke into private dwellings, burst into religious confessionals—stopped the total religious 
activity of the church. 

They removed book stocks of value in the neighbourhood of one hundred thousand 
dollars (giving no inventory of what was taken). They roughly stacked over ten thousand 
dollars worth of sensitive electronic confessional aids (E-Meters), property of the Church and 
students on whom they had no warrant to enter or seize anything. 

(3) The Constitution guarantees the right of peaceful assembly. 

The wild look in the eye of an FDA Raider somehow belies this guarantee. The armed 
U.S. Marshals imported and deputized for the raid had not been told they were raiding a Church 
r^ien tried to pretend they weren’t, but behaved like barbarians anyway. These were apparently 
deputized from the ranks of the Baltimore longshoremans union and unfamiliar with proper 
U.S. Marshal behaviour, called as they were to serve the aims of a truly unusual cult—the 
FDA. , 


(4) The Constitution provides that the right of the people to be secure in their persons , houses , papers 
and effects , against unreasonable searches- and seizures shall not be violated. 

Every part of this Constitutional provision was violated in the extreme by the FDA 
and the deputized U.S. Marshal in the raid on the Founding Church of Scientology, its member 
students and officials. . 

As reported in the Washington press the day of the FDA raid the “action followed a 
month-long investigation in which a Food and Drug Inspector posed as a student of the 
Academy of Scientology”. Congress later investigated this “investigation” by FDA in their 
use of a spy in the Church, met with a total unwillingness on the part of FDA to testify as to 
just what they had been doing and the extent of FDA violation of federal law. 
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^ i he Constitution provides that in searches and seizures , no warrants'shall issue but upon probable 
„ * cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched and 
persons or things to be seized. ) 

* The TDA had no sworn warrant, during the raid stated with arrogance that Church 
-officials didn’t need to see a warrant as the FDA and Marshals didn’t need one. 

■' What they carried out was in fanatical violation of these points of Constitutional Law. 
No charges were possible or made, no warrant sworn, an illegal warrant presented with no 
“particular description of place to be searched or things to be seized” and specifically no 
indication that a Church was to be raided, that, for instance, 1827 igth Street N.W. (the 
Church’s executive offices) was to be entered, that private homes of students were to be 
entered and searched, that religious instruction classes were to be loudly broken up by U.S. 
Marshals, that students were to be threatened by officials, that confessionals were to be 
broken into. * 

When you have a most usual, quite orderly activity such as a Church and its own school 
of instruction and guidance centers and regular confessionals and duties being carried out, 
and then see violent, wild-eyed swarms of government employees descending upon the activity, 
creating chaos and attempting and using terrorism, then you have simply the odd phenomenon 
of a government agency gone wild in its frenzy (while not doing its usual duties) to save the 
world from all sorts of imagined threat. 

You find also that the single threat seen by such an agency gone mad is orderly progress , 
lUpneone doing their job, in a word, they see a threat in American freedom. 

They are really quite unable to understand such an orderly authority as the Constitution 
of the United States. 

, FDA even feared the Court and when presenting unsworn warrant for issue withheld 
from the judge the fact that they were raiding a Church. 

(6) The Constitution further provides that no person shall be deprived of life, liberty or property without 
due process of law. j 

Here, the Constitution makes additionally plain that the very kind of action the FDA 
took upon themselves to perform is the kind of action the authors of the Constitution and all 
Congress and administration since were resolved should not happen in America. 

All the provisions of the American Constitution were written with the wisdom of both 
Man’s experience and intimate knowledge of human values as well as a prophetic accuracy 
regarding the fate of any government in fanatical, negligent hands. 

The authors of the Constitution understood a phenomenon such as an FDA gone wild. 
Congress, sworn to uphold that Constitution, is preparing and taking actions to bring 
JfgOA back to its proper job of duty. 
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- In Washington it was widely held and expressed to counsel for the Founding Church of 
» Scientology that what is called a “mail cover” was being practised by the FDA in collusion 
with persons in other departments of the government, necessarily including the Postal Depart¬ 
ment. The Church’s mail was being illegally interrupted and monitored. Telephone wire 
tapping was continual throughout several years. 

A spy or spies were admitted by the FDA to have been sent into the Church pretending 
good faith to gather “evidence”. Finding no evidence of wrongs on the part of the Church or 
Scientologists, spy testimony was not used. The FDA later refused to testify to US Senate 
hearings of the Subcommittee on Administrative Practice,and Procedure of the Committee 
on the Judiciary on “invasion of privacy” on the subject of planting a spy in a Church. 

Robert Kennedy was, as Attorney General, attacking the interests usually called the 
“Mafia”, an organization totally criminal and heavily involved in drug traffic and influential 
directly and/or indirectly upon the FDA. 

When President Kennedy requested information on the possible uses of Scientology in 
his space programs and possibly in relation to mental health programs, the FDA instead 
stepped up its attacks, began to enter Churchs of Scientology, making President Kennedy 
^em to be source of the actions which led up to the raid of the Washington Founding Church. 

Ten months after the raid on the Church, carried out in distinctly Mafia style, Attorney 
General Kennedy had not ceased attacking Mafia and President Kennedy was assassinated, 

Whether in any way these events can be connected the fact remains that President 
Kennedy’s interest in actually solving problems of mental health endangered the declining 
psychiatric-drug therapist interests and influence. His Attorney General was endangering 
the other end of the combine, the “Mafia” interests. By attacking a Church under the supposed 
backing of the President, the FDA could and did, to thousands of people, place in question 
his integrity, as the first Roman Catholic President, as a supporter of religious freedom, 
That a Church was attacked and that it happened to possess a technology capable quite 
incidentally of detecting subversives and of aiding the space effort would ordinarily be credited 
only to coincidence and be left at just that. It is certainly not mere coincidence that Robert 
Kennedy , is no longer Attorney General and that the government campaign against the 
Mafia is no longer even a gesture in comparison to the Kennedy program while the assassina¬ 
tion of President Kennedy remains in dispute. 
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CONCLUSION 


This booklet understates the facts of FDA behaviour to the Church as well as the tremen¬ 
dously expensive bureaucratic laxity of the agency toward their Ordinary duties, masked by 
a fanatical save-the-world frenzy. FDA has in it elements so radically in disagreement with 
America and Americans that they have set out to save them from themselves at any cost. 

' . The purpose of this booklet has been to make known some of the realities and consequences 

of an agency gone quite wild, which happens to have caused disturbances to a Church of 
Scientology, its members, friends and public, needless overwork of staff members and Church 
executives, inconvenience and expense to students, quite outrageous expense to the Church 
in court actions and in producing and replacing the three tons of Church materials FDA 
. boasted of taking. A thorough investigation of FDA and associates is not our intent and 
belongs to Congress and is being done. 

They are, sadly, failures. With backgrounds of criminal negligence and connection 
FDA has nursed comfortably only its delusion of a drug-oriented society, of youth on LSD 
and a national tranquillity attained by chemical means, alternated with addictive stimulants. 

A principle is to be noted here. When an. agency or company or association gives trouble 
to productive people and rewards and deals smoothly only with the extreme failures and 
anti-social minorities, then there are hidden crimes and omissions always there to be found, 
and that agency, company or association cannot become normally productive, honorable or 
of any service under its present management or personnel. 

■ The disturbance caused by FDA to its seniors—the Congress, and the office of the President 
—multiplies the difficulties of proper authority in assisting the nation getting on with their 
jobs and everyday lives. The injection of chaos and needless expense into a branch of American 
religious life hv the FDA i? regrettable both for the actions taken in disturbance of Americans 
and for the needed actions not taken in the actual duty area of guarding national health. 

America’s destiny is not to wander forth in a drugged haze with freedom only to fail and 
plead disability rewards. j 

Actual welfare is never lacking in a strong America, but a! minor government agency 
becoming a cult, electing itself world-saver, is a bad indicator as to the security of any govern¬ 
ment and proper authority and service. 

The Church understandably suggests sweeping correction of FDA and its associates 
v?Mle the situation is yet relatively contained. The Food and Drug Administration is at present 
liability to the government of the United States of America, does not know who it is, nor 
does FDA in fact know whether it is friend or enemy to the American people. Acdons tell 
this where their words may not. ; 

The FDA raid and campaign against an American Church foretells a decay of proper 
compliance to duty by the agency and the increase of wild solutions to the bad conscience 
ofFDA. 

FDA is listening to*another constitution perhaps, but not the Constitution of the United 
States of America.

This replies to your June 22, 1971 request for comment on a letter 
from Mr. Harry Sotzsky, Wheaton, Maryland, about Scientology. 

In January 1963, approximately 100 Hubbard E-Meters, together with a 
large quantity of various pieces of. literature relating to the E-Met.ers, 
were seized in possession of the Distribution Center, Inc., the Academy 
of Scientology, and the Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., all located in 
Washington, D.C. This seizure was made pursuant to an order of the 
U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia following the filing 
of a libel (complaint) by the U.S. Attorney. The libel alleged that 
the E-Meters'were "devices 11 within the meaning of the Federal Food, 

7it ..o. end Cusi^tlc Act, and that they v*?***-wUhranripd hv false and 
misleading statements In their labeling (tne literature} that Liusy were 
effective in treating most of the diseases to which mankind is heir. 

The libel also charged that the devices were misbranded in that their 
labeling did not bear adequate directions for use for treating those 
conditions. 


The case was tried before a jury In April 1967. In a general verdict 
the jury found the devices to be misbranded but without specifying 
whether the finding was on the first or the second or both of the 
Government's charges. The devices were condemned by the Court. 

The claimants appealed on the basis of alleged violations of the First . 
and Fourth Amendments by the Government. 

The Circuit Court ruled that all the requirements imposed by the Fourth 
Amendment had been complied with by the Government. The Court found 
that a Libel of Information particularly describing the items to be 
seized and giving a reasonably particular account of the respects In 
which they were thought to 1 contravene the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act, had been filed by the United States Attorney, that the libel was 
subject to scrutiny by a United States District Judge, and that it was 
only after his review and by Court order that the warrant issued. The 
Court found that the contention that the seizure was carried out in an 
unreasonable manner was without merit.

In reversing, the Circuit Court said it did not find insufficient 
competent evidence to support a verdict, nor did it find that all 
literature sut-nsittad to the jury as ''false labeling-- was religious 
doctrine, father, the Court said, it found that soiss of that literature 
was at least prims fa cie religious doctrine, and that the jury, as It 
was instructed "by the trial judge {who had net moneyed out the religious 
material and had not instructed the jury that It could not find such 
material to b* false labeling)', might have found against the F.~S’etcr$- 
by finding false statements in ‘‘labeling" which was at the same tlnse 
religious doctrine. The Appellate Court said that where a jury's 
general verdict may have rested upon grounds improper fer First Amend¬ 
ment reasons, 'V'reviewing Court will not pause to speculate whether 
the Jury's verdict was actually reached cm other, and permissible, 
grounds.” The Court said that since the basis of its reversal was that 
the case was Improperly framed, rather than that the f>cionto7cqists' 
deyiccs and literature were absolutely protected, or that the evidence 
was insufficient, it would appear that & ne*/ trial would be In order.

At approximately 11:45 a.m., we noted the three ladles named 
above parading before the building, exhibiting several of the 
posters which have previously b een sen t to usjby-sema^unknovn 
persons. A short time later ^fdae Lin k and ( Mias Blla jJ^ntered 
the building and requested a conference with the Director. 

Mi ss Li ny Initially acted as the primary spokesman for the 
■pair. But appeared to be extremely t ense and in a near hypnotic 
state. Later In the convarsatlonv fMlss B ljjra assumed the role 
as the primary spokesman for the group. 

The visitors stated that they are members of the "Parishioners 
Council Against FDA", that they are spokesmen for the group, 
that they meat in Individuals' homes, and that they believe In 
total freedom of Individuals and Freedom of Religion. They 
alleged that armed FDA respresentatives seized and burned un¬ 
specified quantities of books written by Dr. Wilhelm Raich, 
a Psychoanalytic Researcher and student of Freud; that FDA Is 
Interfering with their practice of religion; and alleged that 
FDA says man la an animal.

1. Following my telephone call to you this morning alerting you 
that a "large irate crowd" was to descend on FDA today, we were 
visited by three very fin# young people representing the Church of 
Scientology. None of the news media were present, although they 
had been in front of our building for sometime awaiting the arrival 
of the "large crowd". In fact, there were more newsmen than there 
were representatives of the Church group. 

2. The questionnaire you referred to was presented to me. A copy 
is attached. They also left a little tabloid type newspaper, 
"Freedom Scientology", copy attached. 

3. In discussing their questionnaire, I told them that I could 
discuss FDA and the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, but as far as 
discussing religion was concerned, I have very little knowledge 
about religions other than my own. 

4. I told them I know of no harassment of churches, FDA does not 

prosecute religions, we do not rai d anytime an y place, nor are we 
authorized to carry firearms. (^Gregory Bulbo~fT) alleged he is soon 
to become a minister in the Church of Scientology in Miami. He 
asked if we are planning to raid any churches in Florida. I told 
him I was completely unaware that the Church of Scientology had 
any organizations in our eight-state area. He indicated they have 
several. He asked again if we are planning to raid any of these 
churches. I told him quite frankly that since we didn't know of 
any of these churches in our area, this was a moot question, and 
furthermore I explained again that we never conduct raids. This 
same question popped up on several other occasions with the same 
reply given. He asked if I am acquainted with the raids made on the 
Church of Scientology in Washington, D. C. and the burning of their 
religious books. I told him I am not personally familiar with any 
such episodes. * 


5. He asked how the FDA operates and I explained our functions as a 
consumer protection agency, including the method by which civil 
actions are processed.

In addition, the flomnaMt'e carp lain t 
charged these device* oar* misbranded because the labeling did set 
contain adequate directions far safe and effective use for the disease* 
and condition* for which they ware offered. 

The case was triad before a jury lo April, 1967* The jury dec i ded 
in favor of the C o v erunse t and the Court condensed the E-Matara. 

The contestants In the case, an organization celled the Founding 
Church of Scientology, Washington, D. C., and a nasber of individual 
persons, filed aa appeal to the United State* Circuit Court of Appeal* 
for the District of Colssbla* In their appeal, they said that in 
taking the seizure the C o ver aa a nt had made an illegal search and 
seizure in violation of the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution. 

They also said that since (as they claimed) Scientology was e religion, 
tho Oov a raaeat had no right to seize the E-Meter*. 

The Appeals Court found that there had bean no violation of tho Fourth 
Amendment because the seizure had been dene la a legal manner.

The above gentlemen called at the District without appointment shortly 
before 11:00 a.m. and ashed to see Mr. Strait. When informed by my 
secretary that X was in conference, they suggested that the purpose of 
their visit was of same urgency and concerned a consumer matter. Upon 
questioning, the spokesman identified the group as being from the Church 
of Scientology. I then invited them into my office. The Reverends 
Trudell and Meialer wore clerical collars and the other two gentlemen 
were in lay clothes. 

Rev. Meialer more or less acted as the spokesman and at the outset ex¬ 
plained that they wished to discuss why FDA was burning religious texts 
and explore ways in which FDA could be more effective in consumer pro¬ 
tection. He then presented me with a letter dated June 1, 1771, which 
he said contained specific questions to which he demanded Immediate 
answers. 

I read the letter and told him I would attempt to answer the aueationa 
presented. I said I would start with the easy ones first: 

(3) Did you personally place the spy, Taylor Quinn, in our church 
prior to the 1963 armed raid? 

(5) Did you personally appoint the investigators who participated 
in the 1963 armed raid of our Church? 

I answered both of these questions in the negative. I said that 
X was not personally aware of the event to which these questions 
applied. 

(1) Why does the FDA want to bum religious texts? 

I said I was not aware that FDA had burned any religious texts. 

Rev. Meialer admitted he knew of no such case but that FDA currently 
had impounded about 65,000 pieces of his church's literature and 
wanted to burn it. 

(2) Who is behind the book burning and religious persecution as 
practiced by the FDA? 
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I replied to this question end related it to question Ho. 1 by 
saying that FLA does on occasion supervise the destruction by the 
U. 3. Marshal of books and other literature when such material is 
held by the courts to be labeling which misbrands drugs, foods, 
or devices, 

(U) Why does the FLA continually harass minority religions and 
health groans? 

I said I was not aware that FLA was harassing minority religions. 

Mr. Spencer then asked why FLA was harassing the Church of Scien¬ 
tology when it had been ruled by the courts to be a religion? 

I told him that it was my understanding that this issue had not yet 
been resolved by the courts and since this question is still in 
litigation, it would be inappropriate for me to discuss it. I 
further stated that it would be inappropriate for me to comment 
further because I was not knowledgeable of the issues and events 
in the current litigation. 

Mr. Ross a then said that it was cbvioua that I didn’t know much 
about what was going on. I told him I was sorry if I did not 
appear to be responsive. He then asked me to identify someone 
who was knowledgeable. I gave him the names and titles of Messrs. 
Baukin and Byers. 

(6) What is the real reason that the FLA burned the books written 
by Dr. Wilhelm Reich? 

I told the group that I had no information to impart on this matter. 

The group thanked me for discussing with them these mentions and stated 
that it was encouraging that FLA was willing to establish open communi¬ 
cations .

Th e bulk of th e conveAsation consisted ostatements oa questions by 
yRevenend Voungj) a espbnses by me, togetheA with spoAadic attempts by the 
audience topose theiA own questions, oftentimes before I could complete 
an answeA. With AegaAd to the formal questions, I assuAed the gAoup the 
FDA has neveA been engaged in haAAasment of chuAches, has no intention 
of peASecution of Aeligion, and ceAtainly has no intention to "Aaid the 
chuAches in the Bay A Aea with drawn guns." GeneAally, R evenend Young 
would pose a question and continue with a tinade against FDA in a wide 
variety of the subject matteA contained in theiA publications, which 
they have been distAibuting in the aAca. Wherever possible, I attempted 
to answeA theiA questions factually and explained to the gAoup something 
about how the Agency opeAates and what the assignments of Aesponsibilities 
aAe between the FDA, US AttoAneys, US Manshals and the Counts. 

With AegaAd to the E-Meten, 1 pointed out the matteA has been befone the 
Counts, and that if the nepnesentatives wene not happy with the most 
necent Ninth Cincuit Count of Appeals decision upholding the GoveAnment, 
they wene fnee to appeal it thnough the judicial system. SimilaAly, if 
they had any evidence of misconduct on the pant of any Food and Dnug 
employees, past oa pnesent, this information should be properly bnought 
befone pnosecutons, gnand junies, on Congnessional Committees. 
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The questions generally .werc-ho,s tile and the group gave resounding 
applause to one of Reverend Youn gyS longer speeches. The group was 
appreciative of the opportunity to be admitted and participate In the 
discussions, even though they obviously did not agree with the answers 
they received. 

Following the meeting, a brief report was telephoned to Hr. Ron Cites, 
and a summary of the confrontation furnished to 1Hr. Robert Coop, PHEW 
Regional Director, Region IK. Subsequently, press Inquiries were 
received from the San Jose and San Francisco papers, who were furnished 
a brief account of the meeting, together with some quotations from the 
Hlnth Circuit decision of January 11, 1971.

At about 10:00 on May 24, a loca l tele vision station called and 
asked for an explanation of a '^gix^iVpress release they had received 
from the local Church of Scientology. He said the P/R stated that a 
group of "angry young people" were demonstrating at the local FDA 
office, demanding answers to a series of questions. 

I replied that at that point there was no demonstration and that I 
knew nothing of the press release, but alerted'the building manager 
and my own staff. 

At about 11:00 the demonstration did materialize with some 30 to 50 
people, mostly young, male and female, and some in clerical garb. They 
were stopped at the building entrance where they demanded they all 
be allowed to go to my office and when this was refused, they wanted 
to see me on the building steps. I refused, but offered to talk to 
a representative or representatives in my office. After originally 
declining on an "all or none basis", several of them did accept the 
offer and met in my office accompanied by two GSA guards, the religious 
editor of the Seattle Times and a deputy U. S. Marshal. 

.Mr-T-Scott Montgomery^ ead the attached letter addressed to me, ex- 
pdxTflding ac left gTfHon the various item s"^n~a~vgry~'hi s trionic and.’ 1 
,^emtftxonal~marm2T> His interline statements were of the same character 
as th'e”questions in the letter. 

After he finished, I started to answer the questions and after re¬ 
p eated interru ptions. I told them that I had listened patiently to 
(Tto. Montgomery ^although I did not agree with him, and I expected them 
now to listen to me. They did so. 

I stated that FDA had no responsibility or official interest in churches 
or religions and had harassed none; nor had any religions been per¬ 
secuted by FDA. I told them that FDA did not want to, nor did they, 
burn religious books. Question 4, "Why does the FDA consider man to 
be an animal" was interpreted by /Hr. Montgomery A n his introduction 
as meaning that the FD&C Act itself treated man as an animal and not 
as a spiritual human being. I told them that the FD&C Act was passed 
by Congress and any changes or amendments would also have to be by 
that route. In answer to Question No. 5, I told them that I did not 
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plan to raid any churches in Seattle, with or without guns. In ans¬ 
wer to Question No. 6, I told them that we were just now planning 
our work for next fiscal year; had totally committed our time to 
enforcement of the Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act and that we planned 
no time at all in any matters dealing with churches or religion. 

The group left in an orderly fashion. 

I have had telephone calls from all of the newspapers and T.V. 
stations in the Seattle area about the demonstration. The answers 
to the questions propounded and the basic facts about the 1963 
seizure and the pending rehearing were given to all. 

I do not intend to give a written response to the letter.

Dear Senator Tunney: 

In 1952 the first religious Society of Scientology was incor¬ 
porated (Tire Hubbard Association of Scientologists, International) 
in Phoenix, Arizona. In 1955 the Founding Church of Scientology 
was incorporated in 'Washington, D.C. Among the purposes of the 
Church, as stated in the Articles of Incorporation, were: 

To act as a parent Church for the propagation cf the 
religious faith known as Scientology and to act as a 
Church for the religious worship of that faith. In 
furtherance of such objects and purposes, the society 
and corporation shall conduct religious services for 
men, women and children of its congregation and engage 
in other activities of religious and educational nature 
for the propagation of its faith. The purpose of such 
activity shall be to foster the spiritual welfare of its 
members, recognizing the vital and divinely appointed 
inter-relationship of mind, body and spirit of mankind. 

An excerpt from the Certificate of Incorporation of the 
Founding Church of Scientology is reproduced on page 24 of 
the enclosed booklet, "The Findings". 

On January 4, 1963, the Food and Ding Administration made a 
sudden armed raid on the Founding Church of Scientology. 

The FDA came to the Church with several armed U.S. Marshals 
and a dozen specially deputized Baltimore longshoremen. They 
entered the Church and, showing no legal warrant, burst into 
Church offices, broke into confessional and pastoral counseling 
sessions, invaded the Church seminary and even entered the 
private residences of ministers and Church staff. 

From the publications section, archives and bookstore of tire 
Church, the agents seized tens of thousands of over twenty 
books and Church publications, along with Church confessional 
aids (called E-meters). In nil, three tons of books and 
counselling aids were seized. The property thus seized, some of 
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'SENATOR JOHN V. TUNNEY 


which was the personal property of parishioners and theological students, 
has since been detained in excess of eight years and scheduled for 
destruction by burning by the United States Government. 

Prior to the raid on the Church, the FDA gave advance notice to the 
newspapers, so that the press might cover the event. As it took place, 
reporters and photographers were present, recording the U. S. Marshals' 
removal of Scriptures and artifacts from the Church. 

In April-June, 1965, Hearings on Invasions of Privacy were conducted 
before the Senate Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure. 

On September 8, 1965, Senator Edward V. Long, Chairman of the Subcommittee 
stated the following in the Congressional Record: 

Mr. Long of Missouri: Mr. President, recent hearings 
before the Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and 
Procedure exposed certain activities of the Food and Drug 
Administration to be disgraceful and completely contrary to 
the protective guarantees o‘f our Constitution. 

Perhaps the most shocking of these exposures involved 
the raiding of a premises here in the Nation's Capital. 

This raid was reminiscent of a bygone era when large 
numbers of Federal and local law enforcement officials set 
upon centers of gangland activity. True to form, this recent 
raid was preceded by intelligence from an FDA spy planted on 
the premises. In authentic Hollywood style, FDA agents aid 
marshals descended on private property while local police 
roped off the street and held back the crowds. Press reporters 
and photographers accompanied the agents while they ran through 
the premises, banged on doors, shouted and seized what they 
viewed as incriminating evidence. 

Three particular aspects of this episode were especially 
shocking to the subcommittee. First, the incursion took place 
on Church property. Second, the agents had no valid search 
warrant. Third, the particular objects sought and seized were 
devices used in the Church's confessional procedure. 

Now I have no objection to the use of forceful tactics 
when the circumstances warrant them. These are necessary when 
bootlegging, gambling and other forms of organized vice pose a 
real threat. 

However, it is difficult, if not impossible, to justify 
such offensive behavior by FDA agents on the property of the 
Founding Church of Scientology. 

Tliis senseless example of bureaucratic bungling is 
completely contrary to the letter and the spirit of the 
constitutional guarantees of this Nation and those of other 
democracies. The whole disgraceful affair is offensive to the 
sensibilities of all freedom loving men, wherever they might live. 
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SENATOR JOHN V. TUNNEY 


Trial was commenced in the U. S. District Court, D, C. District, on 
April 3, 1967, with a verdict for the Government. A Decree of 
Condemnation was issued June 28, 1967. On February 5, 1969, the U. S. 
Court of Appeals reversed the decision (news article on the reversal 
is attached): The Court of Appeals decision was supplemented on 
18 April, 1969 after Government's petition for Rehearing en banc. 
Certiorari was denied by the United States Supreme Court on December 8, 
1969. A re-trial of the case is due within the next feu T months in 
U. S. District Court, Judge Gisell presiding. 

The Church of Scientology, which currently maintains fourteen churches 
and over ninety missions and a congregation in the United States of 
several million, is actively involved in community activity and mental 
health reform. 

One of Scientology's major contributions to community well-being is its 
drug abuse rehabilitation program, Narconon. First established in Arizona 
State Prison in 1966, the Narconon program has now grown to include 
programs in California, Missouri, Hawaii, Florida, New Zealand, England 
and other areas. Narconon programs in California are located at California 
Rehabilitation Center and Vacaville State medical facility. 

Scientology's efforts in the area of drug abuse include many Drug Abuse 
Information Conferences held in California and Hawaii as well as 
cooperation with State officials in combating the illegal trafficing in 
drugs. 


For further data on the nature and character of the Church of Scientology, 

I have enclosed two booklets. Along with this is the latest issue of the 
□lurch's journal, FREEDOM, which concerns the Food and Drug Administration. 

I would like to draw your attention to the articles "Religion, Liberty 
and the F.D.A." and "Scientology: A Religion", as I believe these will 
provide a brief summary of our present situation regarding the FDA. I have 
also included a copy of the Pretrial Brief, should any further details be 
necessary. 

It is our feeling that this case is a monumental one in that it involves the 
basic right to free religious practice which provided the primary impetus 
for the original colonization of this country. Further, it is our hope that 
the legislative branch of the Government become involved with this issue at 
this time. Precedent for such has been established in the action of tiie 
Attorney General in dropping the case against the manufacturers of the drug 
MER-29 which brought about the deaths of hundreds of Americans. 

The obsession of the FDA in doggedly pursuing for eight years and at great 
cost to the Church and the Government, an action which has no value in the 
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' SENATOR JOHN V. TUNNEY 


protection of the consumer (FDA has admitted the confessional aid 
causes no harm) and would only serve to establish FDA’s authority in 
the realm of regulation of religious philosophy, raises some serious 
questions concerning the motives of the agency. 

As the Church is a patriotic and community-minded movement and as our 
public recognition and growth attest to, we wish to continue helping 
people who wish our help, enjoying the guarantees which are our 
Constitutional birthright and to pursue our ministrations free from 
unwarranted governmental harrassment. 

As Scientology's Mother Church for the United States is located in 
Los Angeles and as we have four major Churches and many missions in 
California along with a major portion of our congregation, parishioners 
in the State of California stand to have their right to freedom of 
religion severely curtailed by FDA's threatened destruction of counseling 
aids and burning of books. It is, for this reason and because we feel 
that you should be fully informed of the Government's attempt to regulate 
religious practice, that wc wish to meet with you in the hope that you 
may render assistance to us in this matter of great principle and 
importance.

We regret the delay in responding to your letter of April 25, 1971. 

Our mall has been very heavy. 

FDA first became involved with Scientology in 1938 when the Distribution 
Center of the Founding Church of Scientology, in Washington, D. C., 
began selling a vitamin mixture called "Dianozene" as a preventative 
and treatment for radiation sickness, which at that time was much 
feared by the public as a consequence from "fall out" due to atomic 
weapons testing. In a seizure action, FDA charged that the medicine 
was falsely labeled, and some 21,000 tablets were destroyed by court 
order. 

In January 1963, U. S. Marshals acting on a court order seized 
some 200 electronic devices called "E-Meters," which were being 
distributed for use in the practice of Scientology. The Government 
charged that these devices were misbranded by false and misleading 
claims to treat effectively 70 percent of all physical and mental 
illness, and that their labeling did not bear adequate directions 
for such uses, as required by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

The seizure was contested and the case went to trail before a 
U. S. District Court Jury on April 3, 1967. The trial lasted 
16 days and ended with a verdict that the devices were misbranded, 
and as provided by law the Court condemned them. 

An appeal was filed in the U. 8. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. The appellants argurad that the E-Meter and its 
labeling were excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act because the Founding Church of Scientology and its 
members are a religious organization. On February 5, 1965, the 
Court of Appeals ruled that since the Government had not refuted 
this argument a finding of false labeling could not be based on 
"doctrinal religious literature." At the 3ame time the Court 
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declared chat even If Scientology was a religion it would not 
rule that all of its literature was religious doctrine, or that 
public health laws have no application to the activities of a 
religion. A new trial was subsequently ordered and is now in its 
preliminary stages. 

Trie Food and Drug Administration believes that use of the E-Mater 
in the practice called "Auditing" in Scientology is detrimental to 
public health because the device is not capable of diagnosing 
correctly or treating effectively either physical or mental ill¬ 
ness. We believe it can cause great harm by improper treatment 
or causing people to neglect securing of adequate professional 
treatment. 

Several injunction suits have been started by tha Scientology 
organization to atop the Food and Drug Administration from pre¬ 
venting importation of the E-Heter devices which are made in 
England. In one of these cases the U. S. Court of Appeals for the 
9th Circuit has ruled that "the Government may refuse admission to 
any 'device* offered for importation if it appears to be ’mis¬ 
branded’ . . . The device is considered to be 'misbranded' if its 
labeling does not bear adequate directions for use." Tha Court 
found "no infringement" of the freedom of religion under the 
Constitution.

Lt. Faulkner said XaLonde J s parents living in/Linwood, Michigan, ^ 
continue to receive~"Titerature from the Church of Scientology, 
addressed to their son. He did not have the home address immediately 
available. 

Lt. Faulkner said he was unable to provide any additional information 
about the Church of Scientology but said he would contact this office 
if his continuing investigation should reveal any information helpful 
to FDA. 


Visiting the Birmingham Police Department this date, I identified 
myself to Lt. Jack C. Kalbfleisch. He said the Church of Scientology 
had been active several months ago in the City of Birmingham. He 
and his officers had performed surveillance on the operation and found 
their activities were violating local zoning ordinances. He had also 
contacted the Michigan State Attorney General's office since he felt 
the activities of the group might be subject to Michigan licensing 
and regulation laws. Lt. Kalbfleisch said he discontinued his 
investigation when the group suddently vacated the premises located in 
Birmingham. 

Lt. Kalbfleisch said he was contacted by( Mr. Jo hn F. Ivory (TR3-5000)' 
in the course of his investigation. Mr. Ivory expressed concern over 
his son's involvement with the group7~ Mfr.^Ivory had extensively 
reviewed literature belonging to his son and had listened to a portion 
of tape, one of several reportedly supplied by the Church of 
Scientology. 


Lt. Kalbfleisch said reports of his investigations had been forwarded 
to the Michigan Attorney General's office and to the Oakland County 
Prosecutor's office. He was unable to locate some of the data he had 
collected in his office at the time of my visit. 

Lt. Kalbfleisch said he would advise this FDA office if any information 
relative to the Church of Scientology should come to his attention.

'OK' SAYS FDA 


NADER CROUP 
BLASTS FDA 


“A story of truly massive deception 
by the Food and Drug Industry (and) 
by the FDA," This was consumer 
crusader Ralph Nader's description of 
his recently published study group 
report on the Food and Drug 
Administration, The Chemical Feait. 
The report was based on a study by a 
team of 17 students and recent 
graduates in the fields of medicine or 
taw. The study was written by James 
S. Turner, graduate of Ohio State 
University Law College. 

“It is fair to say,” Turner 
commented, “that none of the 
students expected to find in the FDA 
the shocking disarray and appalling 
failure of responsibility that their 
investigations revealed almost daily. 
As the number of altered documents, 
misrepresented facts and suppressed 
studies began to mount, the students' 
skepticism changed to a deep doubt 
about all the agency's activities and 
finally ended in the conviction that 
most agency efforts were a failure." 

“BUREAUCRATIC ATROCITIES” 

Accusing the FDA of “bureaucratic 
atrocities", the Nader group charged 
FDA leadership with long deferring to 
industrial interests, failing to furnish 
sufficient consumer representation, 
being unwilling to listen to its own 
scientists, misleading the public, 
deluding Congress and other sins of 
commission and omission. FDA's 
failure to protect consumers. Turner 
stated, has resulted in “increasing 
•adulteration of many foods with fat 
and air and water, increasing 
contamination, increasing use of food 
additives of a bewildering variety, a 
decreasing level of nutrition - all of 
this with an increasing cost to the 
- housewife." 

A MATTER OF FACTS 

While FDA holds the official 
position lhal "vitamins and minerals 
are supplied in abundant amounts bv 
the food wc eat", expert scientific 
opinion does not seem to agree. Dr. 
George Mchrenof the US Department 
of Agriculture attacked FDA's 
optimistic assertion saying that it was 
not supported by Agriculture 
Department surveys showing a 
distinct deterioration in the American 
diet. 


"The FDA," Turner said, “denies 
that its positions or regulations are 
controversial. This denial...reveals 
the agency : s attitude lhal the public is 
primarily an ignorant and hysterical 
mob from whom any suggestions of 
danger must be kept at all cosL” 
CYCLAMATES 

Chemical Feast includes a highly 
critical-analysis of FDA’S handling of 
cyclamates. the artificial sweeteners 
which were banned from soft drinks 
and most foods. The. banning action 
was taken after findings that 
cyclamates caused cancer in test 
animals. The FDA and its parent 
agency HEW. charged Turner, 
deliberately played down the hazards 
of cyclamates and ignored significant' 
findings about cyelamate dangers 
produced by the agency’s own scien¬ 
tists. 

The Nader group charged that the 
cyclamate ban itself, announced in 
October, ‘69. by former HEW 
Secretary Finch, was eased to 
accommodate the economic interests

AGENCY APPROVES 'SPEED' 
FOR CHILDREN 6-12 


Up to 300,000 of the nation’s school 
children from the ages of 6-12 are 
being given large .amounts of 
amphetamines to “modify" their 
“overactive” classroom behavior. 
The drugs, including Dexedrine and 
Ritalin, are being prescribed by 
doctors to curb such symptom- as 
short attention span, “learning 
disability” and unruly behavior, all of 
which fall under the diagnostic term 
“hyperkinesis."

1961 
four pairs of U.S. marshals 
accompanied by Federal and State 
Food and Drug inspectors seized large 
quantities of honey. The federal 
agency alleged that the dealer 
intended that it be sold as a drug. 


because a book entitled About Honey 
by P.W. Norris which extolled the 
health benefits of the food, was for 
sale in another part of the store. 
Former newsman Garrison related 
that “the then-district director, acting 
upon orders from Washington, offered 
a cash bonus.to any of the FDA staff 
who could find “something’ and ... if 
there is nothing wrong, make 
something wrong if need be." "While 
prosecuting the small health-food 
retailer for misbranding honey 
because he had literature on the 
subject in the same store. FDA agents 
took pains to discreetly inform 
Detroit's leading department store of 
their action, so the big merchandiser 
could remove the same book from the 
store s health food section." 

The FDA has literally gotten away 
with murder says Mr.'Garrison. He 
cites the case of an FDA-approved' 
medical researcher "who forever two 
decades has determined the direction, 
methods and policies of cancer 
research in America." while also 
handling high positions in both the 
World Health Organization and the 
U.S. Public Health Service and who

CONTRADICTIONS 
■ FDA’s statement on the safety of 
amphetamines is partially 
contradicted by the admission of Dr. 
Thomas C. Points, of the Department 
of Health. Education and Welfare 
(FDA’s parent agency), that, "the 
side effects of stimulant drugs, loss of 
appetite and sleep difficulty, occur in 
approximately 12-14 percent of 
treated children." Further adverse 
reactions listed in FDA's own policy 
statement of July 30. 1970 and signed 
by FDA Commissioner . Charles C. 
Edwards, include: palpitation, 
elevation of blood pressure, 
restlessness, dizziness, insomnia, 
euphoria, dryness of the mouth, 
diarrhea and weight toss. 

- Dr. Leon Oettinger Jr., a California 
pediatrician, cautions, “there is 
some loss of appetite, associated with 
weight loss and occasional insomnia 
and at limes hyperactivity is 
increased.” • 

Former FDA Commissioner Dr. 
Goddard stated in an interview that 
amphetamines may be as dangerous 
or even more dangerous than so- 
called hard drugs. When asked to 
comment, on this statement. FDA 
official Dr. Dorothy Dobbs, replied, 
"They are certainly both dangerous 
drugs. It is difficult to decide which is 
the more dangerous." 

FDA spokesmen have conceded that 
there is lack of long-range follow-up 
studies which would serve to prove 
the efficacy and safety of 
amphetamine use in children. 

CONCERN 

The child drugging controversy first 
came to the national spotlight in mid- 
1970 when it was discovered that 
nearly 10 percent of the first to sixth 
graders in ihe Omaha, Nebraska 
public school system were on speed’. 
In November. 1970 I. E. Robinson. 
Vice President of the New York City 
Board of Education, voiced concern at 
finding out Lhat "behavior modifica¬ 
tion" drugs were being used on the 
city’s school children.

FDA EMPLOYEE SURVEY- 
FLAWS EMERGE 


FDA Consumer "Protection" Activity 

FOOD POISONING. The food industry’is a (100 billion business with over 
50,000 establishments handling merchandise. FDA is responsible for inspecting 
them ali.enforcing cleanliness, standards of production,quality for farm produce, 
processed foods, factories at which the foods are made and restaurants and 
institutions at which the foods are served. Yet, by its own admission, FDA has 
failed to prevent the common occurrence of food poisoning. Investigators 
conservatively estimate incidents of foodbome illnesses in the U.S. at from two 
to ten million cases annually. 

DANGEROUS ADDITIVES. FDA investigators admit that the food additives 
the agency has cleared for use may have the capability of causing cancer, birth 
defects and genetic damage. 

FDA CUTS ITS OWN CORNERS. FDA violated its own guidelines of drug 
safety by speeding a new birth control pill to the market in July, 1970. FDA 
didn’t order the manufacturer to start safety studies of the pill until the day 
before it was approved for sale. 

FDA STOPS EFFECTIVE TREATMENT FOR MONGOLISM. By largely 
nutritional means; over 200 Mongoloid children have been improved in physical 
health, intelligence and appearance. In spite of two hundred case histories, 
supported by x-rays showing dramatic changes over the course of treatment, 
supported by the opinions of doctors .and the testimony of parents, children and 
nurses, FDA says tne treatment’s safety and effectiveness have not been proven. 

Further. FDA has effectively blocked channels for approval of the treatment. 
Whv did FDA not approve or consider this discovery? An FDA Bureau of 
En/orcem en t of f ic ial sta tes. “Th e Ion g h i story of the ina bili ty o f m edica 1 science 
to find a treatment or cure for mongolism, suggests that this condition is beyond 
hope of successful treatment” by this kind of suggested preparation. 

FDA: SCIENCE OR SHAM? An internal investigation of FDA by agency 
officials (released in mid-1970) uncovered evidence that agency officials for 
years tampered with internal scientific findings that might have modified 
official government positions on the safety of some food additives and pesticides. 

An FDA pathologist has charged that middle-level bureaucrats with limited 
scientific training have expunged conclusions and recommendations from 
reports on experiments because they cast doubt on FDA policy positions. 

FDA officials concede that this finding “raises serious questions” about the 
agency’s scientific credibility. 

BOOK BURNING. For 13 years. FDA conducted a vigorous campaign to 
discredit the entire works of Dr. Wilhelm Reich, world famous psychoanalytic 
researcher and student of Freud. On the basis of claimed health benefits and 
cure for cancer for his orgone devices, FDA maintained that alt of Dr. Reich's 
books were descriptive labels or directions for the use of the allegedly fraudulent 
items. FDA obtained a court injunction that barred the orgone devices from 
interstate commerce, prohibited the sale of ten different works written by Reich 
'and decreed the “destruction of all documents, bulletins, pamphlets, journals 
and booklets” of Reich's research foundation. _ 

In July, 1956. an FDA inspector burned the books oFDr. Wilhelm Reich in the 
author’s presence. Reich’s books had previously been burned in Nazi Germany. 
For contesting the jurisdiction of the FDA in matters of natural scientific 
research and heroically disobeying the FDA injunction. Dr. Reich was sent to 
Federal penitentiary in Pennsylvania where he died several months later. “As 
late as I960.” reports James Turner of the Washington Center for the Study of 
Responsive Law. "agents of the FDA were still seeking out and burning various 
Reich publications owned by his heirs.” 

FDA KEEPS USELESS DRUGS ON THE MARKET. A government financed 
study by the National Academy of Sciences - National Research Council (19681 
revealed that a large number of drugs were ineffective. The only drugs of those 
found ineffective that have been removed from the market were withdrawn by 
the manufacturer for economic reasons, not because of FDA pressure or action. 
Among the drugs FDA failed to act upon are 48 combination anti-biotics. The 
NAS-NRC has warned that these drugs provided added risks of side effects and 
proliferation of drug resistant bacteria. 

FDA DISCOVERS DDT DANGERS - 20 YEARS LATE. -Now that 
environmental contamination is arousing great public concern. FDA has begun 
testing pesticides to see what they can do to people. 

FDA: FOOD DRUG AND CHURCH ADMINISTRATION? In 1963 FDA staged 
a raid on the Founding Church of Scientology of Washington. D.C. FDA violated 
the Constitutional right of free religious practice by invading the Church, 
breaking into confessionals, harrassing parishioners and ministers of the Church 
and seizing and condemning to destruction by burning three tons of religious 
philosophical texts and religious artifacts. 

DELAY CYCLAMATE BAN. FDA violated the law by failing to initially ban 
cyclamates when scientific evidence was supplied to the agency establishing 
their harmful effects. 

WASTE OF FUNDS. While FDA complains of insufficient funds, it is pouring 
money (estimated at $4 million) and man hours into an effort to restrict public 
consumption of harmless vitamins. 


Washington D.C. • “The Food and 
Drug Administration is spending too 
much time and money investigating 
devices.” This-was the consensus oT 
FDA employees in a recently 
completed independent survey of the 
controversial government "agency. 
Most FDA workers feel that the best 
past action of the agency was in 
preventing drug companies from 
distributing samples: however, a high 
percentage of FDA staff say that the 
agency has failed to find out about 
harmful foods and drugs fast enough 
to adequately protect the public. It is 
felt by FDA that re-organization, 
together with more funds and faster 
and more scientific detection methods 
will improve the floundering agency. 

CHANGE IT AGAIN 

While it is generally recognized that 
something must be done with FDA, it 
has not been clear exactly what. One 
observer notes that the agency has 
been through - ’’fourteen re¬ 
organizations in fourteen years.” 
Representative L:H. Fountain (N.C.), 
commenting - on FDA’s problems,, 
says. ”1 cannot agree...that the 
inadequacies are due largely to 
money, personnel and legal 
authorrty....I would note that on the 
basis of our investigations in the drug 
area it appears to me that frequently 
FDA has not utilized to best 
advantage the resources that have 
been available to it.” 

The 1965 Miles report on the FDA 
concluded that “confusion exists 
within FDA concerning its basic 
policies and emphasis. One FDA 
policy that has earned the agency 
much criticism is its fixation on 
imposing regulations which would 
control the sale and use of vitamins 
and minerals in America. While the. 
use of these items poses no danger to 


health, FDA officials have fought 
hard on this issue since 1966. Many of 
FDA’s staff were involved heavily in 
the vitamin hearings which lasted 
over two years and cost an estimated 
$4 million. If FDA gets its regulations 
. through, the net effect would be to 
prevent the public from buying 
vitamin and mineral supplements in 
greater potencies than' the FDA • 
wishes to allow - without a doctor's ^ 
prescription. " 

LEFT TO ITS OWN DEVICES 
The $1.6 billion medical device 
industry manufactures equipment 
used by physicians, dentists and other 
health professionals. FDA's emphasis 
in the device area is solely devoted to 
tracking down and destroying what it 
decides, sometimes without scientific 
basis, is fraudulent and "quack” 
equipment. The result of this policy 
has been lengthy and costly court ■ 
battles, elaborate investigations and 
the occasional consumer benefit. At 
the same time, when FDA decides 
that a device is “ethical” (made by an 
established manufacturer), it gets - 
little or no supervision. According to 
FDA's own report on the agency’s 
efficiency (August 1969), “ethical 
devices have been developed and used 
on patients without adequate testing 
to make sure of the devices’ safety or 
effectiveness. Such devices [asthe 
electric shock machine popular 
among institutional psychiatrists] 

. have caused injury and death.” 

SURVEY RESULTS 
Many hope that this latest poll of 
intra-FDA opinion will produce policy 
changes in the agency reflective of the 
actual needs and wants of the public 
consumer, rather than remaining a 
governmental arm for the dictates 
. and insured profits of vested interests.

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INDICTS FDA ANTI-VITAMIN STAND 


PAULING 

There is at the present time (1970) a 
serious danger that the availability of 
the important food ascorbic acid will 
be greatly restricted by actions of the 
United States Government,” states 
Nobel prize winning Professor of 
Chemistry, Linus Pauling in his 
recently published book, Vitamin C 
and the Common. Cold. Professor 
Pauling predicts that if proposed Food 
and Drug Administration restrictions 
on the sale of vitamin? and minerals 
go into effect that, "tor many people 
it may become impossible to obtain a 
supply of vitamins sufficient to keep 
them in the best of health.” 


Under proposed FDA restrictions, 
vitamins could not be sold to the pub¬ 
lic {without a doctor’s prescription) 


except in tablets containing not more 
than certain maximum amounts. 
Pauling says that-he would have to 
ingest 100 tablets of vitamin C 
according to the regimen for health 
described in his book. “I think I would 
have as much trouble swallowing all 
of these tablets,” says chemist 
Pauling, “as 1 have in swallowing 
some of the statements made by the 
Food and Drug Administration in 
proposing these regulations.” 


While FDA claims “there is no 
scientific basis for recommending 
routine use of dietary supplements. 
Professor Pauling charges this is not 
true, citing scientific evidence in his 
book for increased usage of vitamin C. 


FDA denies that food loses nutritive 
value by reason of poor soil, storage, 
transportation, processing and 
cooking. Pauling asserts that it is well 
known that the vitamins in foods are 
in part destroyed by the handling, 
processing and cooking of foods. 
"Why should it be forbidden to tell the 
truth about the dangers of 
malnutrition and the possibilities of 
vitamin or mineral deficiencies in 
foods?” asks the' scientist. The 
answer may lie partially in the fact 
that large commercial drug houses 
market vitamins (often sold on 
prescription) at prices as much as ten 
times the cost of the equivalent 
available in a supermarket. ., - 

Professor Pauling, following the 


trend for consumers’ rights, suggests 
that FDA give up its campaign to 
restrict the sale of vitamins and 
instead “carry out an educational 
program about how to keep healthy 
and at the same time avoid being, 
grossly overcharged. 

FREEDOM wishes to acknowledge • 
the work of Professor Pauling and 
point out that the freedom to purchase 
and consume is a basic individual 
right. FDA attempts to restrict this 
right, in the case of vitamins, not for 
protection on the American public but 
because FDA ‘s scientifically un¬ 
founded opinion is that food supple¬ 
ments are not necessary . This policy 
is likely to earn FDA the title of 
Health Prevention Agency.

personally supervised the injection of 
live cancer cells into bodies of old and 
helpless patients in a Brooklyn 
hospital. Under another FDA- 
supervised research program it was 
found that 500 retarded children, aged 
3 to 9, had been injected with live 
hepatitis virus. 

“In its entire history," Mr.’ 
Garrison told this reporter, “the FDA 
has never once questioned the serious 
breaches of medical ethics by these 
researchers, many of whom are in the 
pay of the government. They have 
been permitted to use public funds to 
conduct experimental programs 
which have used the sick and the 
helpless as laboratory animals.” 

Studies show these are not isolated 
cases but rather a widespread trend. 

How could such crimes against 
humanity be allowed to go 
unchecked? 

"Because the FDA lives outside the 
law and the Constitution. They make 
the rules, they interpret the rules and 
they enforce the penalties when 
someone doesn’t agree with their 
misinformed, biased and often cor¬ 
rupt ideas,” stated Garrison. 

Mr. Garrison refers in The 
Dictocrats to the undeniable “hand- 
holding” between the American 
Medical Association, big drug 
manufacturing companies, food 
processors and the FDA.making some 
of their actions “On behalf of the 
American public” suspect. 

In a study made at the request of 
then Representative Melvin Laird, it 
was discovered that one out of every 
ten employees who left the FDA over 
a three-year period, joined the staffs 
of companies they were pledged to 
police and. significantly, many of 
these individuals held important posts 
in the FDA. 

In one case. Dr. Henry Welsh, 
director of FDA’s antibiotic division, 
during his years in office, had been 
paid $227,000 by outside business 
interests involving drug firms he had 
sworn to regulate. 

There is also the “unholy alliance”, 
reports Mr. Garrison, between the 
FDA and other federal agencies — the 
FTC. the IRS. the FCC and the Post 
Office Dept., not to mention the 
Better Business Bureau and the "all 
too available” press. All. at one time 
or another, have helped the FDA win 
many a case. 

In contrast to the friendly relations 
between the FDA and big business. 
Mr. Garrison notes that the victim of 
the FDA is most often the small 


businessman, the healthfood lecturer, 
the hooey salesman, and the 
nutritionist who promotes the use of 
naturally grown over highly priced 
foods. 

In one such case and in order to 
comply with government regulations, 
a health-food dealer sent his attorney 
to Washington to confer with the 
FDA. “Tell us what you want us tp do 
to comply with regulations and we 
will do it, the attorney said on behalf 
of his client. FDA's reply was. “The 
only way your client can cooperate is 
to get out of the business.” 

While the FDA spends time and 
money raiding health-food stores in 
search of vitamin-supplements, at 
least 99% (by FDA’s own admission) 
of interstate fruit and vegetable 
shipments and some 75% of the 
country’s processing plants go 
unchecked. 

Another ploy used by the FDA, 
according to Mr. Garrison, is to set 
themselves up as the “information- 
all” on nutritional matters. Dial-A- 
Dietician, AMA-FDA co-sponsored 
“Anti-Quackery” congresses, senior 
citizen forums, consumer “surveys", 
consumer education and paid-for-by- 
FDA nutrition and anti-health food 
and vitamin articles in leading 
magazines and newspapers push FDA 
opinion regardless oi whether or not it 
is scientifically or medically sound. 

The FDA for years used these means 
to promote artificial sweeteners 
containing cvclamates in deference to 
honey. Ff)A policy remained 
unchanged until a Japanese medical 
researcher forced the FDA ban on 
cyclamates by challenging the 
agency’s stand in favor of artificial 
sweeteners. 

Mr. Garrison remarked that “if 
federal food and drug authorities had 
expended the same amount of time 
and effort on testing artificial 
sweeteners that they did in 
prosecuting the vendors of wholesome 
bee’s honey, millions of Americans 
would not now be faced with the fear 
that their health may have been 
seriously undermined by the use of a 
substance FDA declared to be safe 
for over 20 years!" 

Similarly, the great polyunsat¬ 
urated debate found the FDA in a 
peculiarly embarrassing situation. 
Despite vast amounts of scientific 
evidence supporting the notion that 
there is a direct relationship between 
the amount of saturated fats in the 
diet and the occurrence of coronary 
heart disease and a reduction of this 
disease with an increase of polyun¬ 


saturated fats, the FDA has main¬ 
tained its position that anything, 
even remotely indicating the potential 
healthful effects or even the per¬ 
centage of polyunsaturated fats in a 
roduct would be considered “mia- 
randing within the meaning of the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act.” 

Contrary to being a bureaucratic 
“killer". Mr. Garrison feels that 
there is more need today than ever 


before for strong and effective 
regulation over the food and drug 
industries. But as Mr. Garrison also 
stated, “It is up to us as to the form 
that regulation takes. We, the people, 
must decide.” 

FREEDOM wishes to acknowledge 
Mr. Garrison for his efforts on behalf 
of the American people and for his 
fight against 'those individuals who 
would abuse the precious freedoms of 
democracy for their own personal gain.

school children in the San Francisco 
area were receiving drugs to make 
them more manageable. Similar 
reports from scientific and 
educational authorities and concerned 
parents in Washington, Maryland, 
Colorado, Arkansas, ’ Massachusetts 
and other states began to'mount in 
number. This vocal protest, coupled 
with the National Institute of Mental 
Health’s prediction that “behaviour 
modification" drugging in the school 
would “zoom" from its current usage 
to include what NIMH labels 4 million 
"hyperkinetic” children, led to a 
Congressional hearing on the issue. 

OPPOSITION HEARD 

“The thing that really troubles me 
in this is a certain glibness about the 
exjperimentation on young children in 
this country, used as guinea pigs,” 
commented Rep. Cornelius E. 
Gallagher (N.J.), chairman'of the 
Investigating House Subcommittee, to 
FDA officials. Rep. Gallagher cited 
examples of children, one whose drug 
dosage went "up to 150 milligrams” 
and another where a child 6 years old 
“goes cold turkey every three 
months.” Mr. Gallagher went on to 
criticize FDA’s policy on 
amphetamine use stating it is “at 
odds with some of the people who are 
involved in the experimentation, 
parents who are concerned, and the 
children who are involved.” 

Several parents have transferred 
their children to other schools in an 
effort to avoid the drugging, ”My 
son’s temperament and attitude 
toward school improved in five days, ” 
reported a California mother who 
enrolled her "hyperactive” child in a 
private school. 

Testifying before the Subcommittee. 
Stanford University associate 
professor of medicine. Dr. L.E. 
Hollister, asked why hyperactivity, 
once considered to be the result of 
slight brain damage, termed Minimal 
Brain Dysfunction (MBDK and a rare 
occurrence, should "suddenly become 
a major affliction of childhood?” 

Veterans Administration chemist. 


Theodore Johnson, told the Gallagher 
Subcommittee, "Dr. Byron B. 
Oberst, initiator of STAAR (the 
controversial Omaha school drugging 
program) has stated that no one 
really Knows how these 
amphetamines work.” During the 
hearing, Johnson produced a letter 
from an FDA official which warned 
Dr. Oberst that two drugs he was 
using to modify, the behavior of young 
students, Tofranil and Aventyl, should 
not be used in children because of 
their dangerous and extreme side 
effects. 

“I am very disturbed.’’ stated 
Rep. Gallagher after Johnson 
introduced the FDA letter which 
contradicted earlier FDA testimony 
that agency officials were satisified 
with Dr. Oberst’s program and 
"didn’t see the necessity tor further 
inquiry." Gallagher charged that 
FDA said "everything is hunky dory” 
about amphetamine use in children, 
only for the committee to discover 
later that two common drugs in such 
treatment are declared dangerous for 
children. 

EXPERT OPINION 
VS. FDA STAND 

Prominent members of the medical 
profession are highly opposed to the 
use of amphetamines in the treatment 
of children. Dr. John D. Griffith of 
Vanderbilt University School of 
Medicine states, "I would like to point 
out that every drug, however 
innocuous, has some degree of 
toxicity. A drug, therefore, is a type of 
poison and its poisonous qualities 
must be carefully weighed against its 
therapeutic usefulness ... it is the 
consensus of the world scientific 
literature that the amphetamines are 
of very little benefit to mankind. They 
are, however, quite toxic.” 

Dr. David C. Lewis, associate in 
medicine at Harvard Medical School 
says. “It turns out that the 
amphetamines really do not 
conform.:.to the standards that we 
attempt to apply to every drug...we 
need to show that there is a need for

An Inquiry into the U. S. Food and Drug Admftii

When books are burned the ultimate in 
tyranny has happened. 

— John Steinbeck 


It has long been the habit of U.S. citizens of the 
majority religious denominations to take their 
religious freedom for granted. Everyone, oi 
course, is aware, however vaguely, that the 
Constitution somehow guarantees all its 
citizenry such basic rights — after all, didn’t the 
Early Settlers come here because they had been 
persecuted in their homelands for practicing the 
very religions which are today in the majority? 

Yet incredible as it may seem, in our own time 
the U.S. Government, via the Food and Drug 
Administration has spent, over the past ten 
years, a conservatively estimated one million 
dollars of the taxpayers’ money in attempting to 
eradicate the Founding Church of Scientology of 
Washington. D.C. Employed by the Government 
in this effort have been all the ominous 
paraphernalia of tyranny, spies, electronic 
snooping devices, illegal examination of the 
mails, illegal search and seizure, and finally and 
most nefariously, an armed raid on the 'Church-* 

On January 4. 1963. a group of specially 
■■deputized " Baltimore longshoremen, led by 
officials of the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration, conducted an armed raid of the 
tiny Founding Church of Scientology in 
Washington. D.C. This now notorious raid was' 
accomplished pursuant to a spurious warrant 
which had no attached. affidavits by any 
complainants against the Church, had not been 
sworn to. and nowhere mentioned on its face that 
a Church was to be the victim of the raid. U.S. 
Marshalls and the dozen “deputy" 
longshoremen, escorted by motorcycle 
policemen, drove up to the peaceful Church with 
two large vans, blockading the street 
surrounding the neighborhood. After their forcible 
entry these “deputies" proceeded to grab all 
religious books and documents in sight, intruding 
loudly and profanely into Church confessionals 
and 'classrooms. Seized with the Church 
literature was the Church confessional aid. a 
simple battery-operated galvanometer used to 
assist Ministers of the Church in counselling and 
hearing confessions of their parishioners. 
(These artifacts, called E-meters, are believed, 
as an article of faith of the Church, to divine the 
spiritual state and activity of the parishioner, but 
in no way influence, affect, or alter the structure 
of the mind or body.) All of the confessional aids 
on the Church premises were violently seized, 
some out of the hands of Ministers: parishioners’ 
pockctbooks were searched, students’ briefcases 
rummaged with arrogant and total disregard of 
any Sanctuary of the Church itself, let alone the 
Constitutional sanctity of private dwelling. 
Gradually, the agents removed from the Church 
to the waiting vans some tens of thousands of 
copies of over twenty Church books, texts, 
recorded sermons; even the Church Archives 
were sacked. The confiscated material was 
handled roughly, and when Ministers of the 
Church asked that their property be handled 
more carefully, the “deputies" from Baltimore 
gave only sneering illiteracies for answer. As is 
the custom with such raids, the FDA had fullv 
informed the press beforehand, giving a pre¬ 
arranged “trial by press.” release, but again 
carefully avoiding any mention of the religious 
status'of the Church. In spite of requests made by 
Church administrators, no receipts were given 


for any of the tons of Church property illegally 
confiscated and throughout this whole 
nightmarish depredation the only courtesy 
observed by the minions of government was that 
they did not actually shoot the guns they carried! 

The foregoing is an entirely factual account, 
documented by eyewitness affidavits, of what 
any American' citizen, sensitive to the 
Constitutional issues involved, would decry as a 
black mark indeed on the escutcheon of 
American liberty. .. 

Since that bleak'January day have ensued years 
of costly litigation during which the FDA has 
held Church property and literature with the 
avowed intention to destroy it by burning. 
Finally, in February, 1969, the case came before 
the U.S. Court of Appeals. Judge J. Skelly.Wright 
acknowledged the religious bona fides of the 
Church ana pointed to the fact that it was legally 
incorporated as a nonprofit religious 
organization under the laws of the District of 
Columbia and its Ministers were and are legally 
empowered to perform marriages and conduct 
funerals, in addition to the other sacerdotal 
prerogatives of any clergy. The Court directed 
that until the Government could prove that 
Scientology is not a religion, the Church's sacred 
literature and confessional aids have 
Constitutional pYotcction, and were not within 
the purview of the FDA. 

The FDA pressed on. demanding another trial 
and turning a deaf ear to earnest attempts by the 
Church to find a common ground which will 
allow the Church to use its confessional aid 
" without destructively alloying the practice of its 
. religion. The FDA has informed the Church’s 
attorneys that it will be satisfied with nothing but 
the destruction and banning of the confessional 
aids and Church literature, followed by 
unilateral civic action against the other 
Churches of Scientology in the U.S. 

Unfortunately. - the Church is not the first 
religious group oppressed by the agency (a 
- Zoroastrian religious group had that unfortunate 
distinction i, and even judicial reprimand and 
public outcry, resulting in Congressional inquiry, 
have altered little the FDA’s bureaucratic thirst 
for power to “protect" the consumer (and 
parishioner) even in matters of the Spirit. 

What can possibly be the motivation for a 
government agency to concentrate so much time 
and effort on relatively small religious 
minorities. . employing its formidable 
investigatory and legal staffs to so relentlessly 
attack a Church instead of policing Industry as is 
its rightful function? 


Is the Church a revolutionary movement, 
seeking and fomenting civil rebellion and strife 
as are many in this country today? No. the 
Church is apolitical and patriotically supports 
the government. U contains no cadres, no 
anarchists. Is the Church condoning the use of 
narcotic drugs by the young of the nation as are 
many civic leaders and government advisors? 
(Including the FDA!) No! The Church is firmly 
against the use of any mind-changing drugs by its 
parishioners. U has sponsored a successful drug 
abuse rehabilitation program. Narconon, now in 
use in the prison systems of several states. 


Why then, this attack by Government? Let’s 
examine the issues and extract some answers: 

The FDA has defensively stated, regarding its 
raiding tactics, in press conferences and official 
interviews, that in order to “save people" from 
food and drug poisoning it must act quickly and 
wield extraordinary powers. Obviously this may 
involve hasty decisions which later turn out to be 
“mistakes". Agreed. But obviously such power 


calls for the utmost in judgement and restraint in 
its exercise. Such restraint is not apparent in the 
x raid in Washington. D.C., where th& only 
“poisons" involved were ideological! 

The FDA piously claims it is not attacking a 
Church but a “device" (the E-meter). The fact 
that this harmless, “device" is a religious 
artifact of the Church used as an integral part of 
its pastoral counselling procedures, has been 
cynically ignored. Igonored also is the fact that 
the Church makes no claims as to diagnosis or 
treatment of disease for the E-meter, and as the 
FDA well knows, any parishioner with a physical 
complaint is sent to a medical doctor as required x ~ 
by Church policy which is strictly enforced, and j 
that the meter, used only by Ministers and not ^ 
sold to the public, has no effect, deleterious or 
otherwise, on the body or mind of the 
parishioner. 


In spite of the appellate court’s admonition on 
this point, the FDA contends that religion has 
“nothing to do with it", stating that being a 
religion does not give one the license to “break 
the law". They insist that claims made for the E- 
meler or device are false and misleading and 
there are no adequate directions for use. Of 
course, the same complaint could be made 
against, say, the Catholic Holy Wafer. The FDA 
could, arguendo, claim that the Holy Wafer and 
Wine of the Eucharist are not actually the body 
and blood of Christ, and that claims made for any 
healthgivine spiritual effects of administering 
the Eucharist are “false and misleading", and 
that since the Holy Chalice is unsanitarily 
administered to more than one parishioner in a 
Holy Service-that there are dangerous health 
hazards involved, necessitating regulation and 
urgently requiring "adequate directions for 
use".• 


Since no health claims are made for the E- 
meter and since.it is used completely within the 
astoral and intercession ary rites of the 
cientology Confessional it has and is entitled to * 
the same immunity as the Catholic Communion 
Wafer. The Holy Wafer falls within the same 
broad definition of the word “device" in the 
federal statutes, as does the E-meter, and the 
same protection which applies to that 
Communion Wafer. Holy Annointing Oils. 
Baptismal Water or any of the endless number of 
religious artifacts which could be termed devices 
under the law is therefore afforded the E-meter, 
both Constitutionally and by all State regulations 
relating to spiritual counselling or healing. Of • J 
course, the Catholic Church quite rightfully 
continues to conduct its religious practices with 
confident impunity. Such free exercise is 
obviously much harder to come by in the case of 
a minority religion. Why is the FDA straining to 
extend the Food. Drug and Cosmetic Act to apply 
to the area of Faith Healing and Religious 
Practice? 


It is widely known (and decried) that the FDA 
is exceedingly diligent in applying the punitive 
and regulatory powers of its office to the small 
fringe areas of “food and health fadism." While- 
doing so..it consistently neglects to apply that 
same diligence to the more proper spheres of 
regulatory application, namely the Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic .Industries. 


Recently, for example, the discovery that 
commercially marketed fish were contaminated 
with mercury was made, not by the FDA. with 
all of its vast investigatory machinery, but by a 
lone Norwegian exchange student doing a 
graduate research paper at □ New York 
University. School children in the District of 
Columbia are actually given amphetamines as a 
part of a “behavior modification" experiment »

developed by medical drug researchers and 
approved by the FDA! Also escaping public 
notice is the fact that the Office of.the Assistant 
General Counsel of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. Food, Drug and 
Environmental Health has for years been 
charged with the responsibility for enforcing 
Federal anti-air pollution laws; yet a visit to any 
metropolitan area discloses the legion of 
continuing abuses, unchecked by this otherwise 
crusading government enforcement agency, 
which is obviously more concerned with the 
"desecration" of men’s minds than stopping the 
destruction of the vital air they breathe. Such 
examples abound. They prompt another 
question: Why does the FDA neglect regulation 
i of the rich and politically powerful Food. Drug 
and Industrial Corporations and concentrate on 
health food and faith healing • adherents who 
represent merely ideological unorthodoxy? 

What pressures are being brought to bear? We 
don’t have to look far for the answers... 

Recently, the President of our country was 
forced to back down in the exercise of his 
appointive powers as Chief Executive by 
political pressure brought to bear by the AMA, 
which dictated the appointment of Dr. Edwards, 
former Socio-Economic advisor to the AMA as 
FDA Commissioner! The same vested interest 
group which would have the most to ‘‘lose” if the 
’ nation's concept of mental and physical health 
became more naturally and liberally oriented. 

The FDA has been a puppet in the hands of a 
Medico-Drug-Health insurance monopoly who 
fear that any concept of religious or drugless 
healing, or recognition by a'captive clientele'of 
the broad concept of preventive medicine would 
encroach substantially into the billions of dollars 
oi fees and profits that these groups exact from 
their own “sacred preserves". 

The FDA. long in the faithful service of that 
sinister complex, has sought absolute and 
paternalistic control over the private sector to 
dictate the manner in which a citizen may seek 
to cure himself, by whatever means, physical or 
spiritual. 

With remarkable prescience, the great Dr. 
Benjamin Rush. M.D., signer of the Declaration 
of Independence, wrote: 

"The Constitution of this Republic should 
make special provision for Medical Freedom 
as well as Religious Freedom... To restrict 
the art of healing to one class of men and 

t deny equal privileges to others will consti¬ 
tute the Bastille of medical science. All such 
laws are un-American and despotic. They 
are fragments of monarchy and have no 
place in a Republic." 

In patent fact as already established, it is not a 
device (the E-meteri that the FDA is attacking, 
but spiritual healing itself, since the claims 
contained in the condemned literature of the 
Church are not made for the E-meter but for the 
religious practice itself. 

The FDA must attack the E-meter to gel at the 
ideas behind it. just as the spider must weave its 
web, beginning with a single strand. 

We ask again what public need is being served 
by this attack — the answer is always and 
uniformly the same. . . "The ignorant masses 
must be protected from their own poor 
judgement in even considering any unorthodox- 
approach to their health. problems." 1 am 
reminded of Herbert Spencer’s comment in 
rebuttal: 

"A man’s liberties are none the less 
aggressed upon because those who 
coerce him do so in the belief that he 
will be benefitted.” 


The abuses and reckless disregard for 
Constitutional freedoms demonstrated by the 
FDA have not gone unnoticed. A Congressional 
Committee recently investigated the agency, 
resulting in widespread but, up to now. only 
token relorms. 

However, by continuing its attack on ihe 
Church, the FDA is about to unwittingly focus 
the attention of the American public on these 
issues. The coming trial, growing out of that raid 
so long ago, will be, I predict, one of the most 
noteworthy trials of Issue since the Scopes 
Monkey Trial. There are more topical 
indictments, both political and economic, with 
which the FDA will be confronted. 

The Founding Church of Scientology of 
Washington. D.C., for example, through its 
attorneys, has subpoena power to call witnesses 
high in government to testify on the ^hidden 
motives of the FDA in pursuing its 
discriminatory course and those witnesses will 
be called! The singlemindedness of purpose in 
the FDA's fixation on the E-meter would, under 
less trying circumstances be laughable. Similar 
instruments are available in any toy store, and 
just as chalices, bread, and oil have uses outside 
of their religious purpose, so does the simple 
galvanometer. It is only the Church of 
Scientology's religious use which gives it 
distinction. In this context, the device is no 
’ different than religious artifacts used by many 
other, though perhaps more popular, religions. 
The FDA' is asserting, and trying to establish as 
precedent in the courts, that when a religion 
claims it can heal spiritually or in any other 
manner (as all.religions do) any article which is 
used in conjunct bn with that healing practice is 
subject to FDA regulation. It matters not. says 
the FDA. that it is a religious artifact or that the 
related claims are from the Holy Scriptures or 
doctrine of that religion. . . Any religion! 

The FDA also claims that "adequate 
directions for use” must accompany . the 
religious artifact. In effect, the FDA is 
demanding that it determine, within the scope of 
its sacred duty to protect the public, the nature, 
scope and instruction given to Ministers in the 
use of their artifacts and administering of 
rites. . . Any Minister!. ” 

What the Government is ultimately trying to 
establish in this case is actually of more interest 
to other, better established religions than to the 
Church of Scientology, since although it is 
common to all religions to engage in faith healing 


practices, it is only the Church of Scientology 
that requires any parishioner with a physical 
ailment to see a physician before he may receive 
.pastoral counselling. Then why does the 
Government single out the Church of Scientology 
to attack? 

Well, in 1963 it was small — it was unorthodox 
— it was controversial — it used a “device” — it 
made health claims — and it was a religion! 

These are all of the ingredients, with the 
exception of religious status, normally present in 
a typical triumphant victory of the mighty FDA 
over some small health food entrepreneur or 
natural healer. 

In these cases, the FDA typically presents to a 
local Judge with all the calculated prestige of the 
mighty U.S. Government,-a fire and brimstone 
condemnation of the evils of this or that sinister 
(but small) vitamin or health enthusiast. After 
the judicial well is poisoned the FDA attorney 
sits back and says to the Judge righteously. "Are 
you going to take the responsibility for letting 
this evil quack prey upon the public?" The poor 
jurist usually isn’t, grants a summary injunction, 
and the FDA adds one more trophy to its belt, 
while polluters and really dangerous (but large)- 
food and drug manufacturers go unrestrained. 

In this case, however,the FDA made a dreadful 
miscalculation. It never predicted that the tiny 
Founding Church of Scientology of Washington. 
.D.C. would become part of the World Religion of 
Scientology in the 70 s! 

-The Church does not, however, take a 
grandiose view of its lonely fight for religious 
^freedom and fully recognizes the need for 
^government regulation of food, drug and 
cosmetic production. It is precisely to counteract 
and contain the bureaucratic tendencies to 
overgovem in the name of the public good (which 
in itself is a basis for the attrition of human 
rights and spiritual dignity) that prompts the 
Church to act in this cause as much as concern 
for its own viability. We conclude our remarks 
with a quote from Justice Brandeis; 

“Experience should teach us to be most 
on our guard to protect liberty when the 
government’s purposes are beneficient. 

Men bom to freedom are naturally alert 
to repel invasion of their liberty by. evil- 
minded rulers. The greatest dangers to 
liberty lurk in insidious encroachment by 
men of zeal, well-meaning but without 
understanding.”

the drug, that the drug is effective, 

and that it is safe. On all three counts, 

I really do not feelthey qualify.'' 

More than 15 years ago, the World 
Health Organization warned 
amphetamine addiction could lead to 
mental disorders and hallucinations. 
Amphetamines were recently banned 
in Sweden. A leading British drug firm 
announced in January of this year it 
was halting production of. 
amphetamines and is withdrawing its 


entire stock from the market. The 
latest official British ’Statistics show 
there are about 500,000 persons in the 
country addicted to amphetamines, 
many of them youngsters of grade 
school age. 

Summing up the feelings of many 
critics. Director of University of 
Utah’s Student Health Service, Dr. G. 
R. Edison, comments, "I think the 
Food and Drug Administration now 
has sufficient evidence on the 
ineffectiveness as well as the danger 
of these drugs to remove them from 
the pharmacopoeia without resorting 
to legislation. 


FREEDOM feels that the child- 
drugging issue is but another example 
of FDA's failure to adequately protect 
the consumer— in this case thousands 
of grade school children. That • FDA 
can approve drugs which have not been 
adequately tested as to their long-term 
effectsand which have been criticized for 
their dangerous and addictive qualities 
by medico/ and scientific authorities 
raises serious doubts as to FDA s 
reliability in other issues. FDA 
should carefully re-examine its over¬ 
confident stand on amphetamine use 
on children before it causes another 
Thalidomide disaster or worse.

"Recent developments in biophysics have indicated that the distinction 
between science and religion is an arbitrary one. Increasingly scientists 
are beginning to discover in the laboratory that man is more than a 
physiological mechanism operating in stimulus-response fashion in rela¬ 
tion to his environment. ■ Scientific discovery is forcing extension of 
traditional concepts into realms formerly considered philosophical or 
religious. " . 

Today, it would not be unreasonable to find scientists talking in 
"religious " terms or an ecclesiastic making use of an electronic instrument 
as an aid to his ministrations. 

In the area of religion, the FDA's move against the Founding 
Church of Scientology for its use of the Hubbard Electrometer, employed 
by ministers of the Church as a confessional aid, points up a lack of 
technological sophistication in the agency s formation of policy in this 
area. Asa physicist faptiliar with the religion of Scientology, I have had- 
ample experience to verify thpt the Electrometer is a perfectly credible, and 
in no way harmful, tool for the minister in modern pastoral counseling. 
The Electrometer used in the confessional setting merely assists the cleric 
to locate the source of spiritual travail of the confessor which can then 
be resolved by communication. 

In this rapidly moving world, the inability of a governmental agency 
to regulate or fail to regulate accurately cannot be taken lightly. Every 
effort needs to be made to correct trailing administrative concepts with the 
aid of the most advanced and creative leaders in the fields concerned. The 
FDA’s action to suppress advances in the area of humanistic and religious 
development' has. unfortunately, its precedence in the refusal of 
"authorities" in every age to consider open-mindedty the claims of a 
Harvey, Galileo, Semmelweiss or' Copernicus. Nevertheless, it -is in¬ 
cumbent upon the pioneers of new developments to press forward their 
discoveries in the face of all opposition." ■

of the food industry. The deadline for 
removing cyclamates from food 
• N products was' put off to Sept. 1, 1970 
’ from February 1, 1970 to permit 
marketing of the current crop of fruits 
and vegetables. That former HEW 
Secretary Finch later chose to relax 
the ban on cyclamates, saying that 
‘cyclamates will be restricted 
essentially to use in foods’ (ie, not in 
beverages) "should cause grave 
doubts about both ftEW's ability to 
apply scientific evidence and the 
procedures the agency uses to set 
policy,” stated Turner. Turner called 
the cyclamate case a representative 
study of how the FDA “fails to 
provide the kind of protection of the 
food supply which the American' 
consumer expects and often thinks he 
is getting.” Turner cited that the 
"fine tailoring of food standards in 
> response to special pleaders has 
( allowed the use of 4S5 food chemicals 
and other ingredients without their 
inclusion s on produc t labels.’ ’ 


FDA QUACKERY 

The Nader Group charged that the 
FDA expends an inordinate portion of 
its limited resources on "great quack 
campaigns”. These “witch hunts” 
inevitably focus on wrong targets 
such as the researches of Dr. Wilhelm 
Reich, the vitamin and health food 
industries, and the religion of 
Scientology. While allocating its 
enforcement and legal personnel to 
such dubious crusades, the FDA, 
charged Turner, has assigned only two 
staff members to administer the 
Federal Truth-in*packagbg law and 
routinely ignores medical and 
scientific evidence developed by its 
own personnel about the potential 
dangers of drugs and food additives. 
"The single-minded vigor of the FDA 


anti-fraud campaign has...led the 
agency into an excess of law 
enforcement, including the use of 
(electronic) snooping, harrassment 
and prying techniques that it could not 
effectively defend against charges 
from Congress and the general 
public,” the report said. 

OLD BALL GAME 

The Nader group was somewhat 
less than enthusiastic over the 
installation of former AMA man. Dr. 
Charles C. Edwards, as FDA' 
commissioner. Mr. Turner, .who 
conducted three interviews with 
Edwards over a three month period, 
observed "the commissioner’s 
admirable determination to whip the 
FDA into shape dissolve." 
Commissioner Edwards, who Turner 
said "seems determined to ignore the 
past mistakes of the agency, calling 
them ancient history not important in 
this 'new hall game,” is described in 
Chemical Feast as displaying symp¬ 
toms of the “onset of the final steps 
of bureaucratic paralysis.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS . 

The Nader. group recommended 
that the FDA adopt a policy of full 
disclosures of agreements reached by 
its * officials and industry in all 
regulatory matters. The students 
want Dr. Edwards to appoint a 
consumer council and' a special 
assistant for consumer affairs. "The 
FDA cannot effectively protect- a 
public interest which it does- not 
routinely attempt to discover and 
therefore is unable to define,” Turner 
added. 

Calling for a change in FDA’s 
enforcement posture. Turner 
suggested reappraisal of the agency's 

resent stance against the Church of 

cientology to a position which is 
legally acceptable and more clearly 
defined. “Action to restore the FDA's 
sanity in the Scientology case,” 


Turner stated, "could go a long way in 
beginning the process of restoring the 
enforcement reputation of the FDA.” 

The group called for a general 
overhaul of FDA procedures and 
urged that the agency be removed 
from partisan politics. Criticizing the 
loyalties of FDA officials Turner 
concluded, “as long as protecting the 
commissioner ana not the public 
assures- success for FDA officials, 
disintegration will continue.' ’ 

FREEDOM supports the good workof 
the Ralph Nader. James Turner and 
the Nader research group. In the field 


of consumer protection there has not 
been enough attention drawn to FDA 
shortcomings and actual crimes 
against the public FDA is sworn to 
protect. Although FDA Commissioner 
Edwards has said that the agency's 
"Major problem is to get the Ralph 
Nader!s, our congressional critics, 
and even some of the experts within 
the government structure to leave us 
alone . . .,” the policy of letting the 
FDA act on its own has led to the 
excesses and abuses of which Mr. 
Turner writes. No, Dr. Edwards, 
FDA must first prove that it can 
responsibly administer the power 
granted to it by the A merican people. 
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SCIENTOLOGY: A RELIGION

For years now ScietUology. a religion, has been attacked, persecuted and had 
reams of half-truths, perfidious lies and slanderous impugnations made against it. 

We have tired of private interest groups, governments and newspapers trying to 
make a Homan circus out of our religious beliefs. One can state definitely that 
such attacks signal the fact that man has sunk too low to be aware of God. 

Our mission in Scientology is a simple one - it is to help the individual become 
aware of himself as an immortal Being and to help him achieve and attain the 
basic truths with regard to himself, his relationship to others across the 
Dynamics, his relationship to the physical universe and the Supreme Being. 
Further we want to erase his sin so that he can be good enough to recognize God. 

We have predicated our actions on the basis that all men are entitled to their 
freedom as a Being and that life has as its basic purpose the attainment of that 
freedom. Man has the right to find truth for himself and through (he finding of that 
truth to free himself from the bondages that enslavers through the ages have 
sought to reduce him to the status of cells, brain and body, a “scientific 1 ' lie which 
has caused untold damage to man and which, unless prevented, will eventually 
result in total annihilation. 

Scientology is a religious philosophy with a technology of attaining its stated 
purposes. It does not ask that one have faith; it merely asks that one look at the 
religious, philosophic principles and apply the technology thereof in an exact, 
unaltered, non-additive fashion in order to achieve the stated purposes. If an 
individual is not satisfied that he has achieved a greater truth about himself as a 
Being, then he is guaranteed full refund of any fees he may have paid. No one. no 
group and no business could be as ethical in this practice as Scientology. Indeed 
we know of no other group that guarantees full refund for dissatisfaction of 
service or product. ' 

That Scientology as a Church charges fees is in no way an indication that it is not 
a religion. Religions have throughout the ages charged fees for their services. Any 
church can only exist through a system of fees, donations, tithes or what have you. 
We live in economic societes which demand that theirproducts and services be paid 
for according to the monetary system used in exchange. Any church in existence. 
is also part of this economic community or it does not survive as a church. 

Scientology is niot a Church In order to avoid taxes which is a favorite argument 
most governments try to employ against Scientology (and they use the same 
argument against other religious and non-profit groups). All the income 
Scientology earns in the performance of its services is expended in supplies, 
facilities, materials, services and expansion. The wealth of Scientology is its 
religious philosophy and its applied technology which works unfailingly to bring 
about greater freedom, understanding and truth to the individual. 

Let us look at the definition of religion. In the Merriam-Webster's Third New 
International Dictionary the definition is as follows; 

7a: a cause, principle, system of tenets held with ardor, devotion, 
conscientiousness and faith. 

7b: a quality, condition, custom, or thing inspiring zealous devotion, 
conscientious maintenance and cherishing. 

3a; one of the systems of faith and worship. 

1: the persona! commitment to and serving of God or a god with worshipful 
devotion, conduct in accord with divine commands esp. as found in sacred 
writings or declared by authoritative teachers, a way of life recognized as 
incumbent on true believers, and typically the relating of oneself to an organized 
body of believers. 

The definition of • religious” is even more pertinent. In the same dictionary it is 
defined: Relating to that which is acknowledged as ultimate reality; manifesting 
devotion to and reflecting the nature ol the divine or that which one holds to be of 
ultimate importance. 


Buddhism is used in the dictionary as an example of religion. Scientology groups 
and tenets have long been compared to Buddhism. Further Scientology Churches 
everywhere over the world hold Sunday services, teach and ordain ministers and 
marry and bury people, all according to law. 

It is interesting to note that the operative word m the Convention on the 
Prevention and Punishment of the Crime of Genocide employs the use of 
“religious”, not "religion”, as theoperative word. It states: 

"In the present .Convention, genocide means any of the following acts 
committed with intent to destroy, in whole or in any part, a national, ethnical. - \ 
racial or religious group as such: (at Killing members of the group; (b) Causing . J 
serious bodily or mental harm to members of the group; (c) Deliberately 
inflicting oo the group conditions of life calculated to bring about its physical 
destruction in whole or in part; id) Imposing measures intended to prevent births 
within the group; and (e) Forcibly transferring children of the group to another 

group" 

Except for (a) and <d) above, genocide has been practed against Scientology, 
not as a religion, but as a religious group as defined in the wording of the law as 
above. ' 

Even newspapers recognize without fail that Scientology is a religious group. 

For years they have referred to Scientology as a “cult." They have almost never 
called it anything else. This makes a tradition and public'acceptance of this 
understanding, 

"Cult" by the Merriam-Webster dictionary means: 

1; a religious practice. 

2: a system ol beliefs and ritual connected with the worship of a deity, a spirit or 
a group of deities or spirits. " 

3a: the rights, ceremonies and practices of a religion, the formal aspect of 
religious experience; b; Roman Catholicism. 


Thus there was no doubt in the minds of those persecuting Scientology that it 
was a religion; for "cult” is uniformly defined as its first definition, "a system of 
religious worship or ritual." 

The religious background of Scientology is reflected in its books - the whole 
overall purpose of Scientology is religious; every book mentions the Eighth 
Dynamic, the Supreme Being, and states that if man were to be sufficiently 
aware, he' would become aware of his relationship to the Supreme Being. The 
writings of Scientology can be excerpted, as can any religious work, and these 
excerpts can then be said to be non-religious; however, such must be referred to 
and related to the overall basic premises to and related to the overall basic 
premises ol Scientology to have meaning and the meaning clearly and simply is ^ 
religious. ;>* 

Besides such books, there are the Ceremonies of the Founding Church of 
Scientology, the Creed of the Church of Scientology and Scientology and the Bible 
which express so definitely the fundamentals of Scientology as a religion. 

The fact that Scientology is a religion is reflected strongly in the documents of 
its basic incorporation in law. The reality of these acts of incorporation has never 
been open to challenge. In fact there is none that could be made as the Churches of 
Scientology are recognized legal entities in the States of California. Arizona. 
Texas, etc., the District ol Columbia and by the decision of the United States 
Federal Courts of Law.

We regret our delay la responding to your letter of February 6./1971, 
discussing Scientology. / 


Scientology represents Itself to be a religion. It also represents 
itself as a aclenca. It also represents itself as a philosophical 
system. The Food and Drug Administration has been under attack 
by this organisation for some years for allegedly interferring 
with their religion. Our position has always been that our 
function has nothing to do with religion, that our duty is to 
protect the public health and welfare by enforcing the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Coasts tic Act. 


In January, 1963, Federal Marshals seised a number of so-called 
B-Meters, or Hubbard Electrometers, and their labeling la 
WashlngtoQ, D.C. This seizure was done pursuant to an order of 
a Federal court, following the filing of a libel (complaint) by 
the United States Attorney. The libel alleged that the E-Meters 
ware devices within the meaning of the FDC Act, that they were 
offered aa adequate and effective treatment for a large number of 
diseases, that statements In the literature were false and 
misleading, and that the E-Meters did not (as required by law) 
bear adequate directions for use. 

This cate was triad before a jury la April 1967. The jury in a 
general verdict found for the Government, but did not specify 
whether they found the devices misbranded under one or both of 
the charges. The; Church of Scientology, Washington, D.C., and 
a number of individuals who had appeared and defended the lav 
ault appealed the case to the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. They claimed that the seizure was a 
violation of the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States which forbids illegal searches and seizures. The 
Circuit Court did not agree with them. They further claimed that 
they had made a prime faeia case at the trial that Scientology is 
a religion, and that their literature is their dogma, and con¬ 
sequently iasune under the First Amendment from examination by 
the Government. They had introduced evidence that they were 
incorporated as a religion in the District of Columbia, that 
they have religious services, and that they call 9ome of their 
people ministers. The Government took the position that it did 
not make any difference one way or the other whether Scientology 
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la a religion, that it was the E-Meter that was misbranded. 

The Circuit Court found that the case had been improperly 
framed and remanded it for retrial. The case has been 
scheduled for trial beginning June 7, 1971. 

The Food and Drug Administration has been detaining E-Meters 
offered for entry into the United States at various ports. A 
number of law suits have been filed against the Government by 
Scientology organisations seeking injunctive relief against 
these detentions. In onr such instance, the Circuit Court 
of Appeals In California recently found that the FDA has a 
right to look to any source to determine the purposes for 
which articles of device (the B-Metert) were being offered. 

There is nothing else the FDA can do with respect to Scientology 
and its practices. The FD&C Act, which we administer, has to 
do with foods, drugs, therapeutic devices, sod cosmetics. The 
S-Meter is a device. We have no jurisdiction over philosophical 
systems, whether or not their proponents choose to call them 
religions. 

We wish you luck and truly wish that we could do something more 
to help you.

1. On Wednesday, 4/14/71, I participated in a conference in 
Howard EpBteln’s office. Present were Nathan Dodell and Derek 
Meyer of the U.S. Attorney's office, Joel Kreiner, John Matonis, 
and Dave Blip for the claimants, and myself. The meeting had 
been arranged between Matonis and Dodell to attempt to work out 
a satisfactory Consent Decree. 


2. The meeting was unsuccessful, and ended with the parties as 


far apart as ever^/Both Mr. Epstein and Mr. Dodell took a much 


harder line than might have been expected.^- 


3. This is what Mr. Kreiner wants: 

(1) To end litigation once and for all; 

(2) Agreement from the Government for no more 
multiple seizures; 

(3) No more detentions; 

(4) That any in personem appearance be limited 

to the Founding Church of the District of Columbia; 

(5) That they continue using the E-Meters. 


4. In return, he will look to doing things to the Scientology 
literature and promotions that will make them more acceptable,or 
less objectionable, to the Government. He did not offer anything 
concrete as to how he would do this. 
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5. Mr. Epstein 9aid the Government wants what the Government 
asked for in the in rem complaint: a declaration that the 
article is misbranded', condemnation; compliance if compliance 
can be effected. He told opposing counsel that they can 
default and that would wind up the law suit. Alternatively, 
he told them they could enter into a Consent Decree of Condem¬ 
nation. He explained that the purpose is not necessarily 
destruction, but such a decree allows the goods to be reworked 
to conform to the statute. He told them we either work out a 
Consent Decree or we litigate. Mr. Dodell said that in order 
to have something that can be considered by the Government, 
they would have to: 

(1) Give up the E-Meter; or 

(2) Eliminate in the literature all references 

to cures. 

6. Mr. Kreiner said his main concern would be multiple seizures. 
Mr. Epstein said that Consent Decrees had been the basis for 
multiple seizures in the past. 

7. Several times during the conference, Mr. 31ip tried to talk 
about theology. Each time Mr. Epstein said we are not litigating 
theology. 
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8. Mr. Code11 said that the claimants would have to accept that 

they cannot make claims that auditing will cure. He also said 

they could not make claims for engrams because their literature 

is replete with references that engrams cause disease. He said, 

"If you are willing to cease distributing any literature that 
any 

makes/claims that auditing can cure, diagnose, alter the function 
of the body—and in addition remove the scientific references— 
then we can talk." He said, "If you will stop using the E-Meter, 
there is no problem." I!e said that Mr. Matonis had said in open 
court and in chambers that the E-Meter is not essential in 
Scientology. Mr. Rreiner said, "It's not essential; it's vital, 
if you can make the distinction." 

9. There was much back and forth conversation about current 
practices. Mr. Dodell said Rreiner's trial brief indicates that 
in 1962 the Church gave up spiritual healing as a matter of 
policy and that their current practices are in no way now under 
the FD&C Act. Mr. Rreiner said, "I said Dlanetics was not 
practiced in 1962. That's true. But I didn't say it's not 
practiced today." Mr. Matonis suggested that we do "as the 
Court of Appeals said," i.e., consider that the claims are a 
part of the dogma, and make a few changes here and there, putting 
in "a few holy words." Mr. Dodell said that technique is "cute" 
and the ^ditors magazine he offered (to the court) a few weeks 
ago shows that "Dianetics the Modern Science of Health" is 
touted in the 1970 Auditors magazine as the first book, just as 
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valid today as It was then. Mr. Epstein cut this conversation 
short by reminding the group that we were talking about 1962 
and not now. 

10. Mr. Epstein reminded the Scientology lawyers that the CCA 
did not say the judgment below was not properly founded. They 
just said it was technically erroneous. He reminded them that 
the Government won the first time around and they were trying 
the case again simply because of a technicality. Mr. Kreiner 
3aid, "Both aides think it's in the bag." He said that 
Scientology will win this case in the Supeeme Court. If they 
don't, they'll win "the current case." If they don't do that, 
they'll make the Meters locally. 

11. Mr. Kreiner said that what Mr. Epstein and Mr. Dodell are 
asking is more than he can offer right now. But he asked if 
(arguendo) "We gave you that would you accept the rest of our 
consent decree?" Mr. Epstein said "no." Mr. Epstein says the 
problem is the E-Meter must be taken out of the FD&C Act. It 
cannot be taken out by picking and choosing specific examples. 

He gave an anology of a misbranded thyroid pill that the manu¬ 
facturer wanted to relabel part way. 

12. There was discussion about what would be the effect of an 
in personem aspect to the Consent Decree. Mr. Kreiner said that 
he does not think the claimant could enforce a decree with "a 
hundred churches around." He said that the principal organization 
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in the United States Is the Church of Scientology of California. 

He said he has authority to make changes in the books of 
Scientology, and he has this authority both from the Church in 
California and from L. Ron Hubbard himself. 

13. Mr. Kretner said, "We are not taking any books off the market. 
They are 70 percent philosophy." Mr. Epstein said the Government 
is interested in the remaining 30 percent: not philosophy, hot 
religion. 

14. Mr. Kreiner said that between 1962 and 1969, Scientology did 
not practice spiritual healing, but it does now. "I've received 
more than a 1,000 hours of auditing and only a little was on 
Dianetlcs." He is a "clear." From 1951 on, spiritual healing 
slowly faded into non-existence. He said that basically they 
found that people were not getting healing so they sent them to 
doctors. "I was sent to doctors." "Engram auditing is a very 
small part of Scientology." 

15. At one poiat, Mr. Kreiner said, "We'll take the current books 
being sold and take out offending claims." Mr. Dodell asked him 
what he Intended to do about the tons of literature that are 
already out that violate the Act, and about the many, many Meters 
that are in the hands of individuals all over the country. He 
suggested that the "Church" would have to write letters of recall 
to each and every one of these people wherever they might be in 

the U.S., the Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico, or the Trust Territories. 
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16. After much of this type of conversation back and forth, 

Mr. Epstein took off his coat, went to his desk, and said in 

a loud voice, "This is nonsense, we've gotten nowhere. I'm too. 
busy," and briefly commenced doing other work. Mr. Dodell 
wanted to, and did continue communicating with the other people. 

He told Mr. Krelner that by the end of this week, he will give 
Kreiner an answer re Krelner's proposals 1, 2, and 3. He said 
that 4 is out of the question. Mr. Kreiner wanted a statement 
from Mr. Loftus about 1, 2, and 3. Mr. Loftus said that if 
somehow the Scientologists can put themselves in compliance 
with the FD&C Act, then there would be no detentions, no 
multiple seizures, and no more litigation. But he told the 
attorneys quite frankly that he knew of no way this could be 
done without the discontinuance of the use of the E-Meter, or 
the complete recall and retirement of all of the literature 
that Scientology has. 

17. At the end of the meeting, Mr. Epstein said he would be 
willing to have the decree say that the claimants in consenting 
are not making any admissions as to fact or law. Mr. Krelner 
thought this was a tremendous concession from the Government. 

Addendum : 

As the lawyer's were going out the door, Mr. Blip handed Mr. Epstein 
a magazine which appeared to be Scientology’s latest public relations 
effort.vs. FDA. Mr. Dodell has it. 1 scanned it. To Dodell, 
Epstein, and myself, it appeared to be a reprint of the claimants' 
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brief with an introduction added.

We regret our delay In responding to your letter of February 6, 1971, 
discussing Scientology. 



Scientology represents Itself to be a religion. It also represents 
itself as a science. It also represents Itself as a philosophical 
system. The Food and Drug Administration has been under attack 
by this organization for some years for allegedly lnterferring 
with their religion. Our position has always been that our 
function has nothing to do with religion, that our duty is to 
protect the public health and welfare by enforcing the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 


In January, 1963, Federal Marshals seized a number of so-called 
E-Meters, or Hubbard Electrometers, and their labeling in 
Washington, D.C. This seizure was done pursuant to an order of 
a Federal court, following the filing of a libel (complaint) by 
the United States Attorney. The libel alleged that the E-Meters 
were devices within the meaning of the FDC Act, that they were 
offered as adequate and effective treatment for a large number of 
diseases, that statements in the literature were false and 
misleading, and that the E-Meters did not (as required by law) 
bear adequate direct Iona for use. 

This case was tried before a jury in April 1967. The jury in a 
general verdict found for the Government, but did not specify 
whether they found the devices misbranded under one or both of 
the charges. The^Church of Scientology, Washington, D.C., and 
a number of individuals who bad appeared and defended the law 
suit appealed the case to the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. They claimed that the seizure was a 
violation of the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United 3tatea which forbids illegal searches and seizures. The 
Circuit Court did not agree with them. They further claimed that 
they had made a prime facie case at the trial that Scientology is 
a religion, and that their literature is their dogma, and con¬ 
sequently Immune under the First Amendaient from examination by 
the Government. They had introduced evidence that they were 
incorporated as a religion in the District of Columbia, that 
they have religious services, and that they call some of their 
people ministers. The Government took the position that it did 
not make any difference one way or the other whether Scientology 
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is a religion, that it was the E-Meter that was misbranded. 

The Circuit Court found that the case had been Improperly 
framed and remanded it for retrial. The case has been 
scheduled for trial beginning June 7, 1971. 

The Food and Drug Administration has been detaining E-Meters 
offered for entry into the United States at various ports. A 
number of law suits have been filed against the Government by 
Scientology organizations seeking injunctive relief against 
these detentions. In onr such instance, the Circuit Court 
of Appeals In California recently found that the PDA has a 
right to look to any source to determine the purposes for 
which articles of device (the E-Meters) were being offered. 

There is nothing else the FDA can do with respect to Scientology 
and its practices. The FD&C Act, which we administer, has to 
do with foods, drugs, therapeutic devices, and cosmetics. The 
E-Meter is a device. We have no Jurisdiction over philosophical 
systems, whether or not their proponents choose to call them 
religions. 

tfe wish you luck and truly wish that we could do something more 
to help you.

It is not only on street corners that young people are accosted but, 
also, "on college campuses, eager scientologists press their literature into

Our son goes often into San Francisco and to the Scientology organi¬ 
zation at iilli Mason Street. It is easy to understand vhy when it is vritten, 
"tfidely advertised free lectures, films and parties are given almost con¬ 
tinuously at Scientology centers." 2 

This street corner and college campus distribution to young people 
of the Scientology material and, then, the lectures and parties that loll err, 
and the mailed literature, are all designed to lure our young man and 7<omen 
into a damaging situation for them.

This is in reply to your letter of March 24, 1971, requesting 
information about the lawsuit that the United States Government 
lias involving Scientology. 

The case concerns a seizure by United States Marshals in January, 

1963, of a number of machines called "E-Meters” or ' Hubbard 
Electrometers.” The Food and Drug Administration lias not taken 
any action against Scientology, or against any individuals con¬ 
nected with Scientology. 

In seizing the E-Meters the Government charged that false and mis¬ 
leading claims were made in the labeling that they were effective 
in treating most of the 1113 of mankind. In addition, the Govern¬ 
ment's complaint charged these devices were misbranded because 
the labeling did not contain adequate directions for safe and 
effective use for the diseases and conditions for which they were 
offered. 

The case was tried before a jury in April, 1967. The jury decided 
in favor of the Government and the Court condemned the E-Meters. 

The contestants in the case, an organization called the Founding 
Church of Scientology, Washington, D. C., and a number of individual 
persons, filed an appeal to the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia. In their appeal, they said that in 
making the seizure the Government had made an illegal search and 
seizure in violation of the Fourth .Amendment to the Constitution. 

They also said that since (as they claimed) Scientology was a re¬ 
ligion, the Government had no right to seize the E-Meters. The 
Appeals Court found that there had been no violation of the Fourth 
Amendment because the seizure had been done in 3 legal manner. With 
regard to the religious question, the Appeals Court found that the 
Government had presented the case improperly in the first place and 
sent it back for retrial. The case is scheduled to be retried in 
the United States District Court for the District of Columbia on 
June 7, 1971.

The Government had taken the position at the time of the seizure 
that it did not make any difference one way or the other whether 
Scientology is or is not a religion. The Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration has a duty to enforce the law (Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act) in order to protect public health. The action was 
not against Scientology but against the E-Meters and their labeling 

You ask if the conclusion would be a fine. The answer is no. If 
the Government wins the Court can order the devices to be destroyed 

We hope this information will be useful in your studies.

The retrial of the E-Meter Seizure case Id the United States 
District Court for the District of Columbia is scheduled for 
June 7, 1971, at 9i30 a.m. It is not contemplated that we 
will require you to testify at all. 


There have been a number of meetings between the attorneys 
for the claimants, the Government's attorneys, and Judge 
Gesell, both in the Judge's chambers and in open court. 

The Judge has determined that for purposes of the retrial 
of the caae, he will be bound by the findings of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. He has said that he will not retry the 
Fourth Amendment aspects of the caae. You will remember that 
the claimants said that the selsure of the E-Meters and the 
literature in January 1963 represented an illegal search and 
seizure. The Circuit Court of Appeals ruled that there was 
no illegal search and aeisure and that there had been no 
violation of the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution. 

Judge Gesell has indicated that for purposes of the retrial of 
the case, he is holding that Scientology is a religion. The 
Government has a burden, in accordance with the guidelines set 
dawn by the Circuit Court, to establish that the labeling claims 
are either totally nonreliglous or merely have an overlay of 
religion. 


We certainly appreciated the courtaoua treatment that you 
afforded me when 1 visited you in your home in December. We 
will advlae you of developments in the case as the case 
progresses. Should it happen (and we do not believe that it 
will happen) that we might need you, our Los Angeles District 
office will be in touch with you. Thanks again.

We are asking our library 
to get the new book "Dianetics in Limbo", by H. O’Brien, Whitmore 
Publishing Co m pa n y. 

The latest development in connection with the retrial of the District 
of Columbia Scientology seizure action is that the court lias taken 
the position that for purposes of the trial he will consider that 
Scientology is a religion. He also has said that he considers that 
the Fourth Amendment part of the case (the ao-called illegal search 
and seizure) was disposed of by the Circuit Court of Appeals following 
the first trial and that he will not re-try that issue. To date, he 
has had a number of meetings with the attorneys, has issued a pre¬ 
trial order, and has ruled on various motions with regard to exhibits 
and witnesses. At a Hearing on March 22, 1971, the counsel for the 
claimants attempted to submit a very long list of witnesses, but the 
court would not accept it. They wanted to put on the witness stand 
experts in the fields of theology, anthropology, physiology, and other 
things to testify as to what religions are and what practices involving 
‘’artifacts" are done by various sects. The judge said he would not 
hear any evidence of this typo, that he does not want to hear about 
any other religions, just about Scientology. The other side had 
offored a huge number of exhibits including all kinds of religious 
works, but the Judge would not receive them. Trial has been 
scheduled for June 7, 1971 at 9:30 A.li. tie will let you know what 
develops.

MEMORANDUM OF INTERVIEW

Mr. Tompkins did most of the talking while Mr. Bird took a few notes. 

Mr. Tompkins said he had a contract from Putman Publishing Company to write 
a book on Scientology. 1 recalled that Putman was the publisher of 
?lartin Gardner's book. In the Name of Science , which contains a chapter on 
Dianetics. Mr. Tompkins quickly let roe know he had read Gardner's book and 
considered it very misleading and superficial. 

I then explained to Mr. Tompkins that, since the Food and Drug Administration 
is currently Involved In litigation concerning the 2-Meter, I could not 
discuss the case other than to provide him with information from the public 
records, and I offered to give him the court decisions. He said he had 3een 
all of these, and I asked if he had the decision by the 9th Circuit. He said 
he had not heard of it and I gave him a copy. 

Mr. Tompkins lectured me at length on my duty as a representative of the 
Government to tell him in plain terms what the case was all about— 
especially what the Government thinks i9 wrong about the E-Meter. I 
explained, without comprehension or agreement by him, why I could not 
discuss a matter pending before the courts and suggested that he talk to 
the U. S. Attorney handling the case (Mr. Dadell). He said he would do 
this. 

I also suggested that he attend the trial. He replied that he was under' 
pressure from Putman to deliver his manuscript by the end of April. I 
then pointed out that this va3 another reason why I should not make any 
pre-trial statements, and asked, him whether he should go to press with a 
book that did not cover the trial. He said he would take this up with 
Putman, but in any case the book would not be published for some months 
after the trial was finished. 
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Part of the above conversation was taped by Mr. Tompkins, who shut off 
this machine when I told him it was useless to press me for any further 
discussion of the case. 

Mr. Tompkins professed not to understand the Government's charges. I 
referred him to the text of the original seizure libel, which he said 
he had seen, a3 well as the complete record of the original trial. He 
declared they did not tell him anything—and sounded to him like "gobbledy gook." 

Mr. Tompkins was interested in how the FDA became interested in Scientology 
and I informed him about the earlier seizure of Dianezene vitamin tablets 
for radiation sickness. He wanted to know more about this and I said I 
would send him a copy of the Notice of Judgment. (This has been done.) 

He was also interested in seeing the FDA records concerning this case and 
others at the Federal Records Center. 

Mr. Tompkins has no previously published book in any FDA area. His 
publications are listed in the attached material prepared by the 
Bureau of Drugs Library.

Wo regret the delay in renpondlng to your letter of February 18, 

1071. Our mail haw been very henvy. 

Your letter raisen two questions regarding Scientology: (1) What 
is being done about its? practices in treating physical and mental 
illness, and (2) Its tax exemption status. 

(1) FDA first became involved with Scientology in 1958 when 
the Distribution Center of the Founding Church of Scientology, 
in Washington, D. C. f began selling, a vitamin mixture called 
"Dlanezone" as a preventative and treatment for radiation 
fitcknesH, which at that time was much feared by the public a« a 
consequence from "fall out" due to atomic weapons testing. In a 
seizure action, PDA charged that the medicine was falsely labeled, 
and some 21,000 tablets were destroyed by court order. 

In January 1963, 0. S. Marshals acting, on a court order seised 
some 200 electronic devices called "E-Meters," which were being 
distributed for use in the practice of Scientology. The Government 
charged that these devices were misbranded by false and misleading 
claims to treat effectively 70 percent of all physical and mental 
lllneoa, and that their labeling did not bear adequate directions 
for such uae3, as required by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 

The seizure was contested and the case went to trial before a 
U. S. District Court Jury on April 3, 1967. The trial lasted 
16 days and ended with a verdict thnt the devices were misbranded, 
and ns provided by law the Court dondemned them. 

An appeal was filed in the U. S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. The appellants argued that the E-Meter and its 
labeling were excused from complying with the Federal Feed,. Drug 
and Cosmetic Act because the Founding Church of Fcientoleg’ ura. 
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its members are a religious organization. On February 5, 1969, the 
Court of Appeals ruled that since the Government had not refuted 
this argument a finding, of false labeling could not be based on 
"doctrinal religious literature.' 5 At the same time the Court 
declared that even if Scientology vas a religion it would not 
rule that all of its literature was religious doctrine, or that 
public health laws have no application to the activities of a 
religion. A new trial was subsequently ordered and Is now in its 
pro! I miliary stages. 

The Food mid drug Admin I strat Ion bel lever,. that one of the K-Metcr 
In the practice called ‘Auditing" in Scientology in detrimental to 
public health because the device is not capable of diagnosing 
correctly or treating effectively either physical or mental ill¬ 
ness. We believe it can cause great harm by improper treatment 
or causing people to neglect securing of adequate professional 
treatment. 

Several injunction suits have been started by the Scientology 
organization to stop the Food and Drug Administration from pre* 
venting importation of the F-Meter devices which are made in 
Fnglnnd. in one of these cased the U. S. Court of Appeals for the 
*'th Circuit has ruled that "the Government may refune admisHion to 
any 'device* offered for Importation if it appears to be 'mis¬ 
branded' . . . The device In considered to he 'minbrnnded' if 
its labeling does not bear adequate directions for use.' The 
Court found "no infringement" of the freeJora of rel Igion under 
the Constitution. 

(2) Regarding the tax status of the Founding Church of Scientology 
the u. S. Court of Claims ruled on July 16, l q 69, that this organ¬ 
ization vas not exempt from income taxation because a substantial 
part of its income inured to the benefit of an individual.

This is in further refareece to our Bureau of Foods letter of 
January 6, 1971, ia response to your request for information 
about Professor Ehret'a fruit diet cure, the Macrobiotic diet, 
and Scientology. We regret the delay in replying. 

Scientology ; 

In January 1963, the United States District Court for the District 
of Columbia ordered the seizure of approximately 100 E-Metera from 
various locations in Washington, D.C. The E-Meters were seized 
because they were misbranded under the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act in that their labeling made false and misleading 
statements that the B-Heter was an adequate and effective remedy 
for practically all the diseases of man and in that the labeling 
of the B-Heter did not bear adequate directions for use tor the 
purposes for which the S-tteterc were intended. The B-Meter is a 
crude galvonomnter used in a process called "auditing** in a system 
called "Dlanetics" and "Scientology." This matter was tried before 
a jury in 1967. The jury found for the Government. The Claimants 
appealed this finding on two grounds. The first was that Scientology 
is a religion and that the books and other literature seized by tne 
Government as labeling were religious dogma and therefore immune 
under the First Amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
from any action under law; the second was that the seizure was 
illegal in violation of the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States which prohibits illegal searches and seizures. 


The Appeals Court ruled tnat there was no violation of the Fourth 
Amendment by the Government and that the seizure was made properly 
under the law. It further ruled that the Claimant had made a Prime 
Facie case that Scientology is a religion. The court said that if 
any of the literature that went to the jury had In fact been religious 
dogma, than it was before the Jury improperly because a court cannot 
consider the truck or falsity of religious dogma. Hie court found 
that some of the literature was not religious dogma and suggested

that on re-trial the Government might be able to prove that 
Scientology is not a religion at all or that there Is simply 
a religious overlay. At the original trial, the Government 
did not even consider Scientology's claim to be a religion, 
taking the position that the Government was enforcing the 
PDoiC Act in the interest of the public health, and not 
concerned one way or the other with religion. 

The Scientology seizure esse will be re-trled, probably in the 
Spring of 1971. 

Zen Macrobiotics ! 

Zen macrobiotics is a regimen of diet and philosophy originated 
by George Ohsava, a Japanese philosopher and world traveler. 

The principal parts of the philosophy are based on the premise 
that articles originating from .earth are "Yang” while articles 
originating elsewhere are "Yin." According to Mr. Ohsava, a 
proper balance of both Yin and Yang food is needed to reach 
the nirvana that complete observance of Zen macrobiotics 
promises. Mr. Ohsava has published several books claiming 
that any medical condition, from air sickness to wounds, can 
be cured with a properly balanced diet of Yin and Yang foods, 
with no other treatment necessary. Mr. Ohsawa's nutritional 
principles are oot sound, and irreparable iajury may result 
from use of such diets to treat serious conditions. 

On June 1, 1966, various foods and their accompanying labeling 
were seized in the possession of the Ohsava Foundation , Inc., 

New York, N.Y., on charges of misbranding. The labeling recommended 
use of the foods in the zen macrobiotic diet which caused malnutrition 
and even death by starvation., 

ghret's Mucus leas Diet Healing System ; 

‘’Professor" Arnold Ehret died in 1922. His tlieory that all foods 
of civilization, with tha exception of fruits, nuts, and green-leaf 
vegetables, ara mucus forming and therefore harmful are nutritional 
nonsense, his explanations of Che causes of various diseases are 
scientifically unsound. There is no medical evidence that Ehret's 
diet or fasting is effective in the treatment of the numerous Ills 
and ailments to which mankind is heir. A person with an organic 
disease undertaking the Mucusless Diec Healing System he advocates 
would aot only Jeopardize his chances of recovery but might cause 
his own untimely death. Although the "Professor" has been dead for

ia Prevent lor, ^ Magazine by Ehret Pub. (A), Beaumont, California. 
The Post Office Department has acted against this firm's 
fraudulent schemes to obtain money through the mails through 
false and fraudulent pretenses and promises that Ehret'8 books 
would help people avoid diseases, overcome all ailmeota by 
adhering to Ehrec'a dietary regimen, and that every day foods 
were killing people. For more details on the matter, you 
might consult your local postmaster.

1. Mr. Marrs advised Mr. Loftus that the Judge heard our argument 
today (2-23-71) on the Government's motion for Summary Judgement. 


2. Mr. Marrs said that Assistant U.S. Attorney Thompson^, discussed 
the legal merits of the 9th Circuit decision. The Claimant's Attorney, 
Mr. Craig Gagnon, said that the 9th Circuit did not have a proper 
opportunity to examine the case regarding all the £lrs t Amendment 
ramifications.

Zrs January 1963, United States Marshals acting pursuant to a court 
order filed with the United States District Court for the District 
of ColuB&la, soloed a number of lnatruneute called ''Srbe ter a" and 
a quantity of the literature which misbranded the E-Meters at the 
Scientology organization In Washington, D. C. Then was no order 
from the President. The G overnmen t'a complaint alleged that the 
E-Mat are were misbranded because of fain and misleading claims 
which had been made far them in the literature, and also because 
their labeling did not bear adequate directions for use for treating 
a wlda variety of disease conditions discussed in the literature. 

The case come to trial before a jury in 1967. The jury found for 
the Government. The claimants appealed the decision to the Doited 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. The Circuit Court reversed the 
decision, stating that the case had been improperly framed by the 
Government, mad suggesting that the case bo retried. The case was 
appealed on two basest the allegation that the seizure Itself 
was an Illegal search In violation of the Fourth Amendment: and the 
allegation that Scientology la a religion end that its books and 
the 3-Meteors are therefore tram me to seizure. The Circuit Court 
found that the seizure action bad not been an illegal search and 
seizure aa claimed by the Founding Church of Scientology. 

With regard to the First Amendment situation, the Government bad 
not token a position one way or the other as to whether Scientology 
whs or was not a religion. The Circuit Court found Chat since

the Pounding Church of Scientology put into evidence a prion facia

Subject : Scientology 


1. I returned Mr. Zelenko's call of 1/11/71. He asked me if I could 
give him general background information (in a specific short document) 
on Scientology. I said we could--that there have been some good 
general articles in Life Magazine . in Today's Health . and in other 
publications. I mentioned the current book Scientology The Now Religion . 
I asked him if he could give us a general idea of what the Committee 

is exploring so that I could discuss what we have more effectively. 

He said "no," that they're just making a general inquiry. In our 
earlier telephone conversation on 1/8/71, Mr. Zelenko indicated the 
Committee had a complaint, but he did not say whether it was against 
Scientology or the Government. 

2. Mr. Zelenko said he had not yet received from us the copy of the 
pre-trial order in the seizure case. I apologized for the delay--(I 
had told him we would send him a copy during an earlier telephone 
conversation on l/8/71)--and advised him a copy would go out today. 

3. Mr. Zelenko asked me if the Government was going to defend the 
issue of what he called the "bona fides of the religion." I told him 
this was a matter of legal strategy and that I am not a lawyer. I 
said the Government will definitely offer evidence in regard to the 
first four issues in the pre-trial order. 

4. Mr. Zelenko indicated he will telephone Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Nathan Dodell and that he might call Mr. Alvin Gottlieb of our General 
Counsel.

JANIES 31. CARTER, Circuit Judge: 

This appeal involves an alleged deprivation of rights protected 
by the United States Constitution and the Civil Rights Act of 1%-i 
(42 U.S.C.$§ 19S1.19S3). 

Appellant is a California non-profit corporation, organized for 
the ostensible purpose of disseminating religious doctrine as “Sci¬ 
entology.” 1 The “Hubbard E-mcter” is an instrument that is 
allegedly essential to the practice of Scientology. The E-meter is 
manufactured in the United Kingdom and is, in fact, a simple skin 
galvanometer that crudely, measures changes in electrical resist¬ 
ance in the human body. The Food and Drug Administration re¬ 
fused to allow the importation of E-meters because they were 
deemed to be “devices” (21 U.S.C. § 321(h)) that appeared to be 
“misbranded” in that they did not bear adequate instructions for

use (21 U.S.C. § 352(f)(1)). The refusal was based, inter alia, on 
a successful condemnation action against certain E-meters in the 
District Court for the District of Columbia [United States v. An 
Article of Device . . . E-mcicr tD.C, Civ.Xo. DCl-1963 (1007))3- 
The E-metcrs here in quest ion were seized ami detained by Post 
Ofiice and Customs officials on the ground that they were in viola¬ 
tion of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

After the instruments were seized, appellant received a hearing 
before the Food and Drug Administration in Los Angeles on Aug¬ 
ust 6, 196$. The 'nearing examiner concluded that the E-meters did 
not bear adequate instructions for use and. therefore, that they 
could not be imported into this country. Upon considering the rec¬ 
ord of the hearing and other available information, the Food mid 
Drug Administration concluded that the E-mctor devices appeared 
to be misbranded within the meaning of 21 U.S.C. § 352(f)(1). as 
alleged in the notice of seizures and made the determination of 
misbranding. 

Appellant then filed this suit: (a) to enjoin the F.D.A. from 
refusing admission of the E-mvter.s into the United States; (b) 
to enjoin the F.D.A. from compelling the return of the devices 
to their country of origin; atul (e) for $-0,000.00 in damages to 
persons in the class affected. The district court granted the Uov- 
ernment’s motion for summary judgment. Thereafter, appellant 
filed a motion for relief from judgment on the basis that, in the 
interim, the I>.C. District Court's earlier condemnation of certain 
E-motors had been reversed by the D.C. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Founding Church of Scientology v. United States (D.C.Cir.) 
409 F.2d, 1140, cert, denied 39G U.S. 963 (1969). The motion was 
denied. hVe affirm. 


Discussion 

The Government may refuse admission to any “device” offered 
for importation if it appears to be “misbranded” [21 U.S.C. § 
3Sl(a)]. The term “device” is defined as “instruments, apparatus, 
and contrivances . . . intended (1) for use in the diagnosis, cure, 
mitigation, treatment, or prevention of disease in man .... [21 
U.S.C. § 321(h)3.” A device is considered to be “misbranded” 
if, inter alia, its labeling docs not bear adequate directions for use 
[21 U.S.C. § 352(f)], 
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1. Issues of Fact 

Appellant contends that the district court erred in granting sum¬ 
mary judgment- because there wore material issues of fact remain¬ 
ing. Appellant urges that those issues of fact were: (a) whether 
the E-mcler was used in the religious practices of Scientology; and 
(b) whether the E-melers were misbranded ? 

Tl:o issue of the E-meters’ alleged religious use is irrelevant here. 
The district court held that the exercise of religious freedom does 
nol include the freedom to violate the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act. We agree. 

The “misbranding” issue can be most accurately described as a 
question of scope of judicial review. The district court held that 
the E-mcter was a “device” within § 321(h) because it is intended 
.for use in the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, treatment, or prevention 
of disease in man. 3 All "devices” are subject to the Act’s branding 
requirements [21 U.S.C. § 352], 

§ 381(a) requires only that the device appear to lie misbranded, 
C-ici vests dvio it.i i!!£ti.o.1's tl'c? discroti^n n f t)i*» nf 

Health, Education, and Welfare. The Secretary's determinal inn nf 
misbranding is not subject to judicial alteration unless it was arbi¬ 
trary and capricious. Sugarman r. Forbragd (9 Cir. 19GS) 405 
F.2d 1189. 

First, there were no allegations in the complaint that the Secre¬ 
tary’s determination of misbranding was arbitrary or capricious. 
The real issue tendered by the complaint was an asserted violation 
of civil rights, to-wit religious freedom. 

Second, the district court found the action was not arbitrary or 
capricious. In determining that the E-meters appeared to be mis- 
bi'anded, the Secretary could consider: (a) appellant’s literature 
that contains diagnostic and therapeutic claims for the E-nmter; 
(b) appellant’s admission that the devices are ineffective for any 
medical therapeutic purpose: (c) the absence of instructions for 
use on the labeling of the devices: and (d) the prior adjudication 
by the D.C. District Court that the E-meters were in fact mis¬ 
branded devices. In view of this evidence, the district court con- 


-The Seventh Circuit upheld the same finding with regard to a similar 
skin galvanometer in United Stales v. Ellis Research Labs (7 Cir. lSd2) 
300 F.2d 550. 
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eluded that appellant had failed to establish any arbitrary or ca¬ 
pricious action by the Secretary. We agree. 

Appellant argues that Sugarman’s limitation on judicial review 
is inapplicable here because the Secretary has ignored the Congres¬ 
sional mandate to exempt 1’ioui the Act's branding requirements 
any device as to which labeling would not he necessary tor the pro¬ 
tection of the public health [21 U.S.C. § 3'>2(ft]. Appellant con¬ 
tends that E-meters are non-injurious and, therefore, should have 
been exempted. We think that the Hubbard E-meter is akin to the 
device in issue in Drown r. United States (!) Cir. 1952) 103 F.2cl 
99S. In Drown, this court held: 

“While the instruments may be harmless in themselves, their 
. danger lies in the possibility that ‘ignorant and gullible per¬ 
sons are likely to rely upon them instead of seeking profes¬ 
sional advice for conditions they are rep resell tod relieve or 
prevent’ [IDS F.2d at lOOG}.” 

In this sense, appellant's E-meters cannot be considered harmless 
and, therefore, the Act’s brrirulin'* provisions are applicable. Sea 
also United Slates v, Ellis Research Labs. (7 Cir. 19G2) 300 F.2d 
550. 

2. First Amendment Violations 

Appellant contends that, in making t!;o determination of ‘‘mis¬ 
branding,” the court must have considered and evaluated Scien¬ 
tology ’s religious literature in violation of its Fire* Amendment 
rights. The district court found that the appellant had conceded 
that the E-meter devices were ineffective for any medical or thera¬ 
peutic purposes. Appellant asserts that the devices are used solely 
as a confessional aid in Scientology, and that the detention of the 
devices by the Government unlawfully interferes with appellant's 
religious freedom. 

■ In Founding Church, supra, the D.C. Circuit held that the court 
could not constitutionally evaluate the truth or falsity of the medi¬ 
cal claims made in Scientology's “religious” literature, citing 
United States r. Ballard (1944) 322 U.3. 7S. The statute in issue 
there was 21 U.S.C. § 334(a), which provides that a device is mis¬ 
branded if its “labeling” bears false or misleading claims. The 
court reversed the decree of condemnation on the ground that 
“some of that literature was at least prima facie religious doctrine, 
and that the jury, as it was instructed, could have found against 
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the E-metcr by finding raise statements in 'labeling’ which was at 
the same time religious doctrine.” 400 F.2d at 11G4-. The court 
specifically reserved, however, the issue of whether ‘‘a drug or 
device used in a religion is subject to condemnation as ‘mis¬ 
branded' if its labeling is found to lack .. . adequate directions for 
use [21 U.S.C. § 302(f)].” 40!) F.2d at 1162. 

In determining the E-mctcr’s intended use, the court could val¬ 
idly consider the appellant’s publications that discuss the device’s 
applications. Nature. Fuad Centres, Inc. r. United States (1 Cir. 
1963) 310 F.2d 67; United States r. Article of Frag . . . Capsules 
(3 Cir. I960) 362 F.2d 923; Alberta Food Prod’s c. United States 
(9 Cir. 1952) 194 F.2d 463. Unlike the ‘‘mislabeling’' section in¬ 
volved in Founding Church, the court here could determine the 
E-meter's intended use without evaluating the truth or falsity of 
any related “religious” claims. To the contrary, appellant 's claims 
in its literaluru regarding the applications of the device in the 
practice of religion were presumed to be true for the purpose of 
determining its intended use. "We find no infringement of First 
Amendment rights. 

3. Potpourri 

Appellant contends that the district court misapplied the doc¬ 
trine of res judicata by allegedly relying completely on the district 
court result in Founding Church. Appellant is mistaken. The dis¬ 
trict court's opinion does not contain any mention of the doctrine 
of res judicata. The court only referred to the district court deri¬ 
sion in Founding Church as a fact, among others, that the Govern¬ 
ment could have reasonably relied upon in deciding to refuse ad¬ 
mission to the E-meters pursuant to 21 U.S.O. § 3Sl(a). During 
the pendency of the appeal in the District of Columbia, such reli¬ 
ance would seem to be quite proper. The subsequent reversal by 
the D.C. Circuit does not require reversal here, because the doctrine 
of res judicata was never applied. 

Finally, appellant asserts that the E-meters are not misbranded 
because they bear diselamatory labels, to-wit: “Xot intended or 
effective for the diagnosis, treatment, or prevention of any disease. ” 
Such labels, however, were found to appear on less than half of the 
devices seized. Furthermore, labels of disclaimer are not control!-— 
ing, but are to be considered together with any extrinsic evidence 
of the device’s intended use (e.g. publications, advertisements, etc.) 
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Alberti/ Food Prod’s v. United States (9 Cir.1952) 194 P.2 cl 4B3. 
There is ample evidence to support the court's finding of the di¬ 
meter's intended use. 

Vi'e find appellant’s allegations'of error to be without merit. The 
judgment of the district court is affirmed.

On December 9;1970 Bud Loftia and I visited the home of Jack Horner 
and interviewed him and John McMastera. Both are former scientologists 
idiom I had interviewed on November 19, 1970. 

Mr. Homer reviewed his early adult life and association with Scientology 
from 1950 through 1965* Mr; Homer stated he was in the South Pacific 
theatre doing World War II and became interested in Science Fiction. After 
the war he obtained a college degree in English and Journalism and undertook 
graduate work in Psychology. At that time he began to feel dissatisfied 
with Psychology and felt it was doing nothing with people other than 
categorizing them. It was at this time that he read the book Dianetlcs and 
concluded that Dianetlcs was what Psychology should be. He then enrolled

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in the first course given by L. Ron Hubbard Sr., on this subject in 
Elizabeth, New Jersey. From 1950 to 1952 he worked on his own subject 
matter related to Scientology. In 1952 he went to Saint Hill Manor, Sussex, 
Eng la n d to study Scientology and was in and out of the Scientology Organization 
for several years thereafter. He did teach advanced clinical courses in 
Scientology at Saint Hill, Sussex. In 1955 he vent to South Africa to teach 
Scientology there. He remained through 1957 when he returned to the United 
States. 

Mr. Horner stated his first break with scientology came in i960 over 
teaching techniques. Shortly thereafter he reentered the organization and 
remained active through 19^5* He stated that he become the first class six 
auditor in the Scientology organization. He stated that he procured funds 
for his schooling in Scientology by being paid in advance for auditing that 
he performed throughout the United States. 

Mr. Horner stated his final break with Scientology came in 1955 when he 
received a fair game letter and a shooting letter (refer to as R2-45) letter 
from the Scientology Organization. The former letter informed Mr. Horner he 
was subject to any or all actions from scientologist; and the latter suggested 
he use a 45 caliber pistol to exteriorize himself. Mr. Horner stated he was 
never shot at by the Scientology Organization but believes a Bob Beck did 
have shots taken at him by scientologists. 

Mr. McMasters then entered the conversation and commented an violence 
within the Scientology Organization. Mr. McMasters stated when he was with 
L. Ron Hubbard Sr., in 196Q he saw written documents prepared by Mr. Hubbard 
ordering an ethic mission to Los Angeles. Mr. McMasters stated he requested 
L. Ron Hubbard Sr. not order this mission but was disregarded. 

Mr. McMasters stated L. Ron Hubbard Sr. has been kicked out of Greece 
for the practice of shocking scientologists aboard ship by throwing them 
overboard while the ship was clocked in the harbor. Mr. McMasters stated these 
incidents were performed before Greek officials and that it was ruddy bad 
manners to do such acts while guests in a foreign country. Mr. McMasters 
stated he himself was thrown overboard one morning when he failed to be the 
morning chaplain. He claims that he was never informed that he was to be chap¬ 
lain that day. 

Mr. McMasters stated L. Ran Hubbard Sr. is a chronic hypocondxiac and 
that he in in constant need of medical attention from the nurses and a 
doctor aboard ship. Me; McMasters stated Hubbard has a medicine cabinet full 
of drugs which he is always taking. 

Mr. McMasters defined "Love" a3 life worth living, being effective at 
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what one is doing, and expression of winning, and happiness, 

Mr. McMasters stated "dianetics" is mental therapy and cures psychosomatic 
illnesses* He stated Scientology was a religion although he was flabergasted 
and laughed at L, Ron Hubbard Sr, when the latter appointed him the first 
"Pope" of Scientology in 1966, Mr. McMasters stated an attempt is being made 
to organize Scientology in the Roman catholic structure and t. Ron Hubbard Sr. 
wishes to build a church hierarchy. Mr. McMasters stated Scientology is not a 
religion in England or South Africa and that Scientology has no deity. 

Mr. McMasters stated that he has recently signed a affidavit for Bob 
Thomas, Scientology guardian in Los Angeles stating that scientolcgy is 
workable today. Mr. McMasters stated by this affidavit he has made peace 
with the Scientology Organization. 

Mr. McMasters talked about directive counseling (auditing) and stated 
it la' a workable method of treating psychosomatic illnesses. He does feel 
Scientology can get along without the E-Meter. 

Mr. McMasters stated sclentology does not set out to cure people of 
disease by design but that chronic conditions may disappear with auditing. 

Mr. McMasters stated L. Ron Hubbard Sr. turned totally anti-medical 
in 1964 when a Bill Parsons, a scientologist at Saint Hill was given a total 
blood transfusion with blood of the wrong type and subsquently died. 

Mr. Horner stated a Millen Bellknap of Ireland designed the cross used 
in sclentology. Mr. Horner explained this as an exploding cross symbolising 
all of man's religion. 

Mr. McMasters states L. Ron Hubbard Sr. is forcing his daughter Diana 
into the role of successor in sclentology and Hubbard Intends to return as 
the first son of Diana In the perpetuation of sclentology. 

Mr. McMasters related the recent incident of harrassment on September 
18,19BO when he entered the United States at New York. Mr. McMasters stated 
he was accosted by Federal Agents and asked to strip. He and his possessions 
were examined for LSD or any other contraband. Mr. McMasters stated a man 
named "Joe" was in charge of this investigation. Mr. McMasters did not know 
the identity of these people but believed they were falsely tipped off by 
the Sclentology Organization. Mr. McMasters stated "Joe" gave a phone 
number of: 212/620-3701. 

Mr. McMasters stated the E-Meter does nothing and claimed he wished to 
help in any way that would better inform the public. 
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Mr.. Homer called the E-Meter a measuring dervlce and feared federal 
action vouia result In the loss of a useful tool. He stated he did not 
wish to see the E-Meter destroyed because of claims made by L. Ron Hubbard 
Sr. Mr. Homer added that he would assist In the prevention of false claims 
including those used by him at his personal creative freedom center in West 
Los Angeles (International Association of Diagnologists). 

Mr. Homer stated a James F. Pinkham, 3902 Spruell Court, Kensington, 
Maryland (phone: 301/94-2-1932) does all the taping for his personal 
creative freedom center and Mr. Pinkham did all the taping for L. Ron Hubbard 
Sr. when associated with Hubbard. Mr. Pinkham no longer does taping for 
the Scientology Organization. 

At this point Mr. Homer stated he had to attend a Screen Actor's Guild 
meeting and would have to discontinue the interview. Mr. Homer stated he 
is a card carrying member OS the Screen Actor's Guild and acts on a patfc-time 
basis. 

Mr. McMasters stated that he would be leaving for South Africa in a 
week or two and would contact me at the time of departure. 

Before leaving Mr. Homer provided us with xerox copies of a newsletter 
put out under the letterhead of Association of International Diagnologists 
and an open letter from John McMasters, both of which he claims are forgeries 
The former intimates the association is in difficulty and the latter intimates 
John McMasters is a homosexual. These letters are attached.

In response to questions from me 
and Mr. Loftus, Charles Berner reiterated some of his statements to me on 
12/3/70 and provided us with additional inforctttlon in response to question¬ 
ing. 


Mr. Berner compared Scientology with Abilitism, his religion. 

Mr. Berner stated the purpose of life in Abilitism is the fulfillment of 
understanding of each other. He stated the purpose of life in Scientology 
is to play better games and thereby create an affect. 

Mr. Berner stated the techniques of Abilitism are concerned with the 
creation of understanding. He atatad the techniques of Scientology are 
concerned with the discharge and erasure of engrains. 

Mr. Berner stated the religious symbols such as the cross and the 
religious ceremonies such as marriages and funerals, ware introduced into 
Scientology to create an affect of an orthodox religion. Mr. Berner believes 
Scientology is a religion, with or without these symbols. Mr. Berner stated 
there is a workability to Scientology.

Mr. Berner stated the process known as auditing is not always 
stated as a religious practice in Scientology. He stated that 
L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. has claimed Scientologists can heal with auditing. 

Mr. Berner stated when he was associated with Scientology the 
organization claimed a new member would not have to leave his own 
religion in order to become a Scientologist. At that time the 
Scientology organization did not practice being a religion. Mr. Berner 
was associated with Scientology from 1950 through 1965 and was employed 
for a short time by the Scientology organization in 1962. 

Mr. Berner stated he received a fair game order in 1968 which 
demonstrated the absence of ethical standards in the Scientology 
organization. Thi3 letter put Mr. Berner on notice that he was libel 
for any and all actions perpetrated against him by anyone in the 
Scientology organization. 

Mr. Berner stated he also received letters indicating he should 
apply technique R2-45 to himself. This particular technique is a route 
whereby an individual places a 45 caliber pistol to his head and'associ- 
ates himself from his body. 

Mr. Berner defined "divine" as static, no physical entity and the 
pwer of life. He also explained In brief Confucianism, early Confucianism 
and Zln Buddhism. 

Mr. Berner stated he knows a Richard Halpern, 68 Hlghridge, Ridgefield 
Connecticut, who has also received letters of disconnection from the 
Scientology organization. 

Mr. Berner stated he considers Scientology a threat to the general 
health and welfare of the public. 

Mr. Berner provided us with all his literature and correspondence 
on Scientology. Mr, Berner requested we return a portion, which was done. 
With the exception of the attached 6 exhibits, the remainder of the infor¬ 
mation has already been forwarded to Mr. Loftus.

At that time, he was contacted by an old friend 
of his who asked that they meet at tha friend's Beverly Hills office. When 
Mr. Hubbard arrived at that office. Bob Thomas, Scientology Guardian for 
Los Angeles, was there and Informed Mr. Hubbard that his IRS testimony had 
disturbed Mr. Hubbard's father and upset others in the Scientology organisa¬ 
tion. Mr. Thomas told Mr. Hubbard that it would be beneficial to the Scien¬ 
tology organization and to Mr. Hubbard if the situation could be squared. 

Mr. Hubbard considered this a threat.

In September 1969 Hr. Hubbard went down to Mr. Thomas* office and signed a 
counter deposition that had been prepared by the Scientology organization. 

Hr. Hubbard stated a legal staff representing the Scientology organization 
was present for that meeting, but be did not know or remember any of the 
individuals. 

He read the affidavit to Mr. Hubbard. Point Ntaober 3 in the affidavit states 
Mr. Hubbard gave deep consideration to his IRS testimony. Mr. Hubbard stated 
to us he gave no consideration and no review to this testimony before signing 
this counter deposition. 

Point Humber 5 of this counter deposition concerns why Scientology was in¬ 
corporated as s religion. Mr. Hubbard stated that It is partly true that 
Scientology Is a religion. 

Point Number 6 of this counter deposition concerns processing and any cure 
of specific diseases. Mr. Hubbard stated Scientology claimed diseases would 
leave the body when the person attained the condition known as "clear". 

This section of the affidavit also contains the word "Parishioner's." 

Mr. Hubbard stated he never used this word or heard it used in Scientology. 

He thinks it probably means someone desiring processing. 

Point Number 6 of this affidavit also contains references to Mr. Hubbard's 
knowledge of Christian Science and many other religions. Mr. Hubbard stated 
to us he knows nothing of Christian Science, He added that he did not know 
"faith healing" in the Episcopalian or Roman Catholic religions and conclu¬ 
ded that he was not aware of the procedures, prayers, philosophy or mechanics 
of other religions. 

Point Number 8 of this counter deposition concerns Mr. Hubbard's examination 
Into the cost of E-Meter. Mr. Hubbard stated to us he did not have any 
information or references provided him for a determination of the cost of an 
E-Meter at the time ha signed the affidavit. Mr. Hubbard stated he simply 
talked to a Don Breeding, a person in the electronic field involved in 
Scientology, for the purpose of evaluating the cost of an E-Meter. 

Point Nu&ber 9 In this affidavit concerns Mr. Hubbard's classification of 
his testimony as vengeful. Mr. Hubbard stated to us he did not make this 
testimony in a vengeful manner. 

The final paragraph of the counter deposition concerns Mr. Hubbard's state¬ 
ment that Scientology is a truly effective method for helping mankind. 

Mr. Hubbard stated to us Scientology is not an effective method for helping 
mankind. 
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Mr. Hubbard stated this counter deposition was written by the Scientology 
organization and that he was coerced into signing this affidavit. 

Mr.’ Hubbard stated he signed 3 copies of this affidavit and none of the 
copies contained any dollar figures for the coat of an E-Meter or the date 
of the affidavit. Mr. Hubbard requested a copy and was given one by the 
Scientology organization* 

Mr. Hubbard defined religion as one's own relationship with God. He con¬ 
siders this a spiritual relationship between "I" and God. He stated there 
is no God in Scientology, but rather one is a God unto.oneself. The supreme 
being or theta in Scientology is oneself. Each person in Scientology la 
a God. 

Mr. Hubbard stated because the total cause point, for the future, present 
and past, is oneself; individuals are totally isolated in Scientology. 

The Individual becomes the total cause within the individuals own universe. 

Mr. Hubbard explained that the view point of "soul” inNScientology differs 
from the orthodox concept of "soul" in that in Scientology one is the soul. 
There la no ownership in Scientology. X 

\ 

Mr. Hubbard added that because of the complete isolation in Scientology the 
individual, by postulate, causes all. 

Mr. Hubbard explained the cross symbol in Scientology (Christian Cross with 
Buddhist Symbol) as signifying never ending life. Mr. Hubbard stated Scien¬ 
tology transcends and includes all other religions. 

Mr. Hubbard stated Christ would be considered an operating Thetan in Scien¬ 
tology. 

Mr* Hubbard stated this state of beingness can be produced by Scientology on 
a routine basis. As an Illustration, Mr. Hubbard stated that he was declared 
temporarily clear about 5 times. 

Mr. Hubbard said his first major break in Scientology occurred when he realized 
that those who were declared "clear" In Scientology did not demonstrate, 
through their philosophies and working and operating abilities, this particu¬ 
lar spiritual level that they supposedly had attained. Mr. Hubbard believes 
that a "clear" should be able to demonstrate, in all aspects in life, health, 
action toward others, etc., this spiritual level. Mr. Hubbard stated that 
he has never seen a "clear" demonstrate such abilities.

Mr. Hubbard stated Scientology explains this paradox by stating that if those 
declared "clear" demonstrated these abilities, such demonstrations would be 
anti-survival for those of the lower class or below "clear". Such a demon¬ 
stration would cause hand ups among the people in the lower classes. 

Mr. Hubbard stated he has seen alleviation of physical ailments through 
Scientology treatments, but not cures of diseases. He illustrated this by 
stating Scientology may take care of the spirit and alleviate arthritis. 

Mr. Hubbard explained that Roman Catholics, orthodox Jews, and others belong¬ 
ing to orthodox religions were very hard to audit or process. 

Mr. Hubbard stated that upon entering Scientology people are asked to sign 
waivers stating that processing is for religious purposes. 

Mr. Hubbard stated Scientology claims to be the only method known to man 
with the answers to man's Illnesses. 

Mr. Hubbard stated that during processing an assessment is run through a 
new person in an attempt to find incidents in the persons' life (present or 
former) in which people were stuck. He stated that people expected to have 
treatment for illnesses, and that the expectation of having nothing wrong 
with the body upon being declared "dear" was presented by Scientology to the 
person. 

Mr. Hubbard stated that Scientologist only fool themselves and practice ama¬ 
teur psycho-therapy. 

Mr. Hubbard stated l>« Ron Hubbard, Sr. is strongly apposed to psychiatry be¬ 
cause that group serves as a common enemy for Scientology. Mr. Hubbard 
believes it is a precept of group control that there be a common enemy as 
well as a cocoon goal and psychiatry serves the purpose. He added that hyp¬ 
notists as well as psychiatrists were at one time a cocoon enemy, and that 
his father was once involved with hypnotists, but long ago dropped the asso¬ 
ciation. Specifically, L. Ron Hubbard, Sr., is opposed to the electric shock 
therapy practiced by psychiatrists, because such therapy may creat engrains 
which Scientology attempts to remove, Mr. Hubbard also stated that his 
father is opposed to lobotooy and related an incident where a psychiatrist 
performed 7 such operations in one day. 

Mr. Hubbard stated that although Scientology does claim that the E-Meter, 
among other things, is used in a procedure to relieve disease conditions, 
it is used as a spiritual guide. Mr. Hubbard stated auditing addresses the 
"I" spirit. Theta, ago, etc. 
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Mr. Hubbard stated that auditing la offered to people outside the church 
of Scientology for the purpose of bringing people Into Che organization, 
and building up the church. Mr. Hubbard stated that if one Is "clear" it 
la only logical to conclude that Scientology is the only answer. He feels 
that through such logic anything can be proven. 

Mr. Hubbard defined "clear" as the total Isolation of oneself and the crea¬ 
tion by an Individual of his own universe. 

Ha stated Scientology has created lte own universe In which no things are 
accidental. Mr. Hubbard concludes that Scientology, explained In this 
manner, is a philosophy to him. 

In explaining a religious philosophy Mr. Hubbard stated there is a worship 
situation in Scientology. Scientologist worship the "I". Mr. Hubbard 
stated that this explains the use of the word God In Scientology letters. 

"Tours in God" means "Tours in me". Mr. Hubbard stated that God la the 
eighth dynamic or the Supreme Being. Mr. Hubbard stated that there la really 
no God in Scientology, just individuals and that every Individual la a god. 

Mr. Hubbard stated there Is a game condition in Scientology. Ha stated 
that a large universe has been created, individually and in consort, within 
Scientology, creating the game which la now played by game players. He 
stated that Scientology now attempts to further reduce people to pawns In 
this game and to push bodies around. Mr. Hubbard stated his father con¬ 
siders himself a nuclear physicist, although he failed after one semester 
of physics at George Washington University. Mr. Hubbard stated that his 
father holds a degree from Sequoia University, Los Angeles, a diploma mill. 

Mr. Hubbard stated there are few people In Scientology who are associated 
with religions. He knew of a few Roman Catholic Priests in Ireland who 
became associated with the organization during an investigation by the Roman 
Catholic Church and a South African Bishop who did join Scientology. 

Mr. Hubbard stated his mother (Louis or Polly Grub) is now deceased. She 
remarried John Ochs and resided at Gap, Pennsylvania, at the time of her 
death six years ago. His mother remarried Arnold Morton, now deceased, 
after divorcing L. Ron Hubbard Sr., In 1947. 

Mr. Hubbard stated his father married a Hollister after divorcing Mr. Hubbard's 
mother. Mr. Hubbard stated shortly thereafter his father remarried Mary Sue 
who was with him at the time L. Ron Hubbard Sr. wrote the thesis on Dyanetics 
in 1947. He stated that his father moved around a lot and at one time was 
kicked out of Elizabeth, Hew Jersey by the State Board of Medical Examiners. 

Mr. Hubbard stated his father became involved in a power struggle with a 
Mr. Purcel over copyrights to some of his publications in the state of 
Kansas. 
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Hr. Hubbard stated his father copyrighted his publications to prevent the 
growth of counter organisations. Mr. Hubbard stated that as a young boy 
he lived a great deal with grandparents since his father was traveling ex¬ 
tensively. 

Mr. Hubbard stated that the E-Meter came Into use In 1952. He believes 
Scientology can get along without the E-Meter and that the Scientology 
organization has been back-peddling auditing, preparing for the continua¬ 
tion of Scientology without use of the B-Meter. 

Mr. Hubbard stated tho E-Mster is used to detect when e person la clear on 
a subject. The needle is floating at that state. 

Mr. Hubbard stated there is self-processing with the E-Meter in the Scien¬ 
tology organization. 

Mr. Hubbard stated the meaning of "clear” today Is the same as in the 1950's. 
Re stated that the procedure used to attain the level of "clear" has changed 
in that previous procedures were negated by L. Son Hubbard Sr., and new 0T 
levels created by L. Ron Hubbard Sr. Mr. Hubbard stated he had been cleared 
briefly several times and felt no different after being declared "clear" 
by his father. Mr. Hubbard stated he himself was checked out with a E-Meter 
but had received very little auditing. Mr. Hubbard stated that he believed 
in processing while in the Scientology organization. 

Mr. Hubbard stated he made no money while in the organization and stated 
his father's recent policy that no one would profit from Scientology prevents 
members from leaving the organization. 

Mr. Hubbard stated that after leaving the organization in late 1959, he 
earned $32,000 in one year by processing people throughout the country. Ha 
did not pay the expected 101 royalty to Scientology, (L. Ron Hubbard Foun¬ 
dation, Washington, D. C.) during this year of processing. He stated that 
splinter groups are required to do this when auditing outside the Sciento¬ 
logy organization. He added that although this was permitted, people could 
only be audited up to a certain level, and had to be referred to the Scien¬ 
tology organization for higher level processing. 

Mr. Hubbard stated he felt his father would take him back into the Sciento¬ 
logy organization if asked. Mr. Hubbard stated that it is Mary Sue Hubbard, 
his father's wife, who does the torpedoing in the Scientology Organization.

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Mr. Hubbard stated that the Scientology organisation uses the vord "missions’ 1 
because the organization is a church. The word "Rites" is used to designate 
funnerala, weddings, etc. Mr. Hubbard added that Scientologist's believe 
everything written by L. Ron Rubbardj'Sr., is true and considered "dogma". 

Mr. Hubbard stated that Scientology is a science with axioms and stable 
datusk. He stated that L. Ron Hubbard, Sr., has set known researched pro¬ 
cedures that lead positively toward a known goal, (the level"clear")» 

Mr. Hubbard stated that it is very difficult for his father to listen to 
anyone else. Including the legal staff employed by the Scientology organi¬ 
sation. He stated that Scientology first began to listen to legal counsel 
after the first HEW action. Mr. Hubbard feels that Scientology is opera¬ 
ting on thin ice because the organization lacks financing and there are no 
big supporters for the organization's extensive legal financing. 

Mr. Hubbard stated he has been a sales representative in the home and at 
the store for the Singer Sewing Company for one year after leaving the 
0. S. Post Office Department. He feels that his father would not allow 
anyone in the organization to harm him or his family, but he fears disturbed 
people associated with the Scientology organization may cause harm to him 
or his family. 

Mr. Hubbard stated in the early 1960's, his wife informed him he would have 
to choose between Scientology and her. Mr. Hubbard stated he is of the 
Episcopalian faith at the present, es is Mrs. Hubbard. Mr. Hubbard stated 
he discussed Scientology at length with an Episcopalian Priest In 1963 
who "straightened him out". 

Hr. Hubbard stated that he is not hostile to his father on a personal basis 
and considers his father legally sane. He stated hla father can be reached 
through cable communication,("LRH") In Dennark, but he does not know the 
whereabouts of "The Ship Appolo". Mr. Hubbard stated the only contact 
L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. has with him or his family is vis Christmas cards.that 
L. Ron Hubbard Sr., sends to his grandchildren. 

With respect to Orthodox religious terminology use by Scientology, Mr. Hubbard 
stated that the rationale behind making people "ministers" in Scientology 
was that as ministers of the faith, these people could audit others. 

Mr. Hubbard stated he knew Jack Horner, whom he last saw about six months 
ago. He considers Horner's International Society of Dianologi3ts a Philo¬ 
sophical organization. Mr. Hubbard stated he has never met John McMastera, 
although he knew McMastera was currently staying with the Horners.

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Mr. Hubbard stated he did not know Bob Thomas until he met him in Los Angeles 
in July of 1969. Mr. Hubbard feels that Thomas has neutralized him through 
the counter deposition* 

Mr. Hubbard stated that he believes that Scientology.Organisation no longer 
places ads in newspapers soliciting sick people as they did in older days. 

With respect to Scientology being a game, Mr. Hubbard concluded that the 
creator of the game, L. Ron Hubbard, Sr., now totally believes in the game* 

Although Mr. Hubbard does not fear physical violence from the organization, 
he does fear physical harrossasent, as in the form of the IS to 20 letters 
he received from the scientology organization after testifying in the IRS 
trial. 

The interview with Mr. Hubbard was discontinued at this point and he stated 
that he would be willing to discuss the matter further with us any time in 
the future.

Mr. Berner could not recall any other incidents of harassment or 
threat. 

Mr* Berner stated the Sea-Org was the same as the Ethics Board in 
Scientology and was the "onforcer"within the organization. He stated It 
is staffed with non-U.S. Citizens and the only way to:curb its activities 
was with the aid of Interpol. 

Mr. Berner stated he believes Scientology Is « religion because the 
root of the philosophy is spiritual. He added that Scientology treats 
the body through the spirit. He believes L. Ron Hubbard, Sr* does wish to 
help people and that Scientology does indeed help people. He feels, 
however, that the Scientology Organization is now militant, mean, destructive 
and a damaging organization, because of the militant control exercised upon 
Scientology members. 

Mr. Berner stated Scientology is not a non-profit organization. Re 
did not know what happens to the money taken in by the organization, but 
stated he roomed for a short while with a former treasurer of the organization 
at St. Hill Manor, Sussex, England. This person was John Lawrence, Jr., 
now residing in ArrwRock, Missouri, as is John Lawrence, Sr., his father. 

Mr. Berner stated he considers L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. paranoid, schizo¬ 
phrenic and suffering from megloaania. Re stated L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. is 
insane. He believes L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. goes to any means to accomplish 
his goal of conquering the plant, employing the pilosophy of "the end 
justifying the means." He stated that ha personally visited L. Ron Hubbard, 3r 
in 1962 at St. Hill Manor, Sussex and tried unsuccessfully to cure his paranoia 
Mr. Berner first met L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. in 1953. 

I asked Mr. Berner if he knew of chain-locker practices existing within 
the organization. He replied that he had never been aboard the Scientology 
ship and never witnessed such Incidents. He referred me to Bernard Green, 
head of the Awareness Center, West End Avenue, New York City, for information 
regarding chain locker treatment of Scientologists. Mr. Berner reported that 
Green's 4 year old step-soc was placed in a chain locker by L. Ron Hubbard,Sr. 
Mr. Green has subsequently filed law suites because of this. 

I discontinued the interview at this point and informed Mr. Berner I 
probably would like to talk to him again. He replied he would talk to me at 
any time.

On 12/3/70 I interviewed Mr. Charles Berner at 617 N. Larchmont, 
Hollywood, Calif. (213/466*0663). Mr. Berner is the head of the Institute 
of Ability, a religious organization with Uorld Headquarters at the end 
of Crystal Creek Road, Lucerne Valley, Calif., (714/248-7007), and a 
branch at 617 N. Larchmont. I was referred to Mr. Berner by Mr. and Mrs, 
Jack Horner who stated Berner was a former Scientologist. 

I had previously phoned Mr. Berner at Lucerne Valley an<Tarranged 
to meet him when he came to the Hollywood Branch. When I met Mr. Berner 
and identified myself, he scrutinized my credentials and recorded my 
identification number. Ha explain that ha wished to be very careful and 
sure of to whom he was speaking. Mr. Berner then stated he would talk to 
me provided I understood his religion permitting him to tell only the 
truth, regardless of who it benefited or detrimented. 

Mr. Berner appears to be about 35 years old. In response to my 
questions he related the following information. 

Mr. Berner is a High School graduate and has received formal education 
in Physics and Engineering, although he holds no advance degree.

Mr. Berner became acquainted with Scientology in June 1950. During 
the years 1954 through 1957 he was the President of the Church of Scientology 
of California and was instrumental in procuring non-profit status for that 
organization. He relinquished the presidency to Julia L. Salman around 1957 
and believes that organization was no longer non-profit under the leadership 
of Julia Salman. 

Mr. Berner was an employee for the Scientology organization for a six 
week period in 1962. This was his only period of employment by Scientology. 

Mr. Berner remained rem ai ned associated with Scientology until 
February, 1965, when he was declared a "Suppressive" and an " Enemy" by 
L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. an/excommunicated from the Scientology organization. 

Mr. Berner stated he wa3 the first person to be declared "Enemy Number 1." 

1 asked Mr. Berner why ha was declared these things by L. Ron Hubbard, 
Sr. 


Mr. Berner replied that he was told by L. Ron Hubbard, Sr. to atop 
using particular Scientology teachings that he himself(Berner) had been 
taught by the organization. Mr. Berner refused, 

Mr. Berner added that he also refused to do things demanded by L. Ron 
Hubbard, Sr. that he (Berner) considered unethical. These included appearing 
on juries within the organization for the purpose of unfairly condemning 
people in Scientology. Mr. Berner also felt there were numerable monetary 
injustices imposed upon members in the form of required training. Mr. Berner 
stated he spent a total of $124,000 on Scientology training. 

Following his excommunication Mr. Berner received about 250 "Letters 
of Disconnection" from Scientology members. These letters informed him 
of his ostracism and also contained pornographic material. 

In the fall of 1965, Mr. Berner received a "Fair Game Order" from the 
organization, informing him he was now fair game for any and all acta. 

Mr. Berner stated he received other life threatening letters from the 
organization and went to the FBI in Los Angeles and Mohave, Calif. (Mahave 
station subsequently moved to Barstow). 

Mr. Berner stated on 5/30/68 (Memorial Day) Mailing Lists and Tape 
Recordings were stolon from his Institute of Ability, then located at 
1162 Placentia, Costa Mesa, Calif. Mr. Berner stated he believes this was 
doing of the Scientology Organization, considering what was stolen. Office 
equipment at the Institute, worth more than $5,000, was not taken by the 
culprits. This Incident was investigated by the local police.

In September 1968, two incidents occurred which Hr. Berner described 
as threats to his life. 

The first involved forgery of Jack Homer's signature on a letter 
sent to Earner and on a contract signed with the Los Angeles Herald 
Examiner for advertising space. Both latter and the ad concerned an 
evening speech to be given by Jack Homer in September at the Masquers Club, 

1765 N. Sycamore, Los Angeles. Mr. Berner attempted to attend this speech 
but became lost and arrived late. The events that occurred before his 
arrival were related to him by friends In attendance, some of whom are still 
in the local area. 

At the meeting, members of the Scientology Sea-Org appeared, in uniform, 
and closed off the building. They played foreboding music, orally discredited 
Berner, and declared to the audience that Charles Berner was insane and that 
"Berner will burn". The frightened audience was permitted to leave as 
Berner arrived at the scene. 

Mr. Berner stated there was no police investigation of this incident 
and that Jack Homer was in Chicago at that time. 

The second incident involved the use of firearms. Three armed men 
visited the Lucerne Valley Headquarters of the Institute of Ability, looking 
for Charles Berner and using walkie-talkies, Berner was not there at the 
time and Akilitista at the scene observed these men fire upon the Institutes 
property. Ho individuals were shot, but a car license plate number was 
reported to deputy Jim Clark of the San Bernardino Sheriff's Office.. 
Subsequently, an Individual was arrested by the Orange County Sheriff’s Office 
in Santa Ana and pleaded guilty to the witness acts. This person was a 
Scientologist. 

Mr. Berner could not recall the person's name or type of Court Sentence 
received. 

Mr. Berner stated he has been recently harassed by the Scientology 
Organization. On 10/18/70 the Institute of Ability sponsored a speech by 
Mr. Berner (Self Realization - fa /fcew Approach) At Hew York University, 

New York City. While setting up the lecture facilities several people 
inquired the lecture by Berner were to be held at that place. They identified 
themselves as Scientologists and later attended the lecture. During Mr. Berner' 
talk these people harassed hin A talked out during the middle of the lecture. 

A short time later police arrived at the scene and cleared the building 
because they had received a bomb threat. Mr. Berner belicve3 Scientologists 
were responsible for the boob threat.

I am writing this letter on behalf of the thousands of parish- 
oners of the Church of Scientology in the Pacific Northwest to 
protest the actions of the Food and Drug Administration in its 
attempt to suppress the religion of Scientology, in direct vi¬ 
olation of the First Amendment of the United States Constitution, 


For the past twenty years, Scientology has stood up to the 
attacks of vested interest groups and today we are larger than 
ever before. The truth has managed to survive its darkest per¬ 
iod of history and has emerged victorious. As proof of this, 
Scientology is in broad use throughout the Free World despite 
the misguided attempts to discredit its validity and defame its 
character. 

In February of 19^9 the U. S. Court of Appeals ruled that the 
Confessional aid known as the electrometer or E-Meter is fully 
integrated into the religious doctrines of Scientology and is 
essential to the Pastoral Counselling as it is practiced in the 
Confessionals in the Church. 

Despite this, the Food and Drug Administration has requested a 
re-trial and it is tenatively scheduled for this coming April. 

The disagreement with the FDA spans nearly a decade and came 
to its peak in January of 19^3 when agents of the FDA in com¬ 
pany with several U. S. Marshals and specially deputized long¬ 
shoremen from the Baltimore area intruded upon the orderly 
workings of a Church and at gun point, carelessy threw tens of 
thousands of books and other religious artifacts into large 
moving vans they had brought along for that purpose. The agents 
disturbed students in the Seminary by searching their possessions, 
briefcases and purses for the books and artifacts, broke into the

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confessionals, interrupting the Spiritual Counselling in pro¬ 
gress and even entered into the private homes of the Church 
Ministers and students in search of the "proscribed" items. 

After the Court of Appeals ruling in 1969 , w © had considered 
that the violations would have ceased and returned again to 
our duties of making a more aware and effective population in 
the United States. 

I urge you. Sir, to inquire into the actions of the FDA and in¬ 
vestigate the underlying motives of their un—Constitutional be¬ 
havior against a recognized Religion. 

I ask of,you to restore the FDA to a semblance of sanity and to 
control their outbursts in the future. 

As Senator Edward V. Long said of the FDA in 1965, "If the FDA 
would spend a little less time and effort on religions, small 
manufacturers of vitamins and milk substitute, and little more 
on the large manufacturers of such dangerous drugs as Chloro¬ 
mycetin, MER - 29 and Thalidomide, the public would be better 
served. 

"In my view Congress never intended the FDA to arrogate to it¬ 
self the power to tell Americans what foods to eat or whether 
or not they should take vitamin or nutrient supplements. Nor 
did the Congress intend to give FDA powers to tell people what 
kind of religion to practice or what church to attend." 

We wish nothing more than to be left alone so that we may bring 
to Man knowledge of his Spiritual Beingness so that he may come 
to understand the mysteries of the Universe around him and find 
for himself the Total Freedom to be, to do, to have what he 
wants to be, do or have and take the responsibility of his own 
actions toward others. 

With Crime and Insanity on an increasing upward trend, we who 
can do something about the problems that face the modern world 
ask for a strict limitation of Governmental interference and 
complete adherence to the U. S. Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights.

I by 
saying that FDA does on occasion supervise the destruction by the

held by the courts to be labeling which misbrands drugs, foods, 
dr devices.

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I know of no congressional action that would lead to this. If my memory of 
"OUR" history serves me correctly, religious freedom or lack of freedom 
was what drove people from their home lands to America. They were 
promised religious freedom here and we have been guaranteed, by our 
Constitution, these rights. 

If the followers of the Church of Scientology lead better, more complete lives 
who should be concerned? At any rate, the FDA has no function that prescribes 
what a religion must or must not consist of, or what religion one must or 
must not practice. 

In 1965 the Honorable Senator Edward V. Long said of the FDA, after hearings 
on "Invasions of Privacy (governmental agencies)" before the Senate Sub¬ 
committee on Administrative Practice and Procedure, "If the FDA would 
spend a little less time and effort on religions, small manufacturers of vitamins 
and milk substitute, and a little more on the large manufacturers of such 
dangerous drugs as Chloromycetin, MER-29 and Thalidomide, the public would 
be better served. " 

"In my view Congress never intended the FDA to arrogate to itself the power to 
tell Americans what foods to eat or whether or not they should take vitamin or 
nutrient supplements. Nor did the Congress intend to give FDA power to tell 
people what kind of religion to practice, or what church to attend. 

"I don't know much about Scientology, but if it helps its believers lead better 
lives, I'm for it. In any event, it is no business of FDA to interfere with any 
religion. " 

In the recent Ralph Nader report on the FDA, "The Chemical Feast, " author 
James S. Turner, says in a chapter on "Enforcement:" 

"The program to strengthen FDA's authority must be implemented 
in two steps. First, a concerted effort must be made to change 
the agency's enforcement posture. A beginning could be made by 
reappraising the agency's present stance against the Church of 
Scientology, which FDA still intends to prosecute, and replacing 
the vitamin hearings with a more reasonable effort to eliminate 
false vitamin advertising. A reappraisal should lead to a more 
clearly defined and legally acceptable position on Scientology. 

At the minimum the charges and public pronouncements should 
be narrowed to include reference only to those activities which 
allegedly violate the Food and Drug law. But the agency might 
even consider dropping the entire case as some of its inspectors 
suggest . . . Action to restore the FDA's sanity in the Scientology 
case could go a long way in beginning the process of restoring the 
enforcement reputation of the Fair Packaging Labelling Law. " 
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Since the Court of Appeals made its ruling, the FDA has asked for a re-trial 
of the case. This trial will be held September 15, 1970. To a man of your 
intelligence and experience it must be obvious that the FDA HAS no case, and 
is continuing to waste the taxpayer's money in persecuting a recognized Church. 
We strongly protest the fact that you, as Secretary of HEW, are allowing this to 
go on.

I am writing to you on behalf of the five million Scientologists in the United 
States regarding a department of HEW, "The Food and Drug Administration. " 

To refresh your knowledge of the Church of Scientology; 

Scientology is an applied religious philosophy, which has existed 
in these United States for the past twenty years. Scientologists 
work toward the goal, "Free, Well, Happy.Spititual Beings." We 
have a church creed which aligns with all other Christian beliefs. 

The Church of Scientology has been harrassed considerably in the past twenty 
years by government, quasi-governmental agencies and the press. In 1963 
the U. S. Food and Drug Administration raided the Founding Church of 
Scientology located at 1812 19th Street, N. W. , Washington, D. C. 

FDA agents, U. S. Marshals, and other law enforcement agencies blocked 
streets and crashed into the church. The FDA confiscated thousands of copies 
of Church books and disrupted the seminary classes, broke into private homes 
of students and church staff. All of the confessional aids used in the church 
were seized. This was all done without legal warrant. 

After many years of court battle, in February of 1969, the U. S. Court of 
Appeals ruled the Founding Church of Scientology is a religious organization. 

The court further held that the government erred in 1963 when it confiscated 
church confessional aids. The court held that the electrometer is "integrated 
into the general theory of Scientology" as a religious doctrine. 

The church makes no claims for the confessional aid, known as an electrometer 
or E-meter, and uses it soley as an aid in pastoral counseling and confessions 
of its members. 

To the best of my ability, I cannot read into the Constitution of the United States, 
or its Amendments, or the Bill of Rights any intention that our government or 
any of its agencies or branches dictate to the "American Citizen" what religion 
or what kind of religion to practice, or what church one should attend. Also

On behalf of the thousands of parishioners of the Founding Church of Ny 
Scientology of Washington D.C., of five million clergymen and parish-*^ 
loners of the Churches of Scientology in the United States, and also 
on behalf of the fifteen million parishioners of the Churches World 
Wide, I submit these facts for your knowledge and consideration. 


A raid on a church was conducted by the U.S. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration on January 4, 1963. The church involved was my church, the 
Founding Church of Scientology, located at 1812 19th' St. N.W., Wash¬ 
ington D.C.. During this raid. Clergymen and parishioners who were 
engaged in routine church matters and seeking closeness with God,were 
boisterously interrupted by U.S. Marshalls, accompanied by 12 Baltimore 
Long Shoremen and FDft agents. With no legal warrant, these persons 
violated Confessionals, and Seminary Classes and even violated the 
private homes of Church staff and students of the Ministry. The raid 
further proceeded with the seizure of tens of thousands of church 
books used in the study of the Religion of Scientology, as well as 
the seizure of Confessional aid3. 


To follow this, there was a lengthy battle in court. In February 
1969, the United States Court of Appeals ruled that the Founding 
Church of Scientology is a Religious Organization. The court further 
ruled the government in error for seizing Confessional aids. The 
ruling was that the electrometer is " integrated into the general 
theory of Scientology as a Religious doctrine" ( as indeed it is, 
and used solely as an aid to Rastoral Counseling and Confessional.) 

Since February 1969, when the Court of Appeals ruled the above, the 
FDA has asked for complete re-trial of the case.

Ralph Nader recently made a report on the FDA, "Chemical Feast," author 
James S. Turner says in a chapter on ''Enforcement" : 

" The program to strengthen FDA's authority must be imple¬ 
mented in two steps. First, a concerted effort must be 
made to change the agency's enforcement posture. A begin¬ 
ning could be made by reappraising the agency's present 
stance against the Church of Scientology, which FDA still 
intends to prosecute and replacing the vitamin hearings 
with a more reasonable effort to eliminate false vitamin 
advertising. A reappraisal should lead to a more clearly 
defined and legally acceptable position on Scientology. 

At minimum the charges and public pronouncements should 
be narrowed to include reference only to those activities 
which allegedly violate the Food and Drug law. But the 
agency might even consider dropping the entire case as 
some of its inspectors suggest... Action to restore the 
FDA's sanity in the Scientology case could go a long way 
in beginning the process of restoring the enforcement 
reputation of the Fair Ibckaging Labelling law." 

As a minister of the Church, I submit this letter to advise you that 
the Churches of Scientology only desire to continue the pursuit of their 
united purpose, which is helping individuals to know themselves better 
as Spiritual beings, and to pursue this purpose without harrassment from 
governmental agencies. 

For twenty years the Churches of Scientology have borne up under being 
attacked in the press by various government agencies, both in the United 
States and the United Kingdom. In spite of this harrassment there is 
not one law anywhere which prohibits the freedom of practicing the 
Religion of Scientology. This is living proof that truth is more power¬ 
ful than lies and that truth though crushed to earth awhile, inevitably 
rises again. 

It is my wish that this letter be accepted in the spirit of which it is 
offered, the First Amendment of the Constitution of our country, the 
United States of America.

On behalf of the five million parishioners of the Church of Scientology of the 
United States and the fifteen million parishioners world wide, I would like to 
bring the following to your attention. 


The U.S. Food and Drug Administration staged a raid on a Church, the Founding 
Church of Scientology of 1812 19th Street N.W., Washington, D. C. 


The Honorable Senator Edward V. Long said of the FDA, after hearings on "Invasions 
of Privacy (governmental agencies}" before the Senate Sub-committee on administrati' 
practice and procedure April-June 1965, "In my view. Congress never intended the 
FDA to arrogate to itself the power to tell Americans what foods to eat or whether 
or not they should take vitamins or nutrient supplements. Nor did the Congress 
intend to give FDA power to tell people what kind of religion to practice, or what 
church to attend." 


"I don't know much about Scientology, but if it helps its believers lead better 
lives, I'm for it. In any event, it Is no business of the FDA to interfere with 
any religion." 

On January 1963, FDA agents, U.S. Marshals, twelve Baltimore longshoremen, two 
large vans and motorcycle police blockaded the streets and burst in upon churchmen 
and parishioners of the Founding Church of Scientology who were carrying on with 
daily church matters and seeking a closer union with God. The assorted types of 
agents for the FDA broke into confessionals, disrupted seminary classes, and without 
warrants violated the private homes of seminary students and Church staff. The FDA 
agents seized tens of thousands of copies of Church books which were used in the 
study of the religion, Scientology, along with religious confessional aids. 

Six years later, after a lengthy legal battle, in February of 1969, the U.S. Court 
of Appeals ruled that the Founding Church of Scientology is a religious organization 
The Court further held that the FDA erred in 1963 when it confiscated Church 
confessional aids. The Court held that the confessional aid, known as electrometer 
or E-Meter, is "integrated into the general theory of Scientology" as a religious 
doctrine.

Since the Court of Appeals ruling, the FDA asked for a complete re-trlal 
of the case. 


The Church of Scientology has only the wish to continue its work, a work of 
dedication to helping man better understand his nature as a spiritual being. 
For twenty years the Church has withstood the attacks in the press and by 
various governmental and quasi-*governmental agencies in the United States 
and the United Kingdom and continued to expand its membership. That there 
is no ban or legislation limiting the free practice of Scientology in the 
world at this time is fact enough to show that truth is more powerful than 
lies and ignorance and atheism. 


It Is my hope that you will accept this as it is submitted in the spirit of 
the First Amendment to the Constitution of the United States of America.

2. By an Order-in-Council dated the 27th day of November, 1963 and published 
in the Victoria Government Gazette of the 28th November, 1963, No. 931 at 
P. 3547 the Governor-in-Council for the State of Victoria constituted and 
appointed Kevin Victor Anderson to be a Board of Inquiry to inquire into, 
report upon and make recommendations concerning scientoLogy. 

The order-in-Council was in the following terms: 

"Board of Inquiry into Scientology 

At the Daw Courts, Melbourne, the twenty-seventh day of November, 1963. 
Present: 

The Lieutenant-Governor as Deptuy for His Excellency the Governor of Victoria.

Whereas it is deemed expedient that a Board of Inquiry be appointed to inquire 
into and report upon Scientology: 

Now therefore, the Lieutenant-Governor as Deputy for His Excellency the 
Governor of the State of Victoria, in the Commonwealth of Australia, by and 
with the advice of the Executive Council of the said State, doth by this 
Order constitute and appoint - 

Kevin Victor Anderson, Q. C. 

to be a Board to inquire into, report upon, and make recommendations 
concerning Scientology as known, carried on, practised and applied in Victoria 
and in particular and without derogating from the generality of the foregoing. 

1. The aims, objects and purposes thereof and whether it is capable of 
achieving to any and what extent such aims, objects and purposes. 

2. The persons and organizations by whom and the place or places at which the 
same is so carried on, practised, or applied. 

3. The methods, processes, practices, techniques, principles and treatment

(ii) The defendants enquired into and reported upon questions of spiritual 
belief, and theology, and the attitudes of various religions to matters 
of spiritual belief. 

(iii) The defendants enquired into and reported upon the attitude of the Food 
and Drug Administration of the United States of America to Scientology., 

(iv) The defendants enquired into and reported upon the purpose for which the 
Church of Scientology of California was incorporated. 

(v) The defendants enquired into and reported upon the objective validity 
and truth in fact of the religious and spiritual beliefs of the plaintiff

(xv) The defendant Kevin Victor Anderson refused to exhibit a letter 
containing prejudicial allegations against a witness hostile to the plaintiff. 

(xvi) The defendant-Kevin Victor Anderson was reluctant to consider a report 
that a witness hostile to the plaintiff was a communist. 

(xvii) The defendant Kevin Victor Anderson refused to accept evidence of 
philosophers concerning ideas dealt with by Scientology. 

(xviii) The defendant Kevin Victor Anderson refused to permit counsel for the 
plaintiff to address the Board. 

(xix) The defendant Kevin Victor Anderson determined that confidential 
information might be used for blackmail in the absence of any evidence 
for such a conclusion.

This replies to your letter of April 9, 1970, requesting the ease 
record on s "raid' 4 Involving the Founding Church of Scientology, 

Washington, D.C., in 1963. We regret the delay in responding. 

There was no "raid.** There was a seizure action againat misbranded 

medical devices in possession of several organisations affiliated 

with the Founding Church of Scientology.' Under the provlslona of \ 

the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, violative articles, 

including misbranded medical devices amenable to the Act, are 

subject to seizure. 

U.S. Marshals did take custody of the devices and misbranding 
literature, as required by law, after the filing of the Complaint 
with the court. 

The background of this case is as follows: 

Scientology was originated and developed by Hr. L. Ron Hubbard, an 
American. In 1930, he wrote the best selling book. Planet lea : The 
Modern Science of Mental Health . Scientology la an outgrowth of 
dlanetlca, and represents Hubbard's theories of psychology, the 
treatment of peraonallty, mental problems, end other things. 

Hubbard has sponsored a variety of Scientology organizations. 

Including the "Founding Church of Scientology," the "Distribution 
Center Inc," the "Church of American Science," the "Hubbard 
Scientology Organization," the "Church of Scientology," the 
"Academy of Scientology," and others throughout the United States 
and elsewhere. The organizations use a device known as the 
"Hubbard E-Meter." Other names used for this or similar devices 
include: "E-Mater," "Azimuth Meter," "Azimuth Alignment Meter," 

British Mark V E-Mater," "Hubbard Electrometer," "Confessional 
Aida B-Meter."

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In January 1963, approximately 100 Hubbard E-Metars, together with 
a large quantity of various pieces of literature relating to the 
E-Mater, were seised in possession of the Distribution Canter, Inc., 
the Academy of Scientology, and the Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., 
all located In Washington, D.C. The devicea/represented by the 
literature to be adequate and effective for the diagnosis and 
treatment of all mental ailments and essentially all physical 
ailments of mankind, which representations and suggestions were 
charged to be falsa or misleading. This seizure action was 
contested. After a 13-day trial, a jury determined the device to 
be misbranded. A Decree of Condemnation was filed August 28, 1967. 
The claimants filed a Notice of Appeal to the United States Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia on October 23, 1967. 

(Appeal No. 21, 483). The case was argued on November S, 1968. 

On February 2, 1969, the court reversed the finding of the lower 
court and, by a majority decision, found that the group operates 
as a religious orgsnizatlon. 

The decision pointed out that the Court of Appeals does not hold 
that the Founding Church la for all legal purposes a religion. It 
also pointed out that, even if Scientology is a religion, not all 
literature published by it is religious doctrine immune from the 
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, or that public health laws 
in general, or the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act in par¬ 
ticular, have no application to the activities of a religion. 

The court specifically held that "Since the basis of our reversal 
was that the case was improperly framed rather than that the 
Scientologists* devices and literature were absolutely protected, 
or that the evidence was insufficient, it would appear that a new 
trial would be in order." The case is expected to be retried 
some time this fall. 

The Food and Drug Administration investigations show that the 
E-Meter devices are intended to be promoted for and relied upon 
in the diagnosis, treatment, and prevention of many disease con¬ 
ditions. It is also clear thac they lack adequate directions for 
this Intended use, and that they are, therefore, misbranded.

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Northwestern University is a private coeducational 
institution of higher learning located on two campuses along 
the shores of Lake Michigan, one in Evanston, Illinois, 12 
miles north of downtown Chicago and the other in Chicago, 
directly northeast of the central business district. 

On the original campus in Evanston (now 86 acres) are 
The College of Arts and Sciences; the Schools of Business, 
Education, Journalism, Music and Speech; The Techno¬ 
logical Institute, and the offices of the Graduate School. 
On the Chicago Campus are The Medical School; The 
Dental School; The School of Law; The Graduate School 
of Business Administration; and The Evening Divisions, 
which offer courses on both campuses. The Summer Ses¬ 
sion office in Evanston coordinates and supervises courses 
offered during the summer months. 

On May 31, 1850, nine friends met in an office in 
Chicago to discuss the need for a university which would 
serve the whole Northwest Territory—not simply a local 
community. On January 28, 1851, as a result of their plan¬ 
ning and efforts, Northwestern University was officially 
incorporated. In August, 1853, one of the early founders, 
Orrington Lunt, chose the site of the campus in the oak- 
forested bluffs above Lake Michigan, north of Chicago. 
The first commencement was held in 1859 with a class of 
five. 

Northwestern today has nearly 22,000 students regis¬ 
tered in all its schools. Of these, 10,000 are full-time. It 
is currently planning for extensive expansion of its facilities. 
The enlargement of its Evanston Lake Campus by 74 acres 
of land-fill along the shore, is the symbol of Northwestern’s 
commitment to the future. 

TO THE NORTH ... 

PATTEN GYMNASIUM (1940) which marks the 
north, end of the campus, is named in memory of the 
late James A. Patten, trustee and generous benefactor 
of the University. The building contains the offices of the 
department of physical education, a large swimming pool, 


basketball courts, and other recreational facilities. 

DYCHE STADIUM (1926) and the University’s ath¬ 
letic fields are located three-quarters of a mile west on 
Central Street. It contains offices of the athletic depart¬ 
ment, and the athletic ticket office. 

McGAW MEMORIAL HALL (1952) located imme¬ 
diately north of Dyche Stadium, was erected through the 
gift of Foster G. McGaw and from contributions from 
alumni. The hall has a seating capacity of 11,000 and 
provides facilities for indoor athletic events, convocations, 
and commencements. 

HAROLD H. ANDERSON HALL AND BYRON S. 
COON SPORTS CENTER (1963) are adjacent to 
McGaw Hall. ANDERSON HALL is the sports admin¬ 
istration building with facilities including handball courts, 
a lecture-film room, wrestling and weight-lifting rooms, and 
team rooms. The BYRON S. COON SPORTS CENTER 
is comprised of tennis courts, an artificial ice rink and a 
club house which includes a lounge. 

THE MEN’S QUADRANGLES (1913) include fra¬ 
ternity houses and residence halls. 

THE TECHNOLOGICAL INSTITUTE (1942) the 
largest structure on the Evanston Campus, was built, 
equipped, and endowed by the late Walter P. Murphy, 
railway supply manufacturer. This building houses the 
offices, classrooms, and laboratories of the Technological 
Institute and the departments of physics and chemistry of 
the College of Arts and Sciences. A conducted tour of this 
building is offered every Saturday morning at 11 o’clock. 

DEARBORN OBSERVATORY (1888) includes a 
dome for the equatorial, a meridian circle room, a library, 
and other working facilities. It is open to the public on 
the first and third Friday evenings of each morlth. 

GARRETT THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY (1923) a 
graduate theological school, is maintained by the Meth¬ 


odist Church. Nearby is the HOWES MEMORIAL 
CHAPEL. 

SEABURY-WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEM¬ 
INARY is maintained by the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

TO THE SOUTH ... 

LUNT BUILDING (1893) was the gift of Orrington 
Lunt, one of the University's founders. Originally the 
library, it now houses the department of mathematics, the 
Naval ROTC, and several offices of the School of Business. 

THE SCHOOL OF BUSINESS BUILDING (1923) 
Houses the administrative offices, classrooms, and seminars 
of the School of Business. 

SWIFT HALL (1909) was the gift of Mrs. Gustavus 
Swift and Edward F. Swift. The building, including the 
new wing to the south, CRESAP LABORATORY (1949), 
houses the department of biological sciences. 

CHARLES DEERING LIBRARY (1932) the gift of 
the late Charles Deering and members of his family, con¬ 
tains the University library. There are accommodations 
for more than 900 readers in the 12 reading rooms, 3 
seminar rooms, and 84 carrels, a browsing room, and a 
rare book room. 

UNIVERSITY HALL (1869) was the University’s 
first “permanent” building, and once housed all its educa¬ 
tional activities. It is now used by the departments of Eng¬ 
lish and geography. 

HARRIS HALL (1915) contains the departments of 
history and political science, and was the gift of Norman 
Wait Harris, a former trustee of the University. 

ANNIE MAY SWIFT HALL (1895) is the home of 
the School of Speech and includes the University Theatre. 
Directly to the cast is the SPEECH ANNEX (1927) which 
houses the radio studios and the hearing clinics. The de¬ 
partments of interpretation and public speaking arc housed 
in DENNIS HALL. 
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NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY 
RESIDENCES
